ficiency and charge it against the 
Benefit Certificates—a plan that 
could not be put in successful op- 
eration by the Roya ARCANUM. The 
only other way, and the way 
adopted, is to require all members 
in deficient classes to pay adequate 
rates at present attained ages. This 
cures the deficiency in the simplest 
way for our members. 

If all our members -understood 
the conditions and recognized the 
fact—for it is a fact, that the only 
thing possible has been done to 
make sure the future and comply 
with the laws of the several States, 
I am convinced that many would 
remain in the Order who are 
dropping out because of lack of in- 
formation. 

Our old members particularly re- 
fuse to be convinced and think they 
have been discriminated against 
and that an injustice has been done 
them. How can it be unjust to re- 
a member of any age who has 
been paying an insufficient rate to 
pay the cost of his risk assumed by 
the Order? 

It is plain to any one who reads 
the reports of the Supreme Secre- 
tary that the deficiency is caused 
almost entirely by the members in 
the higher ages, and the only in- 
justice, if any has been done, is to 
younger members on Regular Rates 
whose reserves have been used to 
make up for the deficient payments 
of. the old. These are not com- 
plaining to any extent for they know 
the money has been used in the 
cause of fraternity and they cheer- 
fully assume a large share of the 
burden. 

That the increase is hard on old 
members is admitted, and if there 
were any way by which the society 
could carry them at the old rates, 
they would not be required to pay 
more. But there is no way and in 
the new rates there is not only no 
injustice to them, but in fact their 
interests are protected. If the rates 
are higher than it is convenient to 
pay, it is only necessary to reduce 
certificates, and this surely is not a 
ereat hardship, especially in view of 
what we old members have had’ in 
the years gone by. sully 

And what of the future? It seems 
to me it is-bright with prospects for 
a greater ROYAL ARCANUM than we 
have known in the past. In a few 
weeks, under the requirements of the 
State Insurance Departments, the 
annual valuation of the Society will 
be made. This valuation will show 
to our members and to the public 
that. the RoyaL ARCANUM is solvent 
as provided by the laws for the first 
time in its history. With this solid 
foundation, why cannot we face the 
future with confidence and greater 
zeal than ever before? We have

Function of the | 
Fraternal Journal 


By Ep, L. YOouNG 


O me the legitimate function of. 


the official fraternal journal is 
well defined, but its abuse through a 
catering to the necessities in so 
many cases make it a question diffi- 
cult of logical discussion. 

In the first place the official 
journal cannot attain its true func- 
tion when it is a private enterprise; 
that fact removes it from that meas- 
ure of control essential to the carry- 
ing out of its legitimate, highest 
purposes. 

The official journal today must not 
be left to private enterprise, or be 
dependent on direct subscriptions 
or on advertising for its life-blood, 
for that subverts its real purpose 
and makes its character and prep- 
aration a secondary matter. 

Speaking more generally — the 
highest function of the fraternal 


journal is to exalt the fundamentals. 


of fraternalism, such as the influ- 
ence of the lodge system, of repre- 
sentative government, of uplifting 
ritualism, and of publicity in man- 
agement, for on these is our struc- 
ture builded. 

We need not fear to make bold in 
such advocacy, for we have passed 
the period of experiment. There is 
now written into the statutes of 
nearly all States the law, fashioned 
in this Congress, giving our fra- 
ternal benefit societies a permanent, 
distinctive place, separating us from 
the speculative, temporary make- 
shift organizations ‘and open as- 
sessment institutions, whose sins we 
bore in early years. The courts 
now accord our societies a place in 
the economy of men and nations as 
the best expression of democracy, 
the most potent channel of philan- 
thropy for the common people. 

Our fraternal press must not ig- 
nore or belittle the lodge; I. fear this 
is being done; it is part and parcel 
of our system and is necessary to 
its very life. The lodge is essential 
to the fraternal plan from the 
standpoint of both economy and 
vantage. 
cessful substitute found for the 
lodge system, which, in the final 
analysis, Minimizes the expense of 
doing business, affords protection 
against imposition in the admission 
of undesirable elements, is a factor 
in preventing fraud in the payment 
of claims, and insures a larger de- 
gree of persistency on the part of 
members as a result of association 
and fraternal interest. 

The function of the fraternal 
journal is first of all one of educa- 
tion. As the skies clear up let our 
journals emphasize the fact that no 
rate table is sufficient to meet the 
burdens of maturing benefits, and 
that no legislation can bring salva- 
tion, full and secure, that has not 
back of it the intelligent co-opera- 
tion of our memberships. All these 
constructive elements must dove- 
fail to assure success. Here the 
official journal is all-powerful—as 
a tie between management and 
members, its influence is within the 
ranks, and from its effort wisely di- 
rected must come the leayen that 
shall leaven the whole lump. 

Still another duty. devolves on the 
fraternal journal. Every considera- 
tion for the sacred-interests of our 
protective system calls upon us to 
demand that all orders shall limit 
promised benefits to -legitimate 
ends—measured by a correct basis 
for calculation—and put a stop to 
the promising of unwarranted bene- 
fits that have no place in the econ-

BERNARD McHUGH 
The Royal Arcanum has lost one 


of its most valuable members. Brother, 
Berna:ty McHugh, after an illness of 
several wx: 3, departed this life at his 
home in Englewood, on November 
30, 1916. He was born in Marshall, 
Michigan, on May 8, 1842, and had 
resided in Chicago since 1874, He 
joined Emery “A. Storrs Council No. 
1071 on April 16, 1891, served as 
Regent in 1892-3-4. He entered the 
Grand Council of Illinois, in March, 
1893, was Chairman of Grand Trustees 
from 1893 to 1897 when he was elected 
Grand Treasurer. In 1898, he was 
elected Grand Regent and at the close 
of his term in April, 1899, the Grand 
Council offered to unanimously elect 
him Supreme Representative but he 


‘declined because of business demands. 


In April, 1900, he was elected Supreme 
Representative and subsequently was 
re-elected several times and served as 
Supreme Representative in the Su- 
preme Council sessions of 1900 to 
1905, both inclusive, a ad resigned as 
Representati tive before the secsion of 
1906. He had been Secreta ry of 
Emery A. Storrs Council since 1907. 
The Illinois Royal Arcanum Hospital 
Association was organized in 1902, 
and brother McHugh was elected 
Secretary which position he held -until 
his death. He‘ gave to this position 
the best that was in him, for he never 
was happier than in the conduct of 
this great fraternal work. Every 
member of the Royal Arcanum who 
in illness was under his care, will 
testify to the frequent visits of 
Brother McHugh and his kindly man- 
ner and comforting words, 

Brother McHugh was the first lo-

This the Royal Arcanum has ac- 
complished and in so doing has given 
the necessary guarantee that the pres- 
ent change is final and conclusive. — 

If a concern is 100 per cent solvent 
it cannot do more, whether it be a 
business house or a fraternal society. 
Therefore when the order is stamped 
“solvent” by the several state govern- 


‘ments we can take their assurance of 


its sufficiency and permanency. 

Men unhesitatingly accept a piece 
of paper marked by the government 
as “one dollar’ because they have 
faith. They put their money in-a 
savings bank regarding whose man- 
agement they know little, probably 
not even knowing the names of its 
officers, and they have no hesitancy 
in depositing money in a business 
bank or trust company. Yet innu- 
merable savings banks, business banks 
and trust companies have failed by 
reason of unfortunate investments and 
other causes. Why, under -those cir- 
cumstances, do men now have confi- 
dence in the institutions? Because 
it is now known that National Banks 
are under the control of the National 
Government as never before; that 
savings banks and trust companies 
are tnder control of State Govern- 
ments as never before, and that the 
laws governing them are stringent 
and severe. 

So it is now with the Arcanum, It 
and other fraternities are under the 
control of the State Governments as 
never before and the recently enacted 
laws are stringent and severe. This 
has been done for the protection of 
the members. The law says “Be Ac- 
tuarilly Solvent or we will put you 
out of business.” The Royal Arca- 
num’s reply is “We will become fully 
solvent—100 per cent by this act,” and 
it has done it. 

Therefore members now have the 
assurance of the State Government 
in reply to their questions. Having 
accomplished all this, it cannot be 
that any man will doubt the finality 
of the readjustment which means a 
stronger, surer, safer R. A. in every 


respect. 


The wisdom of the action of the 
state legislatures in applying the 
same general principles to beneficiary 
fraternal societies as are applied to 
“old line,” commercial, life insurance 
companies, will be appreciated by the 
following statement showing the mag- 
nitude of the business of the Frater- 
nals, some of whom are larger insti- 
tutions, both in amount of insurance 
carried and in finances, than many of 
the commercial life companies. 

The reports for the year 1915 show 
that the fraternal societies of the 
United States have: 

More than six million members. The 
gain in membership during the year 
1915 was 97,314. ; 

Benefit certificates in force -$7,727,- 
289,999.00. 

Benefit certificates paid during the

Funds on hand December 31st, 1915, 
$190,909 ,288.72.

SOCIAL INSURANCE 


The American Association for 
Labor Legiskation, a philanthropic in- 
stitution supported by the Russell 
Sage and other Foundations, and’ 
which has no connection with the or-’ 
ganized labor movement, intends to 
present its bill for compulsory health 
or social insurance to the legislatures 
of more than twenty States. Over 
forty legislatures will be in session 
this winter, but only those which are 
favorable to socialistic measures will 
have the pressure of this Association 
put upon them, Dr. John B. Andrews, 
chairman of its committee on social 
insurance, has conducted a nation- 
wide campaign in behalf of a model 
bill as a preliminary effort in the 
movement to place it upon statute 
books, A similar bill was introduced 
into the last legislatures of New York, 
Massachusetts and New Jersey, but 
the proposition was so new and its 
effect upon society would be so great 
that the legislatures desired to make 
investigations into the subject before 
acting, and the movement was halted. 

The Monitor has examined the bill 
and find that it is a measure for the 
purpose of starting the State in the 
business of insuring workingmen for 
siekness and accident benefits. It is 
the first step in the social insurance 
schemes of European countries. It is 
purely State insurance, requiring com- 
pulsory contributions by specifically 
defined classes of citizens whether 
they want to be insured ot not, and 
the funds and operation are to be 
managed by committees under the 
direction of a State commission. One 
section gives guilds or fraternal 
societies the privilege of engaging in 
the business, but it provides that the 
society becomes merely a department 
of the State’s organization for ad- 
ministering the business. It will be 
politically managed by a bureaucracy 
built upon a paternalistic system. 

This measure is believed on good 
reason to be the forerunner of State 
compulsory insurance in all lines, As 
long as_ the State writes non-com- 
pulsory insurance, such as Wisconsin 
attempted, there is no danger, be- 
cause there are no patrons, but when 
insurance is made compulsory it be- 
comes as certain as taxation. The 
fraternal insurance system will pro- 
mote its own interests by opposing 
this legislation in every State in 
which it is introduced. State insur- 
ance is a menace to every free Amerti- 
can institution; it transfers to the 
State certain privileges which have 
been.the rights of private enterprise 
or .community co-operation. Fra- 
ternal societies cannot accept the 
business offered by this compulsory 
health insurance bill, if it becomes a 
law, without surrendering the right 
to manage its own affairs. They can- 
not afford to permit the movement to ~ 
grow, with the State usurping the 
right to insure lives, without viewing 
the end of their usefulness. These 
were the experiences of Friendly 
Societies in England. | : 

This winter’s campaign will be a 
test for the movement. It is a propa- 
ganda supported by social theorists, 
who are financed by philanthropic 
institutions whose purpose is to “do 
something for society.” Time is 
heavy on their hands unless they are 
engaged in “saving” mankind from 
the ‘results of his own strugele 
through the ages to attain comfort 
and, with an interminable supply of 
funds and nothing to lose, their 
capacity for mischief is great. A fight 
will be made in the score of legis- 
latures and, if successful, will be 
pushed to cover more territory. If 
they are resisted by real patriots who- 
still believe in the freedom of Ameri- 
can institutions they may conclude 
that paternalism belongs to class- 
ridden Europe, and America will be 
troubled no more in this generation 
by such a propaganda.—“Monitor.”

Charles Clarence Linthicum, patent 
attorney for the United States Steel 
corporation, died suddenly at his res- 
idence in Evanston yesterday. He was 
born on a farm near Bloomington, 
Ill, Nov. 11, 1857.

“Tt is nothing short of an un- 
pardonable crime when a father.and 
husband, with a wife and children 
depending upon him for support, 
neglects his sacred obligations, uses 
up each week his wages, and in a 
moment of time is stricken by 
death; compels his, friends to bury 
him; leaves his family destitute and 
objects of pity and charity. 

“Though I live a thousand years, 
I never could forget the picture of 
just such a scene as this I saw in 
Mount Hope Cemetery a few days 
ago—the one that inspired this ser- 
mon. I was called upon to preach 
the funeral sermon of a man who 
was a clerk in one of the great rail- 
road offices down town. He had a 
beautiful little home here in the 
city, a lovely wife and child. He 
lived a life of simple, happy ease. 

‘One day last week he was sitting 

his desk, writing and whistling, 
wien suddenly his whistling ceased, 
his writing stopped, his head 
dropped forward on his book, and 
his heart, ever light and gay, ceased 
to throb. 

“When his accounts were footed 
up he had nothing. The boys in the 
office had to defray all the funeral 
expenses, and they were just as poor 
as he. One dollar a week invested 
in life insurance would have avoided 
all of this. 

“The saddest sight I think I ever 
witnessed in my life was his frail, 
delicate little wife, standing beside 
the open grave, with the cold wind 
whistling through the barren trees, 
sobbing as if:her heart would break, 
with not enough money in her 
pocket-book: to buy her lunch and 
pay her way back to her cheerless 
home.”—[Fachange.

GOOD ADVICE 


Extract From a Letter Written by a Member 
to the Collector of His Council. 
HILE writing you, I want to 

say that I hope the mem- 
bers of our Council-will not “ fly off 
the handle”’ but will take a sane 
and sensible view of this readjust- 
ment. It takes a dollar to pay an 
obligation of a dollar in fraternal 
insurance organizations the same 
as anywhere else. A fraternal bene- 
ficiary association cannot pay out 
more than it takes in and the money 
which it collects from its members, 
with such interest as it may make 
its surplus accumulation earn, must 
prove sufficient to enable the as- ~ 
sociation to pay its claims or it can- 
not pay them. 

The great trouble is all of these 
associations started. upon rates en- 
tirely too low. A process of read- 
justment has been going on for a 
number of years. Those who haye 
been..managing these institutions 
have tried to make these readjust- 
ments bear as lightly as possible 
upon the members, with the result 
that in most cases they have not 
been complete. The Roya ArcA- 
NUM has @ad this experience. This 
last change was necessary and I am 
glad the men who compose the Su- 
preme Council had the intelligence 
to recognize this and the courage to 
make the readjustment.

THE ADVANTAGE OF FRATER- 
- +~WNAL SOCIETIES OVER OLD 


_ ‘LINE COMPANIES | 
By Commissioner Ekern, of Wisconsin _ 


From the standpoint of dollars and 
cents, the great. advantage of the fra- 
ternal societies is in the matter of ex- 
‘ penses, and their record must be made 
on this ground. The spirit of frater-. 
 -nitv and mutual helpfulness fostered 
through mutual acquaintance and social 
meetings, in the lodge room, is wholly. 

absent from the strictly business trans- 
actions involved in old-line life insur- 
ance. This affects the whole matter of 
recruiting new, members and of the 
__ expenses incident to the business. That _ 
“there is ample distinction here between 
the two systems is apparent from the 
act that the ratio of expense to insur- 
ance benefits paid in some fraternal 
societies is as low as six per cent, and 
the average is sixteen per cent, whereas 
in old-line life insurance this ratio does 
not go below sixty-one per cent, and 
the average is about eighty per cent. 
The future of fraternal organizations 
is bright with promise. The founders 
of these great organizations can justly 
charge their mistakes to the want of 
information and of experience in those 
early days. The enormous growth of 
- their societies could not have been fore- 
seen. Actuarial service was not avail- 
able, nor was its value or the need of it 
understood. Even in the later days the 
sophistries of managers seeking new 
members at low cost without regard to 
— future consequences may generally be 

‘laid to ignorance and not to wilful 
“wrong. But the day-of the manager 
- who was willing to trust to no calcula- 
tion at all or to mere guesswork or to 
~ the hope of a miracle in the reversal of 
all laws of mathematics and morality, 
are past.—Keystone Arcanian. |

Actuarial solvency today 
means actual solvency at all times in 
the future-——Western Review. 


A JUDGE’S REASON 
Judge Densmore of California was 
asked why he joined a fraternal order, 
and his reasoning is so clear that it 
ought to carry weight anywhere. He 


said: 


“In response to the inquiry as to 
why I joined a fraternal order, I wish 
to say that I did so after very mature 
consideration. J am carrying several 
old-line policies, one of which, a twen- 
ty-year policy, matures in July, and I 
found that the cash surrender value on 
this $5,000 policy is $700 less than what 
it was represented to be twenty years 
ago, and all other settlements are les- 
sened in a corresponding degree. I am, 
therefore, fully convinced that tontine 
insurance as an investment is a fail- 
ure, and that the intelligent thing to 
do is to insure one’s life, just as you 
do your home, on a short, straight in- 
surance basis, without any frills or 
promised returns, other than a mortu- 
ary payment. 

“In this field of insurance, we have 
the insurance company that operates 
at a profit and the fraternal order 
which furnishes insurance to its mem- 
bers at actual cost. 

“This seems tovme to be good enough 
reason for choosing the fraternal or- 
der.”—The Artisan.

Does there come a feel- 
ing that the father, loved though he 
was, fell short in his duty to his home? 


But such need not be the case, That 
father may have said, “My duty to my 
family ends not with my death, but 
with their death; and I will provide for 
them as long as they shall live.”

The Routine Work 


HE successful Council is like the 

successful business man,—first,. 

foremost and all the time it at- 
tends to its regular work. 

For instance, its routine meetings 
are alive from start to finish. It 
begins promptly on the dot, carries 
on its work in strict order and 
closes promptly on the completion 
of its definite work. It has nothing 
in common with the unfortunate 
sort of a gathering which never 
commences at any fixed time, me- 
anders indefinitely, and comes to 
an end only when every one is too 
tired to go any further. 


The successful Council knows 
what it is trying to do in its work. 
Its officers make their~ plans for 
each meeting before that meeting 
begins. They do not go at it with 
the confused idea of “ muddling 
through it:’ No matter how able 
a man the Regent of the Council is, 
he cannot fill his position acceptably 
if he depends upon making his plans 
after entering the Council chamber. 

Above all, a successful Council is 
prompt in attending to the fraternal 
work belonging to it. It keeps track 
of its sick or needy members. It 
goes out of ils way to help find jobs 
for the unemployed. It is syste- 
matic and punctual in handling 
death claims. 

Careful attention to these routine 
matters will make a Council attrac- 
tive to its members, and will win 
respect for it throughout the com- 
munity. 


Following the Fraternal Method 


a ha most interesting thing about 
the great war is not the war, 
but the way it is being carried on. 

In most of the warring countries, 
the whole system of life is changed. 
It is no longer a matter of private 
enterprise. Instead of that a social- 
ized, each-for-all form of organiz- 
ation has taken possession of all de- 
partments of human effort in Ger- 
many, England and France. 

The new system aims at the elim- 
ination of private profit. Muni- 
tions, food, clothing, transportation 
and other lines of fundamental im- 
portance are to be furnished by co- 
operative action, under government 
supervision, at actual cost. There 
is no competitive bidding, no con- 
tracts or sub-contracts, and no 
chance for any one to do any specu- 
lating or make any money for him- 
self on the transactions. 

This arrangement is not quite so- 
cialism, but it is very far from the 
usual capitalistic form of organiza- 
tion under which modern business 
has been usually carried on: In 
many ways, it is very closely similar 
to the method of the fraternal bene- 
ficiary societies. 

Thus far the new scheme ‘seems 
to work well. Perhaps the early 
fraternalists builded better than 
they knew. They surely made some 
mistakes in their arithmetic, but 
their system of organization ap- 
parently had unexpected possibili- 
ties of usefulness. Just now civili- 
zation seems to be trying to supply 
its direst needs by following the fra- 
ternal method.

MAKING A START 


ees things are necessary in any 
successful Council enterprise: 
there must be plan and push. 

To get anywhere, you must know 
where you are going. Luck and 
chance will usually just fit with the 

earefully made plan, and will usu- 

ally completely disorganize any 
effort which depends upon them. A 
spontaneous, hearty good time 
means careful preparation all the 
way through, by the parties who 
are in charge. 

Moreover, making the plan is 
more than half the fun. Expecta- 
tion and anticipation are often as 
important as realization. Interest 
crows as the scheme is talked over. 
The man who didn’t care a fig about 
a picnic may be very enthusiastic 
about it after he has helped decide 
whether the Council shall go on the 
street cars, or by an auto truck. - 

And then, after the plan is made, 
push it! There are always ob- 
stacles, but in dealing with them, 
the Council Officers will do well to 
remember the oft quoted saying of 
Admiral Farragut at the battle of 
Mobile, —‘“Damn- the torpedoes! 
full speed ahead!”

It is not 
guite easy for them to get ac- 
quainted outside of the shop or 
aside from the regular work of the 
day. They appreciate friends as 
much as anybody but do not under- 
stand just how to make them. 

Right here is the largest chance 
for usefulness in the whole work of 
the Council. Every officer from 
Sentry to Regent should count him- 
self a part Gf the reception com- 
mittee of the Council, charged with 
the duty of making brotherhood a 
fact for every member on the Coun- 
cil roll. By so doing, he will per- 
form the highest possible service 
for others, and at the same time, 
will win priceless friendships for 
himself.

HE by-laws of the Order which 
prescribe the duties of the 
Orator mention “interesting lec- 
tures” as the chief form of enter- 
probes for the typical Council. 
Probably the “lecture system”

Council work which the founders of. 


the Fraternal Movement apparently 
expected it to occupy, but the fact 
remains that, taking it all the way 
around, it is probably the largest 
’ single resource that a Council has. 

In every community there are 
men who can talk most instructively 
upon some particular subject usu- 
ally connected with the work which 
the speaker follows for his daily 
bread. Any man who is really alive 
in his calling becomes interested in 

it, acquires. useful information 
about it, and is glad of a chance to 
share this information with others. 
, Addresses of this kind require 
some little preparation. The speaker 
ought to be invited several weeks 
before he is expected to make his 
address» He ought to know about 
-how™mueh time he should be 
expected to occupy, which should 
be long enough’ to give him a 
full chance without wearying his 
-hearers. Probably an hour would 
be ample in most instances. 

No form of entertainment makes 
such severe demands upon the judg- 
ment of the committee in charge. 
A good speech is a grand discovery, 

but a poor speech is worse than a 
- lemon. Moreover, the man who is 
-most anxious to talk is usually the 
one least profitable to’ hear. The 
-man who thinks he“is an orator is 
especially dangerous. To secure 
veal pleasure and profit, the speaker 
must be selected with the utmost 
eare, ; 
_ Nevertheless, in spite of these 
_ dangers, the good address is the 
; most profitable form of entertain- 
ment for any Council. It is in sea- 
son the year around.

During the next six weeks the State organizations of the 
Order will hold their annual gatherings to look over the work 
accomplished in their several jurisdictions, to get acquainted 
with each other, and to make plans for the future. 

The Grand Council ought to be a central power plant from 
which every local organization should receive fresh energy 


_ for its local work. ‘The representative ought to be the “ live 


wire” to carry back new and effective methods of work, anda 
store of fresh enthusiasm to the Council from which he 
came.. 

The financial affairs of the Order are managed by the Su- 
preme Council. The Grand Council’s share in these matters 
is limited to the choice of its representative to this great Na- 
tional gathering, Its duty here is simple, but important. It 
is to see that it sends the best man in its entire membership 
to represent it:in the consideration and determination of 
these problems, 

The Grand Council has a wonderful opportunity for use- 
fulness in suggesting and illustrating methods of work for the 
local Councils under its charge. 

The most successful new departure in the commercial 
world is the “ chain store’’ system. The five and ten cent field 
has been practically monopolized by this form of organiza- 
tion, and the drug and grocery business have both been 
largely affected by it. 

Tt is not necessary to decide whether this system is bad 


“or good, but it is certainly effective. Its method of organiza-' 


tion is much like that of a fraternal society. The local or- 
ganization corresponding to the Subordinate Council is con- 
stantly kept in close touch with a central supervising depart- 
ment corresponding to the Grand Council. The result of this 
system is that if any one of the local branches finds a good 
way of handling business, the other branches benefit by the 
discovery and all profit by the assistance given them by the 
central body. It behooves the Grand Council Officers to be 
as thoughtful, as efficient and alert as the best of the execu- 
tive officials of these large business organizations. 

“fhe present problems of the Order are being handled by 
its different departments in a most satisfactory manner. They 
are no more difficult, than many which have already been suc- 
however, somewhat. different. 
The representatives are entitled to expect helpful explanation 
and instruction on all pending questions from the speakers at 
the Grand Council. 

As the Bulletin has pointed out in previous years, the 


‘responsibility for the success of the Grand Council meeting 


rests upon the shoulders of the Grand Regent. It does not 
depend so much upon what he does at the session as upon the 
preparation he makes for it.

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GETTING YOUR NEXT VACATION 


HE Bulletin has spent a good 
deal of space the last few years 
in talking about vacations. 

There are two reasons for doing 
this. In the first place, vacations 
help health, and the health of the 
average member means dollars and 
cents to the Order. If we can help 
you to live longer, we are presum- 
ably doing a kindness to you and 
your family, and we are also help- 
ing the Roya ARcANUM to save its 
money. 

In the second place, the vacation 
custom needs to be pushed. Thirty 
years ago vacations were practically 
unknown. Nowadays perhaps a 
quarter of the people at work enjoy 
this privilege. It behooves all in- 
terested in the welfare of the com- 
munity to keep this subject before 
the public until a vacation with pay 
becomes the accepted thing for 
everybody. 

In the meanwhile every one can do 
something for himself in this di- 
rection.

Most people will find 
it possible to have a vacation in 
August or July, if they are willing 
to work hard enough for it in Apri: 
and March.

Their Operation up to March First 


N March, 1916, the Bulletin called attention to certain State 


laws which seemed to require some changes in our assessment | 


rates. 

In May, and again in September, the Manrene Counc sought 
to bring all the skill and ability of the Order, together with the 
best obtainable outside advice, to the consideration of this prob- 
lem. Every phase of the situation received most painstaking 
and careful consideration, especially the almost insuperable dif- 
ficulty of providing for the tremendous cost of protection during 
the latter years of life without unbearable hardships to the older 
men, or equal injustice to the younger members. 

"The plans adopted which became effective in December, in- 
evitably increased the load upon every member of the Order. 
Naturally, there were questions on all sides, much perplexity, 
much uneasiness and confusion. Even yet, it is too soon to give 
any exact statement of details, but enough is known to show the 


general outline of certain large results ‘which appear to be def- 


initely settled. G 
THE SPIRIT OF BROTHERHOOD 


First of all, every believer in fraternity may well be proud 
cf the courageous and brotherly spirit with which the members of 
the RoyaAL ARCANUM have met this difficulty. There has been 
plenty of frank and open discussion, but little controversy; on 
all sides a most admirable willingness to examine the question on 
its merits, and deal with the difficulty as a business proposition. 
Even in cases of severe hardship there has been an absence of bit- 
terness which speaks volumes for the fraternal spirit of the Order. 


THE LESSENED LIABILITIES 


In the second place, there has been an almost Sor Ce 


movement on the part of the members to adjust’ themselves to: the 
requirements of the new situation. In a very large number of 
cases, the member has chosen to continue his payments at approxi- 


mately the present size and has made the necessary change in the 


amount of his certificate... In such instances, the income of the 
Order is not increased, but its abilities are lessened by the re- 
duction in the amount at risk. The aggregate figures are not. 
yet obtainable, but it seems likely Unee the gain in ‘this direction 
will be very great. . 

These reductions in amount combine with the suspensions to 
lessen the liabilities. In each case, the Order is relieved from the 
obligation to pay a certain sum of money. It is to be regretted 
that some of our members have felt that if they couldn’t afford 
all they would keep nothing, but considering the whole situation, 
the number of such withdrawals has been no more than might rea- 
sonably have been expected. In 1915, when no change of rates 
was involved, there were 11,549 suspensions. It is always a matter 
of great regret to See any man giving up protection which his 
family probably needs, but from an insurance point of view, a 
comparison of the present suspensions with those of none times 
gives no cause for alarm. 


THE INCREASED INCOME 


Finally the income of the Mortuary Fund has been largely in- 
creased. It is too soon to give exact figures, but it is already 
certain that we have nothing to fear and everything to hope for. 


AN UNANSWERABLE REPLY 


bos since the foundation of the Order, its one unanswerable reply to its 
critics has been its prompt payment of death claims. 
There is no reason for the slightest delay in these payments at the 
present time. Despite the huge mass of correspondence which has liter- 
ally swamped the other departments of the office of the Supreme Secre- 


ary’s office, all matters pertaining to death claims are disposed of im- 


mediately. If the Subordinate Council does its work properly, the bene- 
ficiaries will get their money on the dot. 

Promptness in these matters will help more than any other one thing 
to maintain the high standing of the Order. Its Widows and Orphans’ 
Fund is amply adequate for the instant payment of every just claim. Real 
brotherhood and good business require quick action on all death benefits.

LINCOLN, THE FRATERNALIST 
Many of the best educated men of this and earlier ages never had any 


extended experience with the schools. 


A great number of the most religious 


men, in the history of the progress of Man, have been obliged, tor conscience 


sake, to remain outside the Churches. 


And we are beginning to learn that one 


may be a Fraternalist without being a member of a lodge. 
In the last analysis it will be found that the Thought, the Life and the 


Works of the individual count more than the professions, 


Perhaps no Man 


of modern times illustrates the principle we present more fully than does 


the schools. 


He was educated without the help or the hindrance of 
He was intensely religious without being hampered by the limi- 


tations of a creed. He was a Fraternalist, “in his heart” without having been 
brought to the Light through the process of initiation in the lodge. 

Lincoln achieved self-control, self-reliance and_self-sacrifice—the three 
great achievements of Man—without any of the “helps” which most of us 
need, or think we need, for the accomplishment of The Great Work of fitting 
ourselves for the building of the Temple—that house not made with hands—a 


perfect Moral Character. 


Few, if any, of the Great Masters of Life have been able to evolve within 


the hampering limits of the institutions of their times. 


In almost every case 


they have either developed without the help of institutions or have been ejected 
from the institutions within which they have begun their struggles for individ- 


ual perfection. 


They have usually discovered that the “aids” of institutions 


were merely crutches to emphasize the infirmities of those who used them. 
Strong individuals soon learn that they must “tread the wine press alone.” 
Before the election of Lincoln to the office of President of the United 
States, he found himself opposed by all of the institutionalists of his day. 
Almost all of the products of the institutions,of “learning” despised him 


openly. The ministers of the church were against him almost to a man. 


In 


reference to this last he says: “Here are twenty-three ministers of different 
denominations (in Springfield, Ill.), and all of them are against me but three. 
Mr. Bateman, I am not a Christian: God knows, I would be one; but I have 


|carefully read the Bible, and I do not so understand this book. These men 


know that I am for Freedom in the territories, Freedom everywhere as far 
as the Constitution and» laws will permit; and that my opponents are for 
slavery. They know this; and yet with this book in their hands, in the light 
of which human bondage cannot live a moment, they are going to vote against 


me, I do not understand this.” 


Later in his experience Lincoln understood. He learned, what all must 
learn, that Principle is one thing and the institution built up around the prin- 


ciple is another. 


So must all of us learn that there is no saving power in lodges, as insti- 
tutions, but that we shall grow and expand only as we understand the Prin- 
ciple and apply to our Life and Conduct that which is taught by the society, 
the association, the fraternity, of our own Free-will and accord. ; 

“Not every one that saith unto’me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom, of heaven; but he-that doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven.” 

Lincoln was born on February 12, 1809, just ninety-two years after the

CONCERNING WOMEN 


Cannot the ardent advocates of 
rights for women who demand posi- 
tions and perquisites for women, 
merely because they are women, see 


that they occupy the same mental at- 
titude as those who have in the past 
refused place and position to able in- 
dividuals merely because they were 
women? From the -point where 
women were barred despite other 
qualifications, to the point where they 
expect place merely because of their 
sex even if not as well fitted for the 
work as some man, may seem a far 
cry. But able women are humiliated 
by both views. - 

Women are human beings. The 
rights they demand are the rights of 
human beings. The test that should 
be applied when men and women are 
seeking success in the professional or 
business ‘or industrial world is not the 
sex test, but that of ability to perform 
the work. 

Certain kinds of work, women by 
reason of their sex can perform better 
than men, just as men, because of 
their sex can perform certain other 
forms of labor better. But the advo- 
cates of rights for women have main- 
tained that in the intellectual sphere 
there is no sex.. In that world, since 
women have been admitted to it, they 
hurt their own cause when they ask 
for special favors. : 

They should ask that their work be 
judged on its merit, not that it be 
gently considered because it is the 
work of a woman and therefore not 
expected to be as well or thoroughly 
done as that of a man.

YOUNG MEN OF THE ROYAL

I want to submit a few thoughts |

at last collapses or caves in.” In an- 
other on a topic of kindred character, 
he says: ‘Nature does not capri- 
ciously scatter her sweets in golden 
gifts and lazy pits or luxurious darl- 
ings, but imposes tasks where she pre- 
sents opportunities.’ This idea is 
dwelt on at length in some of the best 
passages of our most able writers, 
nature also has accentuated wisdom, 


bear evidence to’ the fact that per- 
sistent application and well directed 
efforts are the keynotes of success. 
These encouragement’ and incentives 
to active personal effort are as appli- 
cable to us in our council work as in 
any other walk in life, we owe an in- 
dividual duty to this Order and should 
work in every way to advance its 
interests.

“It 
must also be remembered that news 
ceases to be news in a very short 
time, and that manuscripts which 
are to receive attention must be 
presented while the facts they de- 
scribe are still recent.

GOING HIM. ONE BETTER 


HE skillful commercial old-line 
insurance agent always has a 
large member of dividend and in- 
terest computations showing how 
profitable a policy is in his company. 
We are indebted to the February is- 
sue of the “Official Letter of the 
Grand Council, Roya ARCANUM, of 
Indiana” for a somewhat similar 
computation of the advantages of 
the Order, based on an actual case, 
as follows: — 


“Let us consider an example 
which has actually occurred in In- 
Thirty-three years ago, a 
young man of twenty-two years took 
out a policy in the Roya ARGANUM 
and was a member of Indi- 
anapolis Council.

VERY hot June evening, a litle 

group of men, with their coats 
off, around a sitting room table,—a 
printer, two doctors, a clergyman, 
a court reporter, a bookkeeper, a 
teacher and two business men,— 
that was the first meeting of the 
RoyvaL ARCANUM. 

They were plain, sensible, warm 
hearted, average men. Two of them 
had made some study of what was 
then the new and almost unknown 
science of life insurance. They had 
a keen appreciation of how much 
home protection ought to mean to 
men with families dependent on 
them, and also of how little was be- 
ing offered at that time to meet 
this need. The fraternities of 1877 
were almost all organized upon a 
plan by which equal assessments 
were levied on all ages to forty-five 
years, and an increased assessment 
on all ages above forty-five. The 
commercial life insurance com- 
panies, with high rates, were prac- 
tically restricted to the rich, and 
the memories of the Charter Oak 


;,and: similar failures were still too 


fresh in the public mind to make 
that form of insurance attractive. 

This little group of pioneers 
had a plan which they thought 
combined the best features of both 
systems. Forty years of practical 
experience has shown important 
errors in the details, but it has also 
shown the abiding excellence and 
strength of their main ideas. Re- 
adjustments have been required, 
but in the meantime more than 
$189,000,000 has been paid to the 
dependents of more than 75,000 de- 
ceased members. 


It is hard to get any real idea of 
the meaning of these figures. If 
any one of that little group of men, 
with whom the Order began, had 
been asked to give a thousand dol- 
lars for the relief of his best friend, 
he would probably have found it 
difficult, if not impossible, to do so.” 
But the organization which they 
founded, on an average, has done 
more than this every working hour 
in its history. If these nine men 
had disbursed this money «they 
would each have given, not $1,000, 
but twenty thousand $1,000 gifts, 
while the money itself if paid in 
dollar bills would have covered 
close to four hundred acres of land. 

We hear a good deal about what 
the United States has given for the 


| relief of Belgium, but the fund thus 


raised by the Order and disbursed 
among its own members is at least 
fifteen times larger than what our 
whole country has given for this 
most worthy relief. 

But the dollars and cents are the 
smallest part of the story. Think 
of 75,000 desolate homes, in which 
the sympathy of the Order has kept 
want from the door! When one re-

ID you know that you are the 
president, the chief Execu- 
tive of your tent? That it is your 
duty, and should be your business, 
to see to it that your tent is carry- 
ing on the work of Maccabeeism as 
contemplated in the laws of the 
order and under its charter? 

Well, such is the fact whether 
you have realized it or not. We 
now, at this early period in the new 
year, call your attention to the mat- 
ter so that you may have ample 
notice. Get busy at once to make 
a record not only for your tent but 
for yourself as its presiding officer. 

The record keeper of a tent is a 
very important officer; but it is not 
his business or duty to direct and 
conduct the affairs of the tent from 
the standpoint of development 
through the admission of new blood 
as must be done continually if the 
tent and the order is to be kept in 
a healthy condition.

THE HOBART CASE 


HE Hobart Case has been en- 
tered in the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, and will probably be argued 
within a few days. 
_ In the meanwhile, the work of 
the Order is going on as usual. The 
admitted facts have in themselves 
proved sufficient to allay most of 
the apprehension caused by the 
early reports of the litigation, 
which were sent broadcast through- 
out the country. These hasty, and 


often inaccurate statements were 
printed everywhere, while the 
equally important mews of the 


Court's. modification of its prelim- 
inary ex parte order received only 
slight attention in the newspapers. 

It is hardly necessary to repeat 
that there is no ground for uneasi- 
ness.

which have not. been officially 
proved. The financial details which 
appear as usual on the last page of 
this issue of the BuLLETIN show a 
solid foundation for satisfaction and 
content.

A Little History 
HE Roya ARCANUM began in a 

meeting held by nine friends 
“in Boston on the evening of June 23, 
1877. It took several months to 
complete the general plan and se- 
cure a charter from the State of 
Massachusetts, but in the archives 
of the Order, June has always ap- 
peared as the month of beginning, 

Everybody paid in one advance 
assessment, so that the Order started 
with assets of somewhere around 
$20. Before the end of the summer, 
several other little groups had been 
‘organized around Boston and one 
as far away as Delphi Council, No. 
7, at Providence, R. I. 

In many.ways, the State of Ohio 
is exceedingly near to New England. 
The new Order began to move just 
as ihe early settlers had done; from 
Massachusetts it passed to Ohio, 
beginning in August with the in- 
stitution of Ohio Council, No. 9, 
at Mansfield. Several other Coun- 
ceils were instituted in Ohio at Mt. 
Vernon, Wooster, Bucyrus, Akron, 

Canton, Shreve, Galion and Toledo. 
‘In November, 1877, Pioneer Coun- 
il, No. 22, was instituted at Jersey 
City in New Jersey, and a few days 
later, Hope Council, No. 23, at Port 
Huron, Michigan.

The Last Chance

health and has not since his sus- 
pension been rejected in any appli- 
cation for insurance.

The Fouutin of Yeats 


INCE the days of Ponce de Leon 
there has been no cessation in 
the search for the fountain of youth, 
Some of us expect to find it in re- 
ligion, others in patent medicines, 
some look for it in the marvelous 
power of the quack healer, and 
others have the notion that it is a 
matter of diet. 

We may never enjoy perpetual 
youth in this world. Such an idea 
does not fit in with the scheme of 
things. The human body is a 
machine—an engine—and the hu- 
man mind is the engineer. When- 
ever the engine goes on a strike or 
becomes intoxicated or gets low on 
white blood corpuscles, something 
happens to the engine, If the en- 
gineer retains his balance and keeps 
his machinery in good shape and 
remains constantly at his post, his 
engine will run smoothly and will 
respond constantly and readily to 
the pull of the lever until some day, 
like the “‘ wonderful one hoss shay,” 
it will go to pieces in a heap, and 
after all, this is the ideal way to 
shuffle off this mortal coil. 

The man who finds the fountain 
of youth finds it within his own 
being. 
fountain, if he treasures it, a real 
fountain, pure and unadulterated. 
If he pollutes it with false belief, 
with unsound theory, with disre- 
putable practices, it will become 
dull, and will lose its life-giving 
power. 

All history proves that mankind 
was made to die. Students of 
heredity tell us that the new-born 
babe is a bundle of just such pos- 
sibilities as have been transmitted 
to it by its parents. If we could 
look into the physical being of the 
child, we would probably find the 
machinery of its life set for ten 
years, for twenty years, for middle 
life, or for old age—that is, nor- 
mally set for a period at which its 
dissolution will probably take place, 
but stronger than ancestry, stronger 
than heredity, is the influence that 
the individual exerts upon himself.

pak warning is given the mem- 
bership that if they become 
suspended for the non-payment of 
assessments it is entirely their own 


fault. Many of our members have 
come to expect the Collector to run 
around and get the money from 
them. It is in no way a part of his 
duty. He should not be expected 
to do so and furthermore he should 
not be permitted to do it. 

It is the duty of every member, 
if he cares a rap for the protection 
of his family and his membership 
in the Order, to see that his assess- 
ments are paid promptly on or be- 
fore ten o’clock P. M. on the last day 
of each month. The assessments 
are due on the first day of each 
month and thirty days’ grace ought 
to be enough for any one. That 
privilege is given, therefore the re- 
sponsibility of our membership, 
each and every one, rests wholly 
upon our shoulders and no member 
has a right to complain if he is sus- 
pended when he neglects to make 
his payments at the proper time. 

Some Councils have been in the 
habit of carrying their members. 
Under the new rates thi8 will be 
impossible. It requires too much 
money and the Councils would be 
bankrupt in a very short while; and 
then again the .ungrateful member 
who has had these privileges and 
who has-been carried many times 
by money advanced to protect his 
family and has enjoyed many 
favors, sometimes turns his back 
on the Order and his Council and 
lets them suffer the loss. It would 
seem this is the height of ingrati- 
tude, and since it does not seem to 
be appreciated by a great many of 
the members, then the lines should 
be drawn tight and the privilege de- 
nied them. 

There are worthy members who 
need a little assistance and if they 
will only make the fact known to 
the members of their Council there 
is no question but that they will be 
accommodated, but neglect and in- 
difference in regard to one’s protec- 
tion should not be encouraged by 
the Council’s meeting the responsi- 
bility for the member. 

Let every member take warning 
that his dues and assessments must 
be paid promptly or he will be- 
come suspended by his own neg- 
lect.— [The Ohio Areana.

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Grand Regent’s Report 
In Part 


One year ago you honored me by 
election to the high office of Grand 
Regent of this jurisdiction and en- 
trusted to my care the affairs of the 
Order for the year. The time has 
arrived for me to retire from this 
honorable office and to make report to 
you of my official actions. 


Upon assuming this office it was 
with two ambitions, one to do to the 
utmost everything that lay in my 
power to make the year a successful 
one and to equal, if not surpass, all 
previous records in adding to our 
strength by the addition of new mem- 
bers and the decreasing of our sus- 
pensions; the other, to make every 
endeavor to develop and strengthen 
the great fraternal: features of our 
Order. Much thought | had given 
to the means that I would adopt to 
bring this about, with the advice and 
co-operation of my colleagues of the 
Grand Council to adopt plans that 
would accomplish these objects, but 
circumstances over which we had no 
control intervened and upset these 
plans, 


The necessity for a rate readjust- 
ment was then known to us, but now’ 
after a year of discussion we enjoy a 
true and vital appreciation of the 
question. 


The action taken by the Supreme 
Council, and the absolute necessity for 
a change in our rates, meant but one 
thing, the educating-of the members 
generally to the necessity of this 
change. All thought of promotion 
work and acquisition of new members 
was temporarily laid aside and | took 
counsel with my colleagues in the 
Grand Council and decided upon a 
plan of .action to spread the true 
reasons for these changes broadcast 
throughout the jurisdiction. 


Upon returning from the Supreme’ 
Council session I called a meeting of 
the members of the Grand Council at 
which was present all the Representa- 
tives to the Supreme Council, as well 
as Past Grand Regents. We laid be- 
fore them all that transpired at the 
Supreme Council session and they ap- 
proved of the plan of starting an 
aggressive campaign to hold our 
membership. I also called a meeting 


“of the Collectors early in June to lay 


before them the situation, realizing 
that they were an important factor in 
the crisis then confronting us; that to 
them many of our members would 
look for guidance in determining their 
course of. action. I next called a 
meeting of the.Secretaries, realizing 
that they, too, would play an import- 
ant part; that to them many of our 
members would turn for advice and 
counsel. I then called a meeting of 
the Regents and District Deputies and 
in turn outlined to them our general 


-plan of action, which-was approved 


by them as had been done by the 
other officers, and an aggressive cam- 
paign was inaugurated to hold our 
membership. 


Meetings were held throughout the 
jurisdiction, well attended by the 
members, all desirous of receiving in- 
formation first-hand as to the changes 
proposed and the effect it would have 
upon the members generally and in in- 
dividual cases. Supreme Cotincil Rep- 
resentatives and Grand Council Offi- 
cers aided the Grand Regent in .carry- 
ing on this missionary work. We were 
received in the Councils with most 
courteous attention, everybody seem- 
ingly imbued with the one purpose— 
to get the information needed and to 
give it careful thought before they 
acted. After the September meeting 
of the Supreme Council and the adop- 
tion of the rate readjustment, we con- 
tinued our campaign, and I am happy 
to say that it has been a successful 
one. Our suspensions in this jurisdic- 
tion while considerable, were less than 
many had anticipated and this result 
is due in no small measure to the 
effective work of your Grand Council 
officers aided by the active Past Grand 
Regents, the officers and faithful mem- 
bers of Councils. 


The suspensions by Councils are 
shown in the Grand Secretary’s report, 
which shows, many of our Councils 
with very few suspensions. Their 
officers deserve the commendation and 
“thanks of this Grand Council. It does 
not follow that where the suspensions 
“were large there was a lack of inter- 
est, on the contrary, the age of the 
Councils and members and other con- 
ditions made the task of the officers a 
most difficult and discouraging one, 
but they persevered and thus retained 
their members generally, and they also 
deserve our commendation and thanks. 

The tremendous amount of work 
that this plan necessitated to the 
Grand Council officers in visiting 

Councils, explaining the changes, ad- 
vising Council officers and members 
generally, and the attendant confusion 
existing in the Order, made an ag- 
gressive campaign for new members 
an impossibility. At the end of Jan- 
uary, when the conditions of the 
Order had righted themselves to some 
considerable extent, I inaugurated a 
campaign of which I will show the 
details later in this report and which 
proved most successful. 

Of my second ambition I can speak 
more hopefully. In the campaign 
which started February lst, with a 
system of Union Meetings, bringing 
together the members of the various 
Councils, has engendered a feeling of 
good fellowship, cemented friendships 
throughout the jurisdiction that in my 
opinion has surpassed any like effort 
in recent years. 

Promotion, 

The first ten months of the year 
were not fruitful ones in the acquisi- 
tion of new members. The rerating 
of our membership by the Supreme 
Council in September and effective 
December 1, just at the high tide of 
our best working season, the confu- 
sion attendant thereto, the uncertainty 
as to the attitude of the members in 
retaining their membership, the large 
volume of additional work added ta 
the regular duties of our Council Offi- 
cers, and believing as we did that their 
efforts should be centered in every 
endeavor.to retain the present mem- 
bers by conducting a campaign of 
education, the enlightening of mem- 


bers as to the necessity of this change, - 


and the effect of its operation, left no 
time for recruiting. On the contrary, 
I believe it would have been a very 
inopportune time to attempt to bring 
“a large number of strangers into the 
Order amidst the unsettled conditions 
prevailing up to the end of January, 
giving them a wrong impression of 
the Order at the very outset of their 
membership, an impression that might 
catise them to lapse in their member- 
ship in a short time and thus lose to 
the Order those who under more fav- 
orable conditions would have become 
active workers. 

As an aid to the Council officers I 
divided the Councils of Cook County 
into sixteen districts with a Grand 
Council officer as Chairman of a Com- 
mittee composed of the Regent, Secre- 
tary and Collector of each Council. 
While these committees were desig- 
nated as promotional, and an offer 
made to pay the medical examination 
fee of all applicants by the Grand 
Council, their purpose was more to 
study conditions in each Council and 
to advise and assist the officers in 
adopting the most effective plan for 
retaining their membership. These 
committees were active in assisting 
the Council officers in keeping down 
their suspensions. 

Conditions having improved in the 
latter part of January, I called a meet- 
ing of a number of the Past Grand 
Regents, the Grand Vice-Regent, 
Grand Orator and Grand Secretary, 
and outlined to them a plan of divid- 
ing the Councils of Chicago and 
Vicinity into districts with a Past 
Grand Regent as Chairman, who was 
empowered to select from the offi- 
cers and members of the Councils of 
their district such number of members 
as met with their approval, and with 
a general committee consisting of the 
Chairman of districts, the Grand Vice- 
Regent, Grand Orator and Grand 
Secretary, with the Grand Regent as 
Chairman, and inaugurated a_ get- 
together fraternal campaign during 
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February and March. These plans 
met with the hearty approval of those 
present and districts were mapped out 
and the following Past Grand Regents 
appointed as Chairmen: 5

A system of Union Meetings was 
adopted in each district, resulting in 
meetings with a record-breaking’ num- 
ber of members present, all imbued 
with a spirit of good fellowship and 
fraternalism, accomplishing to the 
fullest extent the object of our de- 
sires, and as a result of this activity 
there was received by the Supervising 
Medical Examiner sixty-seven appli- 
cations during February and one hun- 
dred and thirty-six during. March, 
placing Illinois far in the lead of all 
jurisdictions during that period. This 
splendid result clearly indicates that 
the membership has taken a renewed 
interest in the Order and has paved 
the way for greater activity in the 
future, and I believe that the-members 
await only the word from the new 
administration to put forth extraordi- 
nary efforts for our great fraternity. 


State at Large, 


I have outlined to you the plans 
adopted for the disseminating of the 
information of the change in our laws, 
the calling together of the various 
Council officers, and other means 
adopted. for that purpose; but un- 
fortunately the officers. of the Coun- 
cils outside of Cook County-were un- 
able to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity of attending these meetings, 
owing to distance and the time it 
would necessitate them taking from 
their business or employment, ' 

The Executive Committee after & 
careful canvass of ‘the: situation and 
feeling that it was necessary to get in 
touch with them, requested me to give 
the months of July and August to 
official visitations to these Councils, 
giving-to them the benefit of first- 
hand information and’ encouraging 
them in their endeavors. During those 
months-I visited all the Councils out- 
side of Cook County, instructing and 
advising the officers as to the best 
means of handling the situation in 
their respective Councils, and explain- 
ing to the members generally, the 
Operation of the changes and the ne- 
cessity therefor. I am of the opinion 
that this plan was successful, our sus- 
pensions in these Councils being less 
than was expected, 

During the month of December I 
again visited these Councils upon the 
same general plan as my previous 
visits and found the officers and mem- 
bers as they: were in our city Councils 
—loyal and faithful and making every 
endeavor to keep their suspensions 


down to the minimum. 

Brother FE. P. Keigher, Grand 
Orator, visited Sinnissippi Council, 
Belvidere, and East St. Louis Council, 
East St. Louis, and was royally re- 
ceived by them, and I believe that his 
visits and advice resulted in much 
good to these Councils. 

Brother Christian Link, Grand 
Auditor, visited several down state 
Councils during January and February 
and there is no doubt but that his 
visits proved highly beneficial to the 
Councils visited. 

Realizing that our Councils in the 
interior of the state, composed though 
they are of loyal and faithful mem- 
bers, only too willing and eager ta 
do their full share for the betterment 
of their Council and Order, but handi- 
capped as they are by distance, and 
lack of close association with the 
Grand Council, and the assistance of 
its officers, depending as they do— 
owing to the competition of other 
Orders—upon Deputies sent to their 
assistance, and believing that the re- 
tating with the. ensuing confusion’ 
made the time inopportune for effect- 
ive Deputy work, I deemed it wise to 
place no Deputies in the field during 
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‘following Councils 


successor that careful attention be 
given to conditions in Councils 
throughout the state and if  op- 


portunity should. offer, that advantage 


be taken of it and Deputies sent to 
the aid of these Councils.

The unsettled 
conditions prevailing in the Order 
made the procuring of new members 
most difficult and it is a pleasure in- 
deed, to see many Councils, in the face 
of the conditions that confronted us 
making some gain by the acquisition 
of new members, :

The good Brothers of these 
Councils, without any offer or hope of- 
reward, imbued only with love for the 
Order did splendid work for their 
Councils and we are proud of the 
record they have made, 

Of the districts ‘mapped out Feb- 
ruaty 1, No. 6, composed of the Coun- 
cils of the Northwest Side - closed 
March 31 in the lead of all districts in 
the number of applications received, A 
friendly spirit of rivalry was en- 
gendered in this district, which will 
bring beneficial results to the Order,

- Conclusion, 

My Grand Council year is drawing 
to a close. In a few short hours I 
will lay down the gavel of authority 
and make way for another. The year 
has been an eventful one, but I be- 
lieve when taking into account all the 
circumstances it has been successful. 

The loyalty and zeal of the Past 
Grand Regents, Grand and. Subordi- 
nate Council officers and active mem- 
bers in rallying to the support of the 
Giand Regent and their valued assist- 
ance in this most critical situation 
merits his most sincere thanks. The 
ready offer of their services by the 
Past Grand Regents, whom I have 
mentioned previously in my report, 
their readiness and willingness to 
place their services at the disposal of 
the Grand Regent even to the extent 
of assuming the Chairmanship of dis- 
tricts, was most inspiring and tended 
in no small measure to restore the 
confidence of the members. 

Of the Council officers all loyal and 
faithful the Collectors stand out as 
the officers whose burden was the 
heaviest. It was to them more than 
any other officer that the members 
brought their troubles and to whom: 
they looked for advice and guidance. 
They were the keystone of the situ- 
ation., To their patience. zeal and 
activity is due, in a great degree, our 
success in retaining the members.

pao selecting its members so 
earefully that nobody ever died. 
‘He added that the Order was in good 
_ shape, and needed a funeral to show 
what it could do. At that time, he 
was twenty-six years old and ap- 
Bex ersntly in the best of health. 
- Within a few days, on January 22, 
_ 41878, almost without warning, an 
: attack of acute indigestion ended his 
~ happy, useful life and the RoyaL 
ARCANUM paid its first death benefit 
of $3,000 to his mother, Harriet 
Allen. Brother Allen’s entire con- 

tribution to the Order had been 

$1.20. The assessment called to 

meet this claim yielded $3,004.58, so 

that the balance remaining in the 

Order after its payment was less 

than. $5. 

The first year saw three assess- 
ments resulting in the collection of 
approximately $10,000 and the pay- 
ment of three death claims amount- 

- ing to $9,000. 

In 1878 the Order had twenty-four 
deaths, each involving a payment of 
$3,000, or $72,000 in all, and seven 
assessments resulting in the collec- 
- tion of $72,623.59. 

2 The third annual session, held in 
_ March, 1880, saw the Order firmly 
Z established in twelve different States 
with 480 Subordinate Councils and 
about twenty thousand members. 
Sixty-one death claims wewre paid 
- that year amounting to $183,000, 
_ while the assessments yielded —a 
surplus of about $1,800. The ses- 
- sion of 1881 held in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, reported a yearly collection of 
- $352,000. The following year the 

Supreme Councik met at Baltimore, 
passing the $500,000 mark in the 

payment of 177 death claims. In 

1883 at Richmond, Va., the reports 
_ showed the collection ‘of $700,000, 

and two years later at Buffalo, the 
Order found that it had approxi- 
mately 28,000 members and for the 
first time in its history had paid out 

- during the year over a million dol- 
~ lars in death benefits. 
During the years which followed 
the Order grew without interrup- 
tion, with a membership of over one 
hundred thousand in .1890, and 
- whieh included in its ranks many 
of the foremost men in the country. 
4 By 1898 the Order had reached a 
membership of 190,000 and was 
- paying out more than $5,000,000 a 
- year in death benefits. A careful 
investigation of its financial system 
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yield sufficient funds to provide for 
- its future necessities. The Order 
then - began working out a plan of 
- readjustment at which it has ¢on- 
tinued from~thalt time until the 
_ present, reaching what is believed to 
_ be a final and satisfactory solution 
only at the last session of the Su- 
2 preme Council. 

Up to 1898 the records of the 
Order show a constant growth of 
members with each successive year. 
- inee then, there have been fluctua- 

tions. The modifications adopted in 
™ 4898, in 1905, and 1916, resulted in 
each ease in a substantial loss of 
members, but the loss proved only 
e: aie also in each instance 
the readjustment added materially 
to the financial solidity of the Order, 
and in the last instance is believed 
to have reached the full maximum 
‘standard prescribed in the statutes 
of the various States as the goal of 
fraternal finance. 

Roughly speaking, those forty

The beneficiaries of the Order deserve a prominent place in 
The one, great outstanding fact, which makes 
the celebration deserve the support of the community, is that 
during these two score years the Order has disbursed its ten score 
of millions of dollars to homes in time of need. 

From these homes have come many a man and woman whose 
usefulness in the community has been greatly increased by the 
fact that he or she as a child had a little money to fall back on 
for an education in the days when they needed it through the 
connection of their family with the RoyaL ArcANUM. Young 
people, or middle aged people like these should have a share in the 
celebration, because they are to a certain extent, the fruit of the 
Order. 

Other einbare of the families of Drea red members have 
benefited by the existence of the Order. They too ought to have 
a share in this celebration which belongs both to the Order and 
to the memory of the unselfish, prudent men who used its machin- 
ery to provide for those dear to them. 


Anniversaries are always a great chance for the historian ;— 
“There were giants in those days,” and they surely had some 
wonderful adventures. No organization can work in a com- 
munity without sharing many of the interesting events of that 
community, and many of the veteran members of the Council 
know a lot of interesting things and good stories which have hap- 
pened during the history of the organization. They deserve to 
be saved for subsequent comers. The fortieth anniversary ought 
to stir up every Council to get its history in shape and down to 
date. 


At all events, it seems that the Order is going to have a good 
celebration of its birthday. Perhaps some of the Councils may 


overlook the fact, but, on the other hand, many of them are plan- 


ning to use the occasion for all it is worth, for their own pleasure 
and the honor of the Order.

first from 1877 to 1897 devoted 
mostly to the problem of member- 
ship and organization; the second 
from 1897 te 1917 devoted to the 
equally difficult problem of finance 
and rates. In both departments the 
Order has_ successfully solved its 
difficult problems, and at the same 
time, has carried on its work with- 
out the interruption of a single day 
or the denial of a single just claim. 

The familiar figures are impres- 
Sive in their size,—the constant pro- 
tection of hundred of thousands of 
homes; the security of several mill- 
ion people, who fortunately have 
not encountered the- losses which 
would have entitled them to the 
succor of the Order; the 75,000 
deaths with the prompt payment of 
nearly $200,000,000 to the stricken 
families; many cases of sickness re- 
lieved by hospital treatment; char- 
itable assistance of every sort ex- 
tended in the name of the Order 
through the length and breadth of 
the land,—all these make a~statis- 
tical compilation of the first mag- 
nitude. 

But after all, the statistics give 
no real idea of what it all means. 
Human fellowship, mutual helpful- 
ness, friendship and brotherhood,— 
these are beyond the power of fig- 
ures to describe or even to suggest. 
These great human facts of the 
heart represent the true history of 
the RoyaAL. ARCANUM. 

Still more do they represent the 
future of the Order. The past has 
been spent in perfecting the prob- 
lems of organization and finance; 
the future promises boundless op- 
portunities to apply what has been 
learned. If the good accomplished 
is almost immeasurable, it is still 
only an earnest of the good which 
is to come. 


A Wonderful Forty Years 


HAT 


has happened — since 
1877? 
Practically a new world. . The 


people are different, and in many 
ways, the machinery of life has 
been completely made over, 

The kings and queens of 1877 
have all passed away, and in many 
cases, even their thrones have ceased 
to exist. New issues have arisen, 
and a new kind of polities is felt all 
over the world. 

The people of 1877 did not ride in 
automobiles nor on trolley ears. 
They did not talk over telephones, 
nor-read by electric lights. They 
never heard & phonograph record. 
They did not go to the “ movies.” 
They had no flying machines, and 
could prove that there would never 
be any thing of that kind. They 
had telegrams, but they would have

People who think the world moves 
slowly should open their eyes and 
look about them. The four hundred 
years from 1477 to 1877. cannot 
show much more than this wonder- 
ful forty through which we have 
just come.

Supreme Council Adopts 
Report of Committee on 
Proscribed Occupations 


HE Committee on Proscribed 
‘Occupations has had before it 
for consideration Documents Nos. 
of (Mich.), 42, 46° CN. J.), 66 (N-Yo): 
and 69 (Ga.), all relating to the 
preservation of the rights of mem- 
bership of those of our members 
who are now proscribed from en- 
tering the military or naval service 
in case they should volunteer or be 
conscripted; also the same subject 
in the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee under heading “War Pro- 
tection.” 

The United States has become in- 
volved in the greatest war in the 
history of the whole world. If the 
war continues deaths resulting 
therefrom are sure to vitally affect 
the Royau ARcANUM throughout the 
United States and the Dominion of 
Canada. The seriousness of the 
situation which may develop will 
be seen if mere reference is made to 
the fact that in the establishment of 
our present rates of assessment, the 
mortality tables upon which such 
rates are based, do not and did not 
contemplate other than the usual 
and ordinary hazard of death while 
engaged in peaceful occupations. . 
It therefore conclusively follows 
that if by reason of unusual and un- 
provided for deaths due to service 
in war, any considerable number of 
our members suffer death as a re-

statement shall, at his own expense, 
furnish the Council with a certi- 
ficate, of the form prescribed for 
applicants for original membership, 
from a Medical Examiner of the 
Order, or a qualified physician au- 
thorized by the Supreme Regent, 
as to his health and fitness for mem- 
bership, which certificate must be 
approved by the Supervising Medi- 
cal Examiner, the same as upon 
original application, excepting that 
the medical examination may be 
made before the application is pre- 
sented to the Council; provided, 
however, that a suspended member 

may be reinstated within thirty 
days from the date of suspension 
without medical examination, upon 
making application therefor upon a 
blank form issued by the Supreme 
Council, which shall contain, among 
other things, an agreement to the 
effect that said application shall be- 
come and be a part of his contract; 
that he is then in good health, and 
is not suffering with, nor has been 
treated for any of the diseases 
enumerated therein within a year 
immediately prior thereto; that he 
has not received medical treatment 
within one year next preceeding his 
application for reinstatement; that 
no application for insurance upon 
his life or the payment of a benefit 
upon his death is then pending, and 
that he has not been rejected by any 
insurance company or benefit so- 
ciety since the date of his suspen- 
sion; that he warrants the truthful- 
ness of all the statements contained 
in said application; and, provided, 
further, that all other requirements 
of law in relation to the reinstate- 
ment of suspended members are 
fully complied with, and his appli- 
cation is accompanied by a fee of 
twenty-five cents, which shall be- 
come a part of the revenue of his 
Subordinate Council. 

Sec. 430 (1) was amended by pro- 
viding that certificates may be is- 
sued to members electing to accept 
Option 2 or the Half Cash Option. 
This section fixed the amount for 
which Benefit Certificates might be 
issued, but no provision had been 
previously made for the issuance of 
certificates to members under these 
options. 

Sec. 430 (8) Owing to an over- 
sight, there was an error and con- 
flict in the amendments adopted at 
the session of the Supreme Council 
held at Saratoga Springs last Sep- 
tember, 
rate required for members electing 
to accept Option C. A member who 
selects Option C shall pay the rate 
prescribed therefor at his age at- 
tained, at the time said selection be- 
comes operative. Consequently the 
fourth paragraph of sub-section (8) 
of Section 430 was amended to pro- 
vide therefor, the section as now 
amended being as follows: 

Under Option CG an annual de- 
crease in the benefit named in the 
Benefit certificate, of three and one- 
third per cent thereof, shall oc- 
cur each year, commencing with 


_ the year immediately following the 


member’s attaining the age of sixty 
years, ana continuing until the age 
of seventy-five years is reached, 
making a total reduction in the fif- 
teen years of one-half of the benefit 
without diminution of the amount 
of the assessment rate. The whole 
annual deduction shall be made for 
any year if the member shall die at 
any time during the last six months 
of such year. The benefit of a mem- 
ber who on the first day of Decem- 
ber, 1916, has passed the age of 
sixty years, and who selects this op- 
tion, shall be subject to the aggre- 
gate reduction for the prior years, 
and if he is over sixty-five years of 
age at the date his selection be- 
comes operative, he shall there- 
after pay assessments at the rate 


in the specification of the | 


prescribed and fixed in the Table of 
Special Rates for Option C for age 
attained at the time said selection 
becomes operative. 

Sec. 430 (16) was amended so as 
to provide that the Half Gash Option 
should be available only to such 
members as elect to accept same 
prior to June 1, 1917 

New Sec. 430b was added. Social 
membership was provided by a new 
section, which provides that a mem- 
ber 65 years of age or over may sur- 
render his Benefit Certificate, re- 
lease in writing all rights there- 
under, and upon payment by him of 
Supreme Council and Quarterly 
Dues, be continued as a social mem- 
ber; all provisions of law relating to 
the payment of Supreme Council 
and Quarterly Dues by beneficial 
members and suspension for non- 
payment thereof, and all provi- 
sions relating to offences, penalties 
and judicature shall be and the 
same are hereby made applicable to 
social members. Such social mem- 
bers shall not be entitled to vote or 
hold office in the Order, 

Sec. 462 was amended by adding 
thereto a new paragraph to be 
numbered (7), providing for identi- 
fication of members of the Order, 
who have died upon the field of 
battle, or while engaged in actual 
warfare, and is as follows: 

(7) If the death of a member 
shall occur upon the field of battle, 
or while engaged in actual warfare, 
his identity may be established by 
such evidence as shall be considered 
sufficient‘by the Supreme Secretary, 
Legal Adviser and Examiner of 
Claims. Upon a certificate estab- 
lishing the fact of death, signed by 
the above officers, and setting forth 
the facts upon which the conclu- 
sion is based, the Supreme Secretary 
shall draw and sign an order for the 
payment of the benefit, and such 
further action shall be taken as pro- 
vided in Section 466. 

The laws were amended so that 
any prohibitive restrictions be re- 
moved and abrogated against enter- 
ing the military or naval service of 
the United States or Canada on the 
part of any present member of the 
Order or against any such present 
member who is now in or hereafter 
enters such service, and providing 
that. when the death losses due to 
and resulting from, and while en- 
gaged in such military and naval 
service shall aggregate the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars, the 
Supreme Secretary, from records 
which he has kept, shall certify 
same to the Supreme Regent, who 
shall immediately promulgate same 
to the membership, whereupon be- 
ginning on the first day of the 
next month thereafter the assessed 
monthly rate ‘of each mémber shall 
be increased by the addition to his 
present assessed age rate, the sum 
of five cents for each $500 of in- 
surance protection represented by 
such member’s Benefit Certificate 
then outstanding. The laws as 
amended are as follows :— 

Sec. 272a (1) A member who, 
during the first five years of his 
membership, or within five years 
from and after the date of his re- 
instatement, or within five years 
from the date of change to higher 
amount of certificate, or obtaining 
additional benefit, shall enter upon 
or become engaged, employed or 
interested, in a proscribed oeccupa- 
tion, shall thereby and thereupon 
stand suspended from all rights and 
privileges in the Order, cease to be 
in good standing, forfeit all rights 
and privileges of membership and 
in his Benefit Certificate, which 
shall be void, and no assessments or 
dues shal be received from him 
thereafter; provided, however, that

In the event that, 
and if and when such death losses 
due to and resulting from engaging 
in such military and naval service 
shall aggregate the sum of one 
hundred thousand dollars, as shown 
by the records as aforesaid, the Su- 
preme Secretary shall thereupon 
certify such fact to the Supreme Re- 
gent, who shall immediately there- 
upon officially promulgate such faet 
to the members of the Order, where- 
upon, beginning on the first day of 
the. next month thereafter, the 
monthly rate of assessment of each 
member shall be increased by the 
addition thereto the sum of five 
cents for each $500 of insurance 
protection, or fraction 
greater than $250 represented by 
each member’s Benefit Certificate 
then outstanding. Such monthly 
increased rate of assessment, for the 
purposes as aforesaid, shall there- 
upon be and become the “monthly 
rate of assessment payable by mem- 
=e and continue in full force and 
effect during the time that the 
United States and Dominion of 
Canada shall be engaged in the 
European war, and until all deficits 
due to excesses in mortality over 
the tabular mortality upon which 
the rates of assessment in force 
May 41, 1917, are based, shall be fully 
paid out of such increase in the 
monthly rate as in this section pro- 
vided, whereupon, upon the first 
day of the month next thereafter, 
the monthly rate of assessment in 
force May 41, 1917, shall again be- 
come operative and be. and remain 
in full force and effect. 

Sec. 460. (1) There shall be paid 
out of the Widows and Orphan’s 
Benefit Fund, on the death of every 
member who is in good standing, 
and not under suspension for any 
cause at the time of his death, ex- 
cept as hereinafter specified in 
paragraph (2) of this section, the 
following amounts: 

For a half of first amount certifi- 
cate, five hundred dollars. 

For a first amount certificate, one 
thousand dollars. 

For a second amount certificate, 


two thousand dollars. 


For a third amount certificate, 
three thousand dollars. 

For a half-rate certificate, fifteen 
hundred dollars. |

abnormal increase in the Order’s 
death rate would impair and per- 
haps destroy the integrity of our 
assessment system now in opera- 
tion. In other words, peace rates 
are not sufficient to provide for war 
rates. 

As is well said by the Executive 
Committee, “ We owe allegiance to 
our country and we owe allegiance 
to our Order. _To protect our Order 
in the carrying out of its great hu- 
manitarian purposes and at the 
same time not fail in our duty to 
our country, is one of the most im- 
portant propositions that can con- 
front the Supreme Council.” Every 
citizen, old and young, of the United 
States and of the Dominion of 
Canada, with whom our national 
and fraternal interests are indis- 
solubly interwoven, owes unfalter- 
ing allegiance to his country. As 
the Stars and Stripes and the Union 
Jack are now blended into an ir- 
refragible political alliance, and as 
the sons of each country must soon 
stand shoulder to shoulder on the 
blood drenched fields of France, so 
must our Order’s membership now 
existing in this fraternal union, say 
to those of our members, who by 
voluntary choice or by their 
country’s mandate shed their life’s

The young only 
may bear arms and offer their lives 
in their country’s cause, but the 
duty of citizenship and the benefits 
accruing from the sacrifice of the 
lives of the youth, inure to the 
benefit of all, both old and young, so 
in a fraternal society like ours the 
added burden due to deaths unlooked 
for, and incalculable in advance, 
should be borne by all. Otherwise 
fraternity would shed its shining 
raiment, and stand revealed as the 
bare insurance contract which says 
peril your life and lose it if you 
will, but you, yourself, must pay the 
extra cost in dollars, of such extra- 
ordinary hazard. Thank God there 
is no such sentiment in the heart of 
any member of the RoyaL ArRcA- 
NUM! Rather with one accord we 
will say to our brothers, sons and 
friends, if in God’s providence you 
are slain in your country’s cause we 
will cheerfully contribute whatever 
may be necessary to secure to those 
you love the benefits accruing from 
your membership in this Order. 

The manner and the methods to 
be pursued to meet the situation 
likely to result from removal of all 
restrictions on our present member- 
ship as to engagement in military 
or naval service have presented 
many difficulties in the way of legal 
and actuarial problems.

many of the members of this body. 

The Committee has held a num- 
ber of meetings consulting and ad- 
vising together, and the result of our 
deliberations are contained in the 
following findings and recommenda- 
tions :— 

(4) That there are at the present 
time no sufficient’ data or statistics 
from which to definitely determine 
the probable war losses which may 
accrue to the Order by removal of 
the present prohibitory restrictions. 

(2) That consequently no def- 
inite amount can be determined 
which will be necessary to meet 
such war losses. 

(3) That a flat rate or per capita 
war tax upon our membership, ir- 
respective of age or amount of pro- 
tection, is not permissible under the 
laws of Massachusetts. 

(4) That any method of increas- 
ing revenues for mortality losses 
must be met by an increased rate of 
assessment upon our entire mem- 
bership, according to amount of 
protection carried or by the levying 
of special assessments at ee 
rates of assessments. 

In view of the foregoing we rec- 
ommend the following:— 

(1) That the laws of the Order 
be amended by which all prohibitive 
restrictions be removed and abro- 
gated against entering the military 
or naval service of the United States 
or Canada, on the part of any 
present member of the Order or 
against any such present member 
who is now in or hereafter enters 
such service. 

(2) That it shall be the duty of 


the Supreme Secretary to keep a 
record of all deaths of members, 
which on and after June 1, 1917, 
shall result or occur while engaged 
in the military or naval service of 
the United States or of the Domin- 
ion of Canada. That if and when. 
such death losses due to and result- 
ing from, and while engaged in such 
military and:naval service shall ag- 
gregate the’ sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars, as shown by the 
records as aforesaid, the Supreme 


Secretary shall thereupon certify. 


such fact to the Supreme Regent, 
who shall. immediately thereupon 
officially promulgate such fact to 
the membership of the Order, 
whereupon beginning: on the first 
day of the next month thereafter the 
assessed monthly rate of each mem- 
ber shall be increased by the addi- 
tion to his present assessed age rate, 
the sum of five cents for each $500 
of insurance protection represented 
by such member’s Benefit Certificate 
then outstanding. That such in- 
creased rates shall thereupon be 
and become the assessed rates of 
members, and be payable by them 
as is now provided by the laws of 
the Order for rates of assessment 
now in force. 

That such increased rates of as- 
sessment shall continue in full force 
and effect during the time the 
United States shall participate in 
the war, and until all deficits due to 
excesses in mortality over the tab- 
ular mortality upon which present 
rates are based shall be paid off and 
liquidated out of such increase over 
present rates, whereupon upon the 
first day of the next month there- 
after all the rates of assessment in 
force May 1, 1917, shall again be- 
come operative and be and remain 
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in full force and effect. 

(3) That our laws be so amended 
as to provide that no person en- 
gaged in military or naval service at 
the date of making application for 
membership shall be eligible for 
membership in the Order. 

(4) That our laws be amended so 
as to provide that every applicant 
for membership in the Order on and 
after June 1, 1917, shall agree as a 
condition precedent to ‘obtaining 


membership in the Order, that in 
case he shall thereafter enter the 
military or naval service of the 


United States or Canada, whether 
as a volunteer or by conscription, 
should his death occur while en- 
gaged in such military or naval 
service, that the entire liability of 
the Order for such death under its 
Benefit Certificate, shall in such 
case be reduced and be one-third 
of the amount otherwise due and 
payable under such Benefit Certi- 
ficate.

Then let each officer of the degree team proceed first to thoroughly memorize 
' his particular part so that he shall be letter perfect and able to give his part without 
reference to the book of duties in any way. 

If he allows himself to do the work with the book of duties lying open before 
him, the temptation to refer thereto will absolutely destroy his efficiency. 

After thus mastering his part, then let the team get together several times and 
practice the degree together so that the team work may be also perfected. 

If the team members cannot get together on evenings other than on the meet- 
ing night of the Council, let them come an hour before the meeting and after 
practicing a few times, I would suggest that on some night when the Council has 
not so much other°*work in hand if it has no candidate for the evening, let a mock 
initiation be given so that the brothers may become perfect. 

: I know of no better stimulant to increase the activities of the various brothers 
‘than a beautiful degree put on in a masterly manner by a well-drilled team. It will 
attract members to visit the Council frequently and a larger attendance of brothers 
' will of itself engender that enthusiasm which shall make for more and larger 
success in our fraternal work. And with this we shall see largely increased classes 
of initiates nightly before our altars. 
¥ Brothers, we ate all loyal Arcanians, we are all looking for greater success in

The demands upon the Associa- 
tion are increasing year by year and 
consequently it must secure larger 
revenues to meet these increasing ob- 
ligations. For several years past 
more than half of its income has 
been derived from its Annual Pic- 
nics which have always proved rea- 
sonably successful. The 1917 Pic- 
nic will be held, as usual, at the Riv- 
etview Picnic Grove on- Saturday, 
July 7, and we must make it a 
greater success than ever before, be- 
cause. the Association needs the 
money. Incidentally, we want to 
prove to our critics that our mem- 
bers are loyal to the Royal Arcanum 
and we can do this in a no more ef- 
fective way than by having a rec- 
ord-breaking crowd at the Picnic. 
We are all doing “our bit” for our 
country in its present crisis, and it is 
right that we should do so, but the 
dictates of loyalty and patriotism de- 
mand with equal, yes with greater 
force that we take care of those who 
are bound to us by the ties of kin- 
ship or fraternity.

ILLINOIS ROYAL 


SUPREME COUNCIL MEETING 


The Fortieth Annual Meeting of 
the Supreme Council convened at the 
Hotel Vendome at Boston, Mass., on 
Wedtiesday, May 16, 1917, at two 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

The opening exercises were held in 
the presence of the ladies and friends 
of the members. Grand Regent Fred- 
erick A. Goodwin of Massachusetts 
presided and after the singing of the 
National Anthem, welcomed the off- 
cers and members of the Supreme 
Council and their ladies, on behalf of 
the Grand Council of Massachusetts. 

Bro. Henry G. Wells, President of 
the State Senate of Massachusetts 
and Grand Orator of that state, was 
present on behalf of Governor Mc- 
Call and in eloquent words extended 
a cordial welcome for the governor 
and the people of Massachusetts, and 
Mayor James M. Curley of Boston 
spoke on behalf of the city of Bos- 
ton. Supreme Regent Samuel N. 
Hoag responded fittingly and _ elo- 
quently for the Supreme Council. 

The first three days of the session 
were devoted to the. introduction of 
new business, the meeting of the vari- 
ous committees for considering the 
numerous matters pending. before 
them and the preparation of reports, 
while the remaining days of the ses- 
sion were taken up with the election 
of officers and in discussing and pass- 
ing upon pending matters. 

Many matters of interest and im- 
portance came up for consideration 


and were thoroughly and ably de-° 


bated. The most important matters 
acted upon were as follows: 


1. By unanimous vote of the Su- 


preme Council the proscription as to 
military service, so far as it affects 
all present members of the order, 
was repealed, and provision made for 
raising the money necessary to meet 
the. increased death losses, if any, 
among our present members which 
may result from their engaging in the 
military or naval service of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. A further pro- 
vision was adopted as to future mem- 
bers of the order who may enter such 
miiltary or naval service after coming 
into the Royal Arcanum. A full re- 
port of the Committee on Proscribed 
occupations which was adopted by 
the Supreme Council without a dis- 
senting vote will be found elsewhere 
in these columns. — : 

2. Another important matter which 
received favorable action was the 
question of social members. This 
matter has been before the Supreme 
Council for: several years and hereto- 
fore has always been rejected. But 
at this séssion ‘an. amendment was 
adopted providing that a member. 
sixty-five years of age or over may 
surrender his benefit certificate, re- 
lease the order from all liability 
thereunder, pay all local and Supreme 
Council dues, and remain a Social 
member, without. the right to vote or 
hold office. 

3. The question of holding biennial 
instead of annual meetings of the 
Supreme Council came before that 
body on a resolution signed by all 
the Representatives from Illinois, as 
well as on. similar memorials from 
other states, but was defeated by a 
small majority vote. 

4, Our law as to reinstating mem- 
bers was amended so that hereafter 
any suspended member may be rein- 
stated within thirty days after his 
suspension without undergoing an- 
other medical examination upon his 
signing certificate that he has not 
since his suspension had any of the 
diseases enumerated in said certifi- 
cate, that he is then in good health, 
etc. 

5. The question of whole family 
protection came before the Supreme 
Council at this session on resolutions 
from several Grand Councils and was 
referred to the Executive Committee 
for investigation, consideration, col- 
lection and preparation of data and 
statistics in relation thereto, with di- 
rection to report fully thereon at the 
next meeting of the Supreme Council. 

6. The Committee on Field Work 
presented an exhaustive report on the 
all-important subject of arousing 
activity and increasing our member- 
ship and recommended that the Su-

uties, and the field work in general, 
and to lead in campaign movements 
for new members. This report was 


adopted by a large majority vote and. 


seems to be a step forward. Much, 
of course, will depend upon the char- 
acter and qualifications of the man 
selected for this position. Our mem- 
bers may, however, rest assured that 
the Supreme Regent and Executive 
Committee will not act hastily in this: 
matter, and will only select a man 
after they are convinced that he is 
fully qualified to lead in the promo- 
tion work of our order. © 

Several other matters of less im- 
portance were considered and acted 
upon, and a most gratifying spirit of 
harmony and an apparent desire for 
progressive action characterized the 
proceedings and deliberations of the 
entire session, 

The social diversions arranged for 
the members and their ladies were of 
a most enjoyable character. A wide- 
awake committee, headed by Grand 
Regent Goodwin, aided by a most effi- 
cient committee of ladies, looked after 
the comfort and pleasure of the 
members of the Supreme Council and 
their ladies. The entertainment con- 
sisted of a trip to Concord, Lexing- 
ton, Bunker Hill and other points of 
historic interest in and about Boston, 
a boat ride around Boston harbor, a 
splendid musical at the Hotel Ven- 
dome, and a shopping trip, auto ride 
and visit to Wellesley College for-the 
ladies. : 

The members from Illinois served 
on many important committees and 
took an active part in the various pro- 
ceedings of the session. Past Su- 
preme Regent Robert Van Sands was 
Chairman of the Committee on Pro- 
scribed occupations; Bro.

OYAL ARCANUM PROTECTS MEMBERS IN COUNTRY’S SERVICE 


(Report of Committee on Pros¢ribed Occupations.) 


“The United States has become involved in the greatest war in the his- 
tory of the whole world. If the war continues, deaths resulting therefrom are 
_ Sure to vitally affect the Royal Arcanum throughout the United States and 
_the Dominion of Canada. The seriousness of the situation which may develop 
will be seen if mere reference is made to the fact that in the establishment 
i of our present rates of assessment, the mortality tables upon which such rates 
_are based do not and did not contemplate other than the usual and ordinary 
hazard of death while engaged in peaceful occupations. It therefore con- 
-clusively follows that if by reason of unusual and unprovided for deaths due 
_ to service in war any considerable number of our members suffer death as a 
_ result of such seryice, that any such abnormal increase in the Order’s death 
Yate would impair and perhaps destroy the integrity of our assessment sys- 
_tem now in operation. In other words, peace rates are not sufficient to pro- 
_vide for war rates. ( 

“As is well said by the Executive Committee, (1) ‘We owe allegiance to 
our country and we owe allegiance to our Order.’ War losses which may 
accrue to the Order by removal of the present prohibitory restrictions. 

“(2) That consequently no definite amount can be determined which will 
be necessary to meet such war losses. . 

“(3) That a flat rate or per capita war tax upon our membership, irre- 
spective of age or amount of protection, is not permissible under the laws of 
Massachusetts. EES 

“(4) That any method of increasing revenues for mortality losses must 
be met by an increased rate of assessment upon our entire membership, 
according to amount of protection carried or by the levying of special assess- 
ments at present rates of assessments. — 


“In view of the foregoing we recommend the following: 


. “(1) That the laws of the Order be amended by- which all prohibitive 
restrictions be removed and abrogated against entering the military or 
naval service of the United States or Canada, on the part of any present mem- 


hereafter enters such service. 


“(2) That it shall be the duty of the Supreme Secretary to keep.a record 
of all deaths of members, which on and after June 1, 1917, shall result or 
occur while engaged in the military or naval service of the United States or 
of the Dominion of Canada. That if and when such death losses due to and 
‘resulting from, and while engaged in such military and naval service shall 
aggregate the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, as shown by the records 
as aforesaid, the Supreme Secretary shall thereupon certify such fact to the 

“Supreme Regent, who shall immediately thereupon officially promulgate such 
fact to the membership of the Order, whereupon beginning on the first day 
of the next month thereafter the assessed monthly rate of each member shall 
be increased by the addition to his present assessed age rate, the sum of five 
cents for each $500 of instirance protection represented by such member’s 
benefit certificate then outstanding. That such increased rates shall there- 
upon be and become the assessed rates of members, and be payable by 

them as is now provided by the laws of the Order for rates of assessment 
now in force. : 

“That such increased rates of assessment shall continue in full force and 
effect during the time the United, States shall participate in the war, and until 

all deficits due to excesses in mortality over the tabular mortality upon which 

present rates are based shall be paid off and liquidated out of such increase 
over present rates, whereupon upon the first day of the next month thereafter 
all the rates of assessment in force May 1, 1917, shall become operative and 

“be and remain in full force and effect. 

“(3) 'That our laws be so amended as to provide that no person engaged 

in military or naval service at the date of making application for membership 
shall be eligible for membership in the Order. 

“(4) That our laws be amended so as to provide that every applicant for 
“membership in the Order on and after June 1, 1917, shall agree as a condition 
‘precedent to obtaining membership in the Order, that in case he shall there- 
‘after enter the military or naval service of the United~States or Canada, 
whether as a volunteer or by conscription, should his death occur. while en- 
gaged in such military or naval service, that the entire liability of the Order 
for such death under its benefit certificate, shall in such case be reduced and 
be one-third of the amount otherwise due and payable under such Benefit

The purpose of the gathering, as 
outlined by the Grand Regent, was 
to consider two subjects, first, 
whether the Grand Council should 
enter upon a competitive tournament 
in the degree work of our Order, 
and, second, whether the Royal Ar- 
canum of Illinois, as an organization, 
should lend its aid to the American 
Red Cross. Both matters. were thor- 
oughly discussed. It was unanimously

On the degree work “tournament,” 
there was a division of sentiment as 
to the benefits which would accrue 
therefrom, and as to the advisability 
of entering upon an organized con- 
test of this character. As'a result of 
this conference the idea of holding 
such organized “tournament” has, for 
the present, been abandoned, but 
Grand Regent Loomis has determined, 
and rightfully so, that the degree 
work in our Councils must be im- 
proved upon, and will address a com- 
munication on that subject to our 
members in the very near future. 


PROMPT PAYMENT OF CLAIMS 

The prompt payment of claims has 
always been the proud boast of the 
Royal Arcanum. One of the latest 
proofs of that fact was the payment 
of the claim on account of the recent 
death of Mathias Benner, a member 
of Illinois Council and ex-fire chief 
of the Chicago Fire Department. 

Brother Benner was a member of 
the Royal Arcanum for thirty-three 
years and was seventy-eight years of 
age at death. The proofs in this 
case were sent to the Supreme Sec- 
retary’s office at Boston on May 16th 
and then forwarded to the Examiner 
of Claims and again to the Supreme 
Treasurer at St. Louis, Mo., and from 
there the draft reached Chicago on 
May 23rd and was the same day paid 
to the beneficiary, taking just seven 
days to complete the transaction and 
this in spite of the detractors of the 
Royal Arcanum and some calamity 
howlers as to the solvency of the 
Order and its ability to pay claims.

While liberal and patriotic, they are within 
the zone of safety. 


REINSTATEMENTS 

The special provision of our Laws for reinstatement without 
medical examination (under certain specified conditions) expires 
by limitation, June 1, 1917. To aid in the work of Subordinate 
Councils, our Laws were so amended at the recent Session, that 
one may be reinstated within thirty (30) days from date of sus- 
pension, without medical examination, by making application and 
certificate as prescribed. This will give our working forces “a 
little more elbow room,” relieve many Councils from burdens 
unselfishly assumed and enable good men who may act hastily or 
fail to give prompt attention to their dues and assessments to re- 
turn to our ranks speedily and save their home protection. 


FORTIETH ANNIVERSARY 

The Fortieth Anniversary of the Royal Arcanum should be 
appropriately celebrated by every Council in our Order, on some 
convenient day or evening in June. In cities where several or 
many Councils are located, large Union Meetings should be held. 
Attractive programs of a fraternal and patriotic character will 
go far toward promoting the revival of activity which the history 
and present stability of our Order justifies. Supreme, Grand 
and Subordinate Council Officers will aid our cause very much by 
working to secure the cooperation of the press in their respective 
J urisdictions, cities and towns.

Hobart Complaint Ordered Thrown 
Out of Court on the Plaintiff's 
Own Statement 


N June. 15th the United States Circuit Court of Appeals filed 

an opinion in the Case of Hobart v. the Supreme Council 

of the Roya ARCANUM, directing the District Court to dismiss 
the plaintiff’s bill of complaint. The dismissal of the bill auto- 


matically ends the receivership and all the proceedings in this 
case. 5 


THE FACTS AND PROCEEDINGS 


The plaintiff in this action, Arthur L. Hobart, of Braintree, 
held a $500 Benefit Certificate. He filed a bill of complaint in the 
United States District Court at Boston, on Friday, April 18, 1917. 
On the same day Judge Aldrich of the United States District 
Court for the District of New Hampshire, who happened however 
to be holding court in Boston, acting without any notice whatever 
to the Order or to any of its officers, made an order appointing a 
temporary Receiver and directing the immediate transfer to the 
Receiver of all the property belonging to the RoyaL ARCANUM, 
amounting to several million dollars. 

On April 16th, Howard C. Wiggins, General Counsel of the 
Order, appeared before Judge Aldrich with associate counsel, and 
after a short hearing upon the plaintifi’s own statement of the 
facts, and without the introduction of any evidence on behalf of 
the RoyaL ARCANUM, induced the court to suspend the powers of 
the Receiver and to authorize the Order to conduct its own affairs 
as it had been doing in the past,—* pes from the direction, in- 
terference, or control of said Receiver.’ s 

The suggestion was made that this modification of the Court’s 
order made it possible to take.time for a full hearing which would 
enable the Order to refute many of the allegations contained in 
the plaintiff's complaint. Brother Wiggins, however, decided that 
a trial of this sort would involve a delay of many months, occa- 

‘sion much expense, and that therefore it was better to submit the 
whole case to the Court of Appeals upon the record presented by 
the plaintiff himself although it contained many mis-statements 
of fact and presented all the circumstances in the light most un- 
favorable to the Order. 

On May 16th the Court of Appeals heard the case upon the 
plaintifi’s bill and accompanying affidavits without any evidence 
on behalf of the Order but with a very powerful argument by our 
General Counsel. 

The court took aca ie time to consider the matter, and on

. June 15th filed an opinion which not merely settled the question 
of the receivership but disposed of the plaintiff's entire case. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF THE CASE 
The litigation was more than a mere attack upon the Royau 
ARCANUM; it involved the whole fraternal system. No one who is 
even slightly familiar with the history of the fraternal movement 


in this country needs to be told that it has always had the hostility | 


of many of the large commercial life insurance companies. These 
opponents have been always alert and often unscrupulous in their 
efforts to cripple the fraternal movement. As a result of experi- 
ence extending over many years, the legislatures of the various 
States have enacted carefully an elaborate system of laws, mak- 
ing definite requirements of all fraternal societies, and extending 
to them equally definite measures of protection. 

The plaintiff in the Hobart Case attacked the constitution- 
ality of this entire system. The Order appointing a Receiver ap- 
parently assumed without argument that all these statutes, which 
are found in the laws of practically every State in the Union, were 
void. If this view had been sustained by the Appellate Court, it 
would have meant the destruction of the entire fraternal system 
with approximately 9,000,000 certificate holders, representing 
with their families at least a quarter of the entire population of 
the United States and with outstanding contracts promising pay- 
ment of about $10,000,000,000 in death benefits. 


RESULTS OF RECEIVERSHIP 


The appointment of a Receiver is a serious matter for any or- 
ganization. Fortunately, the RoyaL ARCANUM has suffered com- 
paratively little from this biow which might well have been fatal 
to an organization with a less solid financial basis, or a less in- 
telligent membership. A veritable avalanche of letters and reso- 
lutions show! how warmly the membership of the Order has rallied 
to its defense. As pointed out at the recent session of the Su- 
preme Council, “ No such storm of protest has ever before arisen 
in our ranks as has arisen against the appalling injustice of this 
receivership action. = if We deeply regret, to use 
no stronger expression, the granting of the application for a re- 
ceivership without notice or opportunity to be heard. Such pro- 
cedure against an absolutely solvent corporation is almost, if not 
quite, unparalleled.” 7 hae 

This feeling has been almost equally earnest outside of the 
RoyaL ARCANUM. An unusual amount of attention has attended 
the case throughout the fraternal world, and the feelings of the 
other societies has been expressed in the warmest and most un- 
equivocal terms. In the language of the Western Review: 

“No wonder all fraternalists are angry and indignant. If 
the RoyAL ARCANUM can be subjected * * * to guch treat- 
ment is any society safe from such assaults?” 


“Tt is fortunate that it is a society so numerically and finan-. 


cially strong and one with so intelligent and loyal a membership 
upon which such a blow should fall, if fall it must. The injury 
in this case will be merely a slight and temporary shock from 
which it will soon recover. Its loyal and intelligent members will 
exert themselves to counteract the ill effects of the court’s mis- 
take, but had this been one of the smaller societies with less surely 
established reputation and financial standing the injury might 
have been irreparable.” 


THE OPINION OF THE COURT 


In view of the importance of the whole matter we print a 
large part of the opinion as follows :— 

Dopex, J. Whether or not the District Court had juris- 
diction is first to be determined. It is our duty to see to it 
that the statutory jurisdiction of that court is not exceeded, 
irrespective of any question raised by the parties in regard to 
the matter. Louisville etc. Co. vy. Mottley, 211 U. S. 149, 152. 

The plaintiff, a Massachusetts citizen, holds a “Death 
Benefit Certificate ” for $500, issued December 26, 1916, by 
the defendant, a fraternal benefit society organized under the 
laws of Massachusetts. 

On April 13, 1917, upon a bill in equity that day filed by 
him in the Massachusetts District Court, a receiver was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the defendant’s business and assets. 
The decree appointing the receiver was later modified by sub- 
sequent decrees entered April 17 and April 20, 1917, whereby 
exercise of his active duties was suspended until further order 
of the court, and his custody of the defendant’s property so

The present appeal is taken by the defendant from the + 
above decrees under Sec. 129 of the Judicial Code. The ap- _ 
pellee and appelant are hereafter referred to as plaintiff and 
defendant, respectively. ‘= 

The plaintiff's bill is brought on behalf of himself and all 
other death benefit certificate holders in good standing, who 
may join therein and contribute to the expense of the suit._ 
No other holders of such certificates have yet so joined. 

The bill alleges, in substance, that the defendant is con- 
ducting its business illegally, improvidently and fraudu- 
lently ; that it is now or will soon become insolvent as a re- _ 
sult, and that great and irreparable loss and injury will — 
thereby be suffered by the plaintiff and other holders of sim- 
ilar certificates. The relief prayed for is an accounting of — 
the defendant’s assets and liabilities, and the appointment of 
a receiver to wind up its business, in order that its assets may _ 
be distributed under the court’s direction. + 

Both parties being Massachusetts eitizens, the Massachu- 
setts District Court can have no jurisdiction of such a suit, _ 
unless the bill shows a Federal question to be involved in the 
cause of action, and the amount in controversy to be more 
than three thousand,dollars. Me 

The only allegations of the bill claimed to present a Fed- 
eral question are found in the second paragraph thereof. — 
They are in substance that the defendant is conducting its 
business subject to a Massachusetts statute, namely, Chap. 628 
of the ‘Acts of 1911, and that secs. 24 and 25 of said chapter 
deprive the plaintiff of the equal protection of the law, the 
equal protection of his property rights, and the right to be 
heard in the protection of said rights by the Massachusetts 
courts, in violation of the 14th amendment to the Federal 
Constitution. et 

The Massachusetts statute thus referred to is entitled, — 
“ An Act to Provide for the Control and Regulation of Fra- aM 
ternal Benefit Societies.” Sec. 24 and 25, of which the above 
complaint is made, are quoted at length in paragraph 2 of the — 
bill. oa as: : 
- By Sec. 24 power is given to the State Insurance Commis- 


ciety, and whenever satisfied that its business is being con- 
ducted in a manner such as is charged in this bill, to present 
the facts to the State Attorney General, who, if he deem the — 
circumstances to warrant such a course, is then to begin a a 
quo warranto proceeding in a proper court. If after due — 
notice and hearing as provided by said section the court finds 
that the society should be closed, it is to enjoin further busi- — 
ness and appoint a receiver to wind up affairs and distribute 
its funds under the court’s direction. 2 ee he 
Sec. 25, which contains the principal provisions alleged ~ 
to violate the plaintiffs constitutional rights, directs that— 


“ No application for injunction against, or proceedings for 
dissolution: of, or the appointment of a receiver for, any — 
such **? *+ *% society * *; * shall be entertainecepeees 
any court in this State unless the same is made by the At- 
torney General.” ; rt 


The above are provisions which have formed part of the 
Massachusetts legislation regarding fraternal benefit soci- 
eties since 1898. See Chap. 474, Sec. 19 of the Acts of that. 
year. Assuming that they violate any constitutional right 
belonging to a certificate holder like the plaintiff, it must-ap- 
pear from the bill, before a Federal question can be said to be — 

- involved as.a ground of jurisdiction, that such violation is so 
connected with the real cause of action which the bill sets 
forth, as to form an essential part thereof. In other words. — 
whether the remedy sought from the District Court is obtain- — 
able or not must depend upon the result of the constitutional 
question raised as to the validity of said provisions. New 
Orleans v. Benjamin, 153 U. 8. 411; Bankers etc. Co. v. Min- | 
neapolis etc. Co., 192 U. S. 871, 385; Hull v. Burr, 234 U.S. | 
712, 720. ee oa 

The plaintiff has never tried, so far as shown, to get the 
State officials to proceed against the defendant according to 
the above provisions; still less:is any opposition by the de- — 
fendant to such an attempt shown. The bill does not show ~ 
that the defendant has in any way availed itself of them to ~

the plaintiff's prejudice. That-it is conducting its business 
subject to them, as part of the State legislation applicable to 
all such business, is not enough to render the defendant liable 
to any such charge. Nothing is found in said provisions 
which in any way purports to permit or justify maladminis- 
tration of said business such as that against which the bill 
prays relief. The District Court is not asked to enjoin their 
enforeement, and could not. do so if asked. 

A suit to obtain the relief prayed for in the bill is not a 
suit which the Federal statutes allow one Massachusetts cit- 
izen to bring against another in the Federal courts. If it is 
true that unconstitutional limitations are imposed by the 
Massachusetts statutes upon the bringing of such suits, the 
right of one Massachusetts citizen to resort to a Federal court 
for such relief against another Massachusetts citizen is not 
thereby enlarged. The method provided by existing. statutes 
for raising a question of constitutionality as to any such limi- 
tations, in the Federal Court, is by raising it first in a Massa- 
chusetts court and then by appealing to the Supreme Court 
from a decision sustaining them. The presumption to be 
made here is, that if such limitations are objectionable be- 
cause unconstitutional, the Massachusetts courts will so de- 
clare when the question is brought before them. Defiance 
Water Co. v. Defiance, 191 U. S. 184; Gundall v. Manhattan 
Rwy. Co.,205 F. R. 410. * *) * 

We are of opinion, in view of the foregoing considera- 
tions, that those allegations of the bill which complain of the 
above provisions of Massachusetts law as violating constitu- 
tional rights of the plaintiff, do not constitute an essential 
part of the cause of action set forth, and are in no way neces- 
sary thereto. We hold, therefore, that the bill does not dis- 
close any Federal question and that the District Court was 
without jurisdiction to entertain it. 

We may add, however, in view of what has been discussed. 
in the briefs before us, though without expressing any opinion 
upon the constitutionality of the statutory provisions in ques- 
tion, that similar provisions are found in the legislation of 
many other States, relating to similar societies or to insur- 
ance companies, that there have been several decisions sus- 
‘taining them, by various State courts of last resort, against 
objections to their constitutionality, and that no decision 
sustaining any such objection has been brought to our atten- 
tion. They establish no such penalties for their violation as 
were held in Hz parte Young to have denied the equal protec- 
tion of the law, by deterring parties oe testing their val- 
idity in the courts. 

We may further add that the plaintiff appears by his own 


_ allegations to have received the certificate for $500 on which 


his suit is based, at a time when the above provisions had for 
eighteen years been part of the Massachusetts legislation ap- 
plicable. It is true that he also alleges that it was purchased 
by him in 1916 to replace an earlier certificate for $3,000 pur- 
chased about 1884 ; from which it is inferable that he had con- 
tinued during eighteen years to pay the assessments called for 
and enjoy the protection afforded by said former certificate, 
without raising any objection after the enactment of said pro- 
visions in 1898. Since the laws of a State, existing when a 
contract is made and affecting the rights of the parties 
- thereto, enter into and become part thereof so as to be obliga- 
tory on all courts assuming to give a remedy thereon (Barnitz 
v. Beverly, 163 U. 8. 118; Bradley v. Lightcap, 195 U. 8. 1, 20; 
Long Sault etc. Oo. v. Call, 242 U. 8. 272, 277), we think the 
plaintiff would have to be regarded, upon his own showing, 
as having waived any right to. assert, as between himself and 
the defendant, that the statutory provisions whereof he com- 
plains are not binding upon him.

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals at Boston, on 
June 15th, 1917, decided the suit for a receiver, held that no Fed- 
eral question was involved, that the Court below had no jurisdic- 
tion and divected the Lower Court to dismiss the Bill of Complaint 
filed by Hobart. The Receiver was appointed and an Injunction 
granted upon the Bill of Complaint of Hobart, late on April 13th, 
without any notice to the Royal Arcanum. On the following 
Monday, April 16th, our General Counsel, Past Supreme Regent 
Wiggins, with Past Supreme Regents Lanefitt and Apgar, ap- 
peared in Court and without presenting any evidence or affidavits, 
or filing any pleadings, convinced the Court that he should, and he 
did then and there, dissolve the injunction, suspend all authority 
of the Receiver and restore the Order to all its rights to transact 
business. The question of jurisdiction was taken. to the Court of 
Appeals on the Bill of Complaint and orders only. It was argued 
by Brother Wiggins and opposing Counsel on May 16th. The de- 
cision was just. what we all expected and we are gratified to have 
the “ whole mess” swept out of Court. The laws of Massachu- 
setts provide for the manner and method of regulating Fraternal 
Societies such as ours. Hobart and his Counsel contended that 
this State law is unconstitutional; the Court decides it is consti- 
tutional. Nearly all the States have similar statutes. 

The Royal Arcanum, therefore, has won BU great victory 
for the Fraternal System of America.

ROYAL ARCANUM WINS _ 


HOBART CASE THROWN OUT 
OF COURT. 


Again the Royal Arcanum has van- 
_ quished its enemies and again right 
and justice have triumphed. ‘The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals sitting in the city of Boston, has 
reversed Judge Aldrich and directed 
the dismissal of the Hobart, case on the 
_ground that the Federal Court had 
no jurisdiction of the matters in con- 
troversy. This means the end of the 
Hobart case, for an action of this 
character can be brought in the state 
courts of Massachusetts only at the 
instance of the Insurance Commis- 
sioner of that state. That official has 
already gone on record to the effect 
that so far as he was advised the 
Royal Arcanum was eminently sol- 
vent, had broken no laws, and had 
met: and was meeting all its. obliga-— 
tions promptly, so that the society 
need not fear any hostile action on 
his part. Aes a 
Since the case is no longer pending 
in court, a word regarding the unwar- 
ranted and unprecedented action in 
connection with this case is now per- 
missible and proper. The appoint- 
ment of a receiver for our great Fra- 
ternity on the petition of a $500 cer- 
tificate holder, with every approved 
death claim paid, three and one-half 
millions of.cash in our treasury and 
our members contributing on rates 
which, on a valuation, have shown us 
more than 100 percent solvent, with- 
out notice to the Royal Arcanum, al- 
though the Supreme Secretary’s office 
is in the city of Boston, where these 
proceedings were instituted, was, to 
say the least, a serious abuse of judi- 
cial power. There is not a judge in 
the state of Illinois, either Federal « 
state, and very few judges in 
United States, who would appoi 
receiver for even a small concern 
ing assets of only a few hundred d 
lars without notice to such concer 
and giving it an opportunity to be 
heard in opposition to such motion, 
and it is proper that this should be 
done, for the right to possess, .use 
and enjoy one’s own property is a 
sacred right which should not easily — 
or hastily be disturbed. In utter dis- 
regard of these basic principles, with- — 
out notice to the parties whose inter- — 
ests were most vitally affected and in 
that great haste which should ne 
prompt judicial action, the protection 
of one hundred seventy-five thousand 
homes and the safety of two hundred

Some 
have been so overwhelmed by. the 
catastrophe that they are slow to 
recover from the shock. And well 
they may be; for it is no small matter 
to see the treasures. of the soul put

reflection should hearten them to fur-

Great human movements do not 
follow the narrow lines prescribed by 
those who start them; they never 
have. Error does not slink away into 
hiding the moment truth is pro- 
claimed; it never does. Nor should 
the beneficiaries of privilege be ex- 
pected to let go their hold without a 
struggle; they never will. Social re- 
form is not a mere matter of re- 
shuffling old factors, as a carpenter 
might rebuild a house; but rather like 
straightening the limbs of a mis- 
shapen child, by binding muscles here 
and liberating them there until na- 
ture has had time to restore the nor- 
mal. So with society, myriad-fac- 
tored, and all of uncertain quantity 
and endless combinations: results can 
only be approximated. But though 
the way may pursue a_ tortuous 
course, there is never a doubt as to 
the goal. 

Whether or not the race is gaining 
or losing is determined by thé stand- 
ard of comparison. lf we_ had 
descended from the _ perfection of 
Paradise there might be cause for dis- 
couragement; but if we are struggling 
upward from lower stages of exist- 
ence, there is. every reason for hope. 
When did we enjoy that wonderful 
democracy in this country whose 
overthrow by the war is lamented? 
Was it in the colonial days when only 
members of a certain church took 
part in the government? Was it 
when profession of a religious creed 
was necessary for citizenship? Was 
it when the ownership of property 
was a qualification for voting? Was 
it when a man could beat his wife 
providing it was done with a stick 
not larger than his finger, or will 
away property she had before her 
marriage? Was it when the color of 
a man’s skin determined whether he 
was a master or a slave? Was it 
when sex alone measured personal 
and political freedom? When was 
that wonderful age of democracy? 

Let us have done with this morbid 
retrospection. The golden age lies 
in the future, not in the past; and 
we are at this very moment making 
our way thitherward. The principle

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way, as well as in the field of fra-— 


of personal liberty was never before 
so broadly conceived nor so fondly 
cherished. That governments and 
peoples have thought it necessary .to 
make temporary encroachments upon 
that liberty in order to give it still 
further extension is true. This may 
not have been necessary; another 
course might have been better. But 
this fact stands out clearly and dis- 
tinctly: In no single instance, either 
in Europe or in this country, has 
this step been taken in the name of 
privilege, or by the power of autoc- 
racy. Not one proposal has been 
made to limit the right of suffrage 
or any other political right. On the 
contrary, the right of suffrage has 
been extended in many places during 
the war, and plans are forming for 
its further extension in all countries. 
Even as the jeremiads ascend in 
mournful cadence, American women 
are being admitted to political fellow- 
ship. . 

This is not the end of liberty, but 
a cataclysm that will result in a new 
birth of freedom. And the day of 
fulfillment will be hastened accord- 
ing as those who have caught the 
vision and who know the way stand 
shoulder to shoulder with those who 
have more zeal than knowledge. This 
is not to justify war, nor to approve 
conscription, or any other of the 
temporary abridgments of democracy; 
but it is to throw every ounce of 
weight on the side of justice, in order 
that the most good and the least evil 
may follow. It is a time not for 
despair, but for hope; not for lament- 
ing ‘or sulking, but for work.— 
Stoughton Cooley in The Public.

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HOW TO NOT BE “GOOD PICKING” 


A Letter to a Weak Kneed Brother From One 
Who Knows Both Sides of the Story 


NE of the Order’s live Collec- 
tors has been doing some mis- 
sionary work with a backsliding 
brother who wrote to him for ad- 
vice. 

Within two years this young man 
had seen the Order pay $3,000 on 
the Benefit Certificate issued to his 
father, a charter member of the 
Council. Notwithstanding this dem- 
onstration, a few calls from some 
active Life Insurance Agents satis- 
fied him that the RoyaL ARCANUM 
was practically defunct, and with- 
out subjecting an apparently fragile 
headpiece to any undue amount of 
thought, he dropped his protection 
and: then asked his friend what he 
thought about it. 

He found out. Our brother Col- 
lector really did some thinking on 
the subject and we are glad to give a 
somewhat abbreviated copy of his 
reply: » 

“My dear Charlie :— 

“Why ask my advice when you 
know perfectly well what I will say? 

“The Old Line sharks have been 
after me, too. Ihave had one hang- 
ing onto each leg for months. They 
seem to think R. A. men are good 
picking just now. Judging from 


“what they have been able to steal 


from our Council, they are getting 
mostly suckers. Of the whole num- 
ber who have quit, I consider we are 
well rid of more than half of them: 
also of $160 we lent to them. 

“To get. back to Old Line Insur- 
ance, I have a sample policy before 
me with all the latest approved 
trimmings. These features are nice 
talking points for the agents, and 
help powerfully toward the collec- 


‘tion of suckers aforesaid, but judg- 


ing from the premiums asked, I fig- 
ure that the policy holder will pay 
liberally for all these things before 


-he gets any one of them. 


“For myself, I propose to con- 
tinue getting my protection at cost 
and putting the difference between 
it and the Old Line rate into the bank 
where I can get at ‘least 4 per cent 
interest. .If I should need it, I shall 
have this difference laid up with in- 
terest where I can draw upon it 
without paying six per cent for a 
‘policy loan,’ and in case of death 
there will not-be a lien on my Cer- 
tificate. What I have in the bank 
will far exceed the guaranteed divi- 


_dend that may or may not be granted 


by any Old Line Company. 

“JT know a little about the Life 
Insurance business. You may re- 
member that I was agent here for an 


@ld Line Company for twenty-eight 
months. After I had _ collected 
$10,000 for them I was offered pro- 
motion, but I quit because I was dis- 
gusted with the job, in which I was 
to a certain extent helping a wealthy 
corporation to get money from the 
poor, for which they did not give 
anything like full value, in my esti- 
mation. 

“T have studied the RoyaL ArcA- 
NUM and its rates for the last thir- 
teen years. I believe the low rate 
that throws a man out at sixty-five 
was a great mistake, but the great 
majority of us took it of our own 
free will with our eyes open. There 
were other good options and it was 
not the fault of the Order that more 
of us did not take them. I believe 
all the kickers I have run across in 
ten years with possibly a single ex- 
ception, have been people who took 
this cheapest rate. 

“T believe the Roya ARCANUM is 
in better shape today than ever be- 
fore. You have no doubt taken 
notice of the Hobart Case. It gave 
the Insurance Agents and the yellow 
journals, including the- one near 
home, something to talk about. The 
brothers who listened to them have 
shown themselves to be fairly com- 


plete fools, at least in quitting in’ 


this way.I notice that a good many 
hundred of them have come back to 
the Order for reinstatement. 

“This is.a long letter but I can- 
not help it. Are the Insurance men 
talking’ you out of- your. mind? 
When did you last read the BuL- 
LETIN? Don’t you know that a man 
who has been in line for the Re- 
gent’s chair has no place in the 
order of quitters? Didn't these 
same agents, and the editor of our 
local ‘Discorder’ try to get your 
father to do the same thing a dozen 
years ago? Did they get him? They 
will not get you either, I think, 

“In conclusion, so far as this “re- 
ceivership stuff’ is concerned,: I 
have already shown my confidence 
in the Order by exchanging my old 
Regular Rate for an Option € Cer- 
tificate.” 


A letter like this, from an honest 
man who has had plenty of experi- 
ence with Old Line insurance and 
with fraternal work, is worth read- 
ing twice. It is sure to win its 
point. If “ Charlie” is worth hav- 
ing, this letter will bring him back.

LIFE INSURANCE AMENITIES 


y= may hardly know what to 

think of that which led up te 
the recent appointment of a receiver — 
for the Royat ARCANUM, a mutual 
assessment life insurance society 
which has long ranked among the 
highest and best of the secret bene- 
ficiary fraternities organized on the 
lodge plan. - The financial standing 
of the organization was attacked in 
the Federal District Court of Massa- 
chusetts by a holder of a-policy for 
$500, on the ground that its financial 
methods were improvident, that it 
was insolvent and that a receiver 
therefore ought to be named to take 
possession of its assets. 

This was out.of a clear sky, and 
naturally many hundred members 
were frightened; some left the so- 
ciety in a panic and others were 
greatly disturbed at what looked like 
either an insidious attack in the in- 
terests of jealous old line insurance 
companies, or the discovery of a 
state of affairs which had not 
seemed possible. 

No hearing was allowed and a re- 
ceiver was appointed, but after the 
society's attorneys had opportunity 


to get busy action was -secured 
to hold up the somewhat sum- ~ 
mary original proceedings. Then 


the matter dragged for a few weeks. 
An actuarial report was made for 
the benefit of the Circuit. Court to 
which, the action had been appealed, 
and the State Insurance Department 
of Massachusetts made a report that 
the society was more than 100 per 
cent solvent. Then the Circuit Court 
reversed the decree of the District — 
Court and ordered the case re- 
manded to the lower court with in- 
structions to dismiss the bill. 

So the ArcanuM starts on its way 
again with a certified clean bill of 
health. But what shall be thought 
of the member who, having $500 at 
risk, went to the lengths he did to 
the cost of the fraternity and. the 
loss of its panic-stricken members, 
without having secured any better 
advice than the Circuit Court later. - 
discovered. 

The campaign for lists of mem- 
bers of the ARCANUM immediately 
after the receiver was named, by 
old line company agents, many of 
whom made a dead set to insure 
such members as they got trace of 
on the ground that the ARCANUM 
was not financially sound, may not 
be sympathized with by old line 
companies, but the hue and cry 
which went up over the anticipated 
downfall or disruption of the. Ar- 
canum, which never came, as indi- 
cated in publicity organs of old line 
companies, was .not indicative of 
the most ethical methods of living 
and letting live-—[Newark (N. J.) 
Evening News.

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MAKING HISTORY AND GETTING FOOD- 


E are not stupid people. We 

- ean learn if we have to. 
the food scarcity pinches us hard 
enough to make us abjure waste and 
cook the food we have as it should 
be cooked, and no more of it than we 
need, our trials will fetch us a long 
way toward civilization. 

And after all, civilization comes 
by trials more ‘than by self-indul- 
gence and overplenty. Our forbears 
who came to New England fought 
starvation in their first years here 
and beat it. It was a hard tussle 
and costly in life, but the privations 
endured by the early New Eng- 
landers, and later -by their pioneer 
children who went into the West, 


and their struggling efforts to win a_ 
living in a new country gave char-. 


acter to the American people. The 


early settlers and pioneers, whether 


in Massachusetts or Virginia, had to 
be resourceful or perish. Unless 
they were diligent and thrifty they 
starved. 

During the last fifty years the 
country has increased enormously in 
wealth, and life has become com- 
paratively easy, and has been cush- 


ioned with all manner of creature . 


comforts, and if the American fiber 
has softened somewhat it is no 
wonder. But the softening has been 
chiefly in individuals. 

The mass of the people have had 
to work to support life, just as their 


forefathers did, and though their. 


If. 


work has been lightened in some re- 
spects by innumerable mechanisms, 
and though hours of labor have been 
shortened and there has been much 
better insurance against starvation 
than the pioneers had, still for the 
great majority of our population 


. the daily effort that makes for com- 


petence and character has never 
been absent, and now that a great 
task has been laid upon us, we may 
look for a wonderful uprising to 
meet it. 

The possibilities of the food situ- 
ation are so novel that it is hard to 
discuss them without apparent ex- 
travagance. These are the years of 
the farmer. No matter how the war 
goes or when it stops, there will be 
a dearth of food for several years to 
come. As soon as peace comes, 
there will be the people of the 


Central Powers to feed as well as the - 
Allies, though Russia will help about — - 


that. And European ‘crops will 
probably be bad, both because the 
tillage has been poor and because of 
the war-dearth of the usual fer- 
tilizers.

TO ACTION! 


The Royal Arcanum has passed 
through a year of readjustment. Im- 
portant and vitally necessary changes 
in our financial system were made. 
We have now reached the only fair, 
equitable and enduring basis upon 
which any fraternal beneficiary asso- 
ciation can do business with a reason- 
able hope of permanency and that is 
for every member to pay the cost 
of his protection. Again the Royal 
Arcanum has been the pioneer among 
fraternal societies, and has blazed 
the way to the goal of adequacy and 
permanency. 


As is always the case when such 
vital and far-reaching changes are 
made in a great organization, some 
uncertainty, unrest and dissatisfaction 
followed, but these conditions ard 
things of the past. The member who 
was most loyal and enthusiastic so 
long as he got his protection at half 
the cost has dropped out; the member 
who could not carry the whole of his 
certificate at the new rates has taken 
a reduced certificate, and the big ma- 
jority of our members, being fair- 
minded, reasonable men, are paying 
the new rates cheerfully because they 
know that they are paying only the 
cost of their insurance and that it is 
to the interest of all to have the 
Royal Arcanum on an adequate and 
enduring basis. All protest has been 
stilled, all unrest, doubt and fear have 
died out and we now have a great 
army. of one hundred. and sixty thou- 
sand members who have an abiding 
faith in our fraternity and are ready 
to be mobilized for action. Illinois 
claims seventeen thousand of this 
fraternal army. ‘This Grand Jurisdic- 
tion has always been among the 
jJeaders in carrying forward the splen- 
did banner of our Order. The Of- 
ficers and members in Illinois are 
loyal, aggressive and progressive. 
They have given freely of their time, 
thought and effort in furthering the 
growth of our fraternity, and the fu- 
ture of the Royal Arcanum demands a 
continuance of their loyal and un- 
selfish services.

WHAT SHALL WE DO WHILE 
WE WAIT?

The enthusiastic ,fraternalist may 
ask, “Why wait? ‘Why not keep go- 
ing? Why-not increase the member- 
ship and do a big business while the 
war is on?’ And yet the more con- 
strvative man will say that these 
things cannot be, for fraternal in- 
surance. will suffer as all other kinds 
of business will suffer that are not 
favorably connected with our military 


activity. 


This particular time calls for the 
best that is within us in every phase 
of our lives. Thrift, industry, well- 


balanced economy, the constant. re- 


straint of immature opinions and 
judgments, the petty desires of the 
day set aside for the bigger needs of 
tomorrow, the willing sacrifice—these 
things all come rushing into the mind 
of the man of vision, the man who 
thinks, 


Fraternal insurance workers and 
others have dreamed and thought and 
worked for a universal brotherhood of 
man. And now comes another 
thought, another vision—a universal 
brotherhood of nations! 


this is not a new thouglt. It has 


. been in the minds of great thinkers 


for more than a generation. It gave 
tise to The Hague peace conferences, 
it was a cherished hope in the breast 
of the modern world. But alas! the 
way of its attainment is very differ- 
ent from that of the philosophic 
dreams of the idealist. On the con- 
trary, our minds recall .a pertinent 
statement of Sydney Smith. written 
over a hundred years ago: “There 
are periods when fair-weather phil- 
osophers are willing to venture out 
and hazard a little for the general 
good. But the history of human na- 
ture is so contrary to all this, that 
almost all improvements are made 
after the bitterest resistance.” 


We find this observation true in the 
realm of fraternal insurance. Every 
improvement meets the bitterest re- 
sistance. Whether the improvement 
sought has to do with the insurance 
part of our work or the development 
of our altruistic work matters not. 
Sometimes, as in the case of securing 
an.adequate rate, the resistance is 
active; at other times, as in making 
improvements in our local lodge work 
the resistance is passive and we must 
fight those two great arch enemies 
oF organization work—lethargy and 
indifference. 

Again the question: What shall we 
do while we wait? The war is on! 
Some of us must fight ‘on battlefields

far away from our native land; others 
will have a struggle, often-no less 
heroic, here at home. I doubt not 
that the supreme officers in the var- 
ious societies will meet and take up 
the problem that has arisen because 
‘some of our young men must go into 
active military service. The financial 
burden, on the whole, will be in- 
creased. Our local lodges should use 
the most rigid economy. — Contribus 
tions, though small, should be made 
to the Red Cross. The best thinkers 
should, in quiet conference, consider 
what should be done that the best 
interests of the local lodges may be 
conserved. This is no time for selfish- 


ness or the exploiting of selfish 
motives by the societies or in local 
lodges. 


There are thousands of men and 
women to be brought into our socie- 
ties. There are. the children of our 
own members, a few each year in each 


| lodge, that reach an age that will per- 


mit them to join. These prospects 
should-be watched with care. 

It is true that the front page of the 
daily paper is in the spotlight in these 
days. As a people we are thinking of 
the welfare of our nation and of other 
nations as never before, but the wel- 
fare of. our nation is but the aggre- 
gate welfares of its individual citizens. 
Let us therefore not lose sight of our 
immediate duty in keeping up our in- 
surance, in getting every new mem- 
ber possible, and in studying and im- 
proving our lodge work and the fra- 
ternal insurance business. so that at 
the close of the war we shall be able 
to do a bigger and better business 
than ever before. This, let us do 
while we wait!

I beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your circular letter urging me to 
withdraw from the Royal Arcanum, 
and giving eight reasons why I should 
withdraw from it and secure other in- 
surance through you. May I briefly 
reply to your several statements. 

First: I approve of a purely bene- 
ficial association, 

Second: The certificates. of the 
Order without being guaranteed have 
been paid in full in every instance 
that I have known about. 

Third: The people responsible for 
the Royal Arcanum have now estab- 
lished rates that are not based upon 


entire ignorance of Life Insurance 
principles. 
Fourth: I believe the new rates 


are based upon the best expert advice 
obtainable. 

Fifth: If the rates are adequate 
they never will be raised, if inade- 
quate, then they should be raised. In 
either case they will never be more 
than any good Life Insurance Com- 
pany’s rates. 

Sixth: I have some so-called Guar- 


anteed Insurance now in my safe that» 


I invested a lot of money in, and it 
is worthless. 

Seventh: The system of the Royal 
Arcanum is. better than the other 
Orders you mention, because they 
have been wise enough to advance 
the rates to a point of security. 

Eighth: Your offer to furnish guar- 
anteed insurance at “Monthly Prem- 
iums” is not new, but expensive. 

For the above reasons, I do not 
care to fill your card. 

May I add I have been a member 


of the Royal Arcanum for some 
twenty-five years, and have had 
“guaranteed” insurance about the 


same length of time. The Royal Ar- 
canum has lived up to its promises 
always, and I have every confidence 
in it. Its present new rates, I think 
are considerably lower than any of 
your guaranteed policies because they 
have no large overhead to support, 
and while their rates have increased, 
so have my guaranteed policy rates. 
May I give you just one illustration: 
My policy No. 3750, dated October 
5th, 1896, in the Life Insur- 
ance Company, now the Life 
Insurance Company, for $2,500, is a 
ten years accumulation policy. Under 
its terms “at the end of ten years 
from this date will be credited with 
its equitable share of the excess of the 
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Pay 


accumulated reserve fund obtainable 
at that time among policies entitled 


‘thereto, by year of issue. At each set- 


tlement period the rate will be ad- 
vanced to the age attainable subject 
to reductions by dividends as afore- 
said.”

The great man was correct in his ob- 
servations. 

Dr. Landis says, “Eat enough but 
do not gorge, fof overeating is almost 
as potent a factor in causation of 
acute colds as is exposure to polluted 
atmosphere.” 

He might have added that gorging 
with food, gluttony, is not only a 
potent factor in the causation of acute 
colds but is also a potent factor in 
the causation of auto-intoxication, 
dyspepsia, malassimilation, and other 
intestinal troubles. 

Overeating lessens resistance for a 
brief period, while the abused stomach 
is trying to digest the overload of 
garbage; and this abuse of the body 
being followed by the second abuse 
of not giving it enough air, runs re- 
sistance down so low that the cold 
microbes which are everywhere get in 
their work. The sure remedy against 
colds is to eat moderately and breathe 
plenty of fresh air. Of course, the 
skin, kidneys, and bowels must act 
correctly, for if they do not this, too, 
will reduce resistance and let the cold 
microbes .grow in the nose and other 
air passages. Every man is the archi- 
tect of his own colds. Bronchitis, 
pleurisy, pneumonia, and tuberculosis 
are routes to early death, and they 
trail after colds. ° 

That you may live long and pros- 
per, be useful and happy, eat moder- 
ately and with judicious selection— 
abstain from alcoholics, smoke but 
little, if at all,.keep the bowels open, 
the kidneys active, the skin clean, feet 
warm, the head cool, live as much as 
possible in the fresh air, thank God, 
and take courage,—“Western Re- 
view.”

WHAT ONE MEMBER OF THE 


ORDER IS DOING 


Bes JosrpHus DANIELS of 
RaLEiGH CounciL, No. 551, Ra- 
leigh, N. G., just now staying in 
Washington, D. €., is Secretary of 
the Navy. He is certainly one of 
the most criticised, and probably 
one of the most useful men in the 
world. 

Brother DANIELS recently told the 
New York Times what he had been 
doing in his particular job. We 
make several excerpts from the ac- 
count in “Current History,” the 
monthly edition of that. most in- 
valuable newspaper. The necessity 
of keeping our movements concealed 
from the enemy has made it difficult 
to get much idea from the current 
news as to what was actually going 
on. The statement by our good 
Brother DANIELS is specific as to de- 
tails and shows solid accomplish- 
ments of which we may well be 
proud :— 

As to the specific things we have 
done so far and are still doing, I 
can mention four. 

We have armed and manned with 
navy gun crews about 200 merchant 
ships, and are increasing the num- 
ber daily. 

We have sent our destroyers to 
the other side to help the British 
fleet in the war on the sub-marines, 
and will send more. 

We are taking over the cruiser 
patrol of the Atlantic Coast on this 
side of the ocean from Brazil to 
Newfoundland. 

We have trained our naval gun- 
ners in the most difficult .marks- 
manship in the world, until they 
have become as efficient in training 
a small gun on a distant, hardly 
visible, and constantly moving peri- 
seope as they are in shooting the big 
turret guns at a target as big as a 
battleship. » And a big work for the 
navy that is in the future will be 
the convoying of our troops. 

The arming of the merchantmen 
came before this country had en- 
tered the war, and was ordered by 
the President. It was not the easiest 
thing in the world to find all the 
guns that were needed. Some of 
them we had to take from ships of 
the navy. Then the owners of the 
merchant vessels called upon us to 
furnish the gun crews. From the 
mere technical navy viewpoint that 
was not the thing to do. We needed 
the men on our naval vessels, but it 
proved to be the next thing that had 
te be done; so we manned every 
armed merchant ship with efficient 
gunners. I gave orders that none 
but the best marksmen in the navy 
should be sent into this new service 
because of the extreme difficulties of 
the shooting they were to be called 
upon to do. So it meant a temporary 
drain on the battleship crews. 

To some of the larger merchant 
vessels I sent as many as sixteen 
men each. But this has turned out 
to be one of the best things the navy 
has ever done because of the train- 
ing it has afforded in the new kind 
of shooting that has become neces- 
sary in this war. 

Another big educational work now 
in progress on the battleships is the 
training of the engine and fire room 
crews so that they will be ready for 
efficient service aboard the — big 
merchant ships that will he used 
Jater on for the transportation of 
our troops. America, as a nation, 
has become so lacking in what you 
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may call a seagoing Sorscrae that 
we have to look to the navy as the 
source of supply in any big 
emergency. 

The next service undertaken by 
the navy was the sending of our de- 
stroyers over to the other side for 
actual participation in the hostilities 
at sea. This was done in spite of 
the theory that the place of the de- 
stroyers was with the battleship, 
that every dreadnought should have 
at least four destroyers to act as her 
eyes and scouts, and screen her with 
their smoke. But a great many

OUR LEGAL AFFAIRS 


a fies course of justice is said to 
be somewhat peculiar. 

In a free country, every person, 
in jail or out, is entitled to start a 
law suit whenever he feels like it. 
A court writ in Massachusetts costs 
five cents. That is more than some 
attorneys: are worth, but there are 
few of the learned profession who 
cannot, in one way or another, raise 
that amount. Therefore any or- 
ganization which has a substantial 
amount of ready money is likely to 
have plenty of litigation directed 
against it. 

The Royan ARCANUM has_ been 
very fortunate in this respect. 
Considering the amount of ques- 
tionable litigation which, on the 
average, is maintained against every 
kind of insurance organization, we 
have perhaps had less than our fair 
share of these mosquito-like vex- 
ations, 

But in another way we are much 
less fortunate. Certain old-line in- 
surance companies and their agents 
are willing to work over time, even 
on a holiday, to spread abroad any 
sort of gossip or misrepresentation 
which can do harm to any fraternal 
organization. « Let any sort of a law 
suit be started against the RoyaL 
ARCANUM, and these gentlemen will 
leave nothing undone to spread it 
from one end of the country to the 
other. It does not matter how in- 
significant the case or the attorneys 
involved, if it is against the RoyaL 
ARCANUM it will be advertised to 
the ends of the earth. 

Of course, if the Order wins, that 
is a different story. For example in 
the recent Hobart Case, when one 
Judge decided against the Order, the 
news was spread abroad literally in 
thousands of newspaper columns. 
A little later, when three Judges de- 
dided that the first Judge was wrong, 
and that the plaintiff failed to make 
out any case whatever against the 
Order, hardly one paper in ten men- 
tioned it, 

The BULLETIN is somewhat per- 
plexed in dealing with matters of 
this kind. We do not wish to sup- 
press any news, nor is there any- 
thing to conceal or keep back, but 
our space is limited, and while we 
have always given full accounts of 
all law matters affecting the Order, 
we do not wish to waste good print 
paper, especially at the present 
price, in describing the legal antics 
of second rate lawyers over third 
rate cases. 

Since the report previously printed 
in the BuLurTin, the plaintiff has 
petitioned for a rehearing of the 
Hobart Case, which has been denied 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Another similar action has been 
entered in the District Court at 
Boston, and another in the District 
Court at St. Louis, but our attorneys 
advise us that in each instance it 
is substantially the same material 
as the aforesaid Hobart Case. If it 
proves to be any different, our 
readers will be fully advised of the 
fact. In the meantime, there is no 
occasion for worry or uneasiness of 
any sort. 

In 1916 the RoyAL ArcANUM had 
to draw on its invested funds to pay 
its current death claims, but had 


none of the Hobart type of law suits. 


In 1917, it has the Hobart Case and 
the others above mentioned, but it 
is paying all current death losses 
from current income. More than 


that, the current income has yielded | 


a surplus for investment in interest 
bearing securities to an amount ex- 
ceeding $400,000. f 

With every bill paid to date, with 
several million dollars practically 
spot cash on hand, and with income 
exceeding outgo by many thousands 
every month, there is not much 
cause to worry about any silly talk 
of “insolvency” or about the legal 
affairs of the RoyaL ARCANUM. 


NATIONAL FRATERNAL CON- 
GRESS AND THE 
HOBART CASE 


HE National Fraternal Congress 
representing all the fraternal 
organizations of the United States 
held its annual session at Chicago 
on August 22nd. 

This most important gathering of 
the fraternal year was naturally in- 
terested in the Hobart Case. As a 
party to that proceeding, the BuL- 
LETIN refrains from comment on the 
action of the Congress, but is glad 
to submit the full resolution adopted 
by it. It helps somewhat to see 
ourselves as other see us, and also 
to see the view that well informed 
people take of such litigation. 


RESOLUTION ADOPTED 


HE Committee on Resolutions to 

whom was referred so much of 

the President’s report as is con- 

tained under the heading “The 

RoyaL ARCANUM Case,” respectfully 
report thereon as follows: 


The officers and members of 
the constituent societies of the 
National Fraternal Congress of 


America, representing upwards of 
6,000,000 members, were amazed 
when they read in the public press 


on April 14th last, that a receiver - 


had been placed in charge of all the 
property and effects of the Roya 
ARCANUM—a society. with an ex- 
perience of over forty years—and 
that an injunction had ~ been 
granted restraining the constitu- 
tional officers of that society from 
interfering in any way with the re- 
ceiver or transacting any of the or- 
dinary business of the society. The 
decree appointing a receiver was 
granted in the city of Boston by a 
federal judge of the district court, 
who on April 17, upon the applica- 
tion of the attorneys for the society, 
suspended the active duties of the 
receiver and vacated the injunction. 

When later on it was learned that 


the bill of complaint against the so- 
‘ciety was filed in the office of the 
clerk of the district -court on 
April 13, a decree appointing a re- 
ceiver and granting an injunction 
was made on April 13, and that the 
receiver appeared in court with his 
bond, qualified and took the oath of 
office on the same day, and that 
copies of the decree were served on 
the various banks and depositories 
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in the city of Boston, in which the 
society had funds, at the opening 
of the same on the morning of the 
14th of April, and that all this had 
been done without any notice or op- 
portunity to be heard in opposition 
thereto by the officers of the society, 
amazement grew to bewilderment 
and indignation, 

The Bill of Complaint was filed by 
an individual member of the society 
carrying a $500 Benefit Certificate 
and the rights of all the other 
170,000 members carrying Cer- 
tificates promising payment of 
$250,000,000 were entirely disre-- 
garded and ignored. 

The statutes of Massachusetts 
provide that the Superintendent cf 
Insurance shall have charge of Do- 
mestic Fraternal Benefit Societies, 


and that any injunction against or- 


receiver for such society can only 
be granted or appointed after an ex- 
amination has been made by such 
superintendent and upon the ap- 
plication of the Attorney General of 
the State and the society has first 
had an opportunity to be heard in 
opposition thereto. Such statutory 
requirements, forming a part of the 
law of nearly all the States, were 
trampled upon and ignored. An in- 
junction was granted interfering 
with the rights of certificate holders 
carrying protection to the extent of 
$250,000,000 without the giving of 
any bond whatsoever upon the io: 
of the complainant. 


There were no allegations in the 
bill of complaint, as shown by the 


. record filed in the Circuit Court of 


Appeals, and no statement of facts 
giving any reason why irreparable 
injury would occur to the complain- 
ant, if notice was required to be 
given, or that any imperative neces- 
sity existed for the proposed action. 

Upon June 15th the Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the First Circuit 
handed down a decision holding that 
the District Court had no jurisdic- 
tion to entertain the proceedings or 
to grant the decree appealed from. 
The harm and the injury, not only 
to the RoyaAL ArcANUM but to the 
Fraternal Beneficiary System in the 
United States and Canada, in weak- 
ening the confidence of our mem- 
bers in the stability of our form of 
endeavors, had been accomplished. 
The public press, in glaring head- 
lines, announced the appointment of 


the receiver, but gave scant atten- 


tion to the announcement three days 
later that such appointment had 
been vacated. 


Every lawyer knows that it is an 
elementary rule of equity procedure 
that the granting of an injunction is 
a drastic remedy, and that. it will 
only be resorted to where it is im- 
peratively necessary to protect the 
rights of the applicant, and when in 
no other way can he be protected 
from irreparable Joss, and only also 
after the party sought to be enjoined

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THE PASSING OF A REAL LEADER 3 


ENRY WILLIAM JONES, Grand 

Regent of the State of New 

York, died on August 22nd, in the 
sixty-second year of his age. 

Few men have had a larger place 
in the recent work of the Order. In 
the greatest center of Arcanian ac- 
tivity, the greatest happenings 
centered around the quiet but 
always active personality of Harry 
Jones. 

Brother Jones was initiated in 
Our CounciL, No. 252, on December 
44, 1888, leaving it somewhat 
later to become a charter member 
of DaunTLESS CouNcIL, No. 1757. 
He became a member of the Grand 
Council of New York in 1896, and in 
one capacity or another remained 
an invaluable and constant member 
of that organization, until death 
found him in the midst of his 
second term of service as its chief 
officer. He was also Supreme Rep- 
resentative from 
1900 to 1909, inclusive, and in the 
year 1917. 

But these honors, striking as they 
are, give little idea of the great 


abilities and sterling worth of the - 
‘efficient. 


man. He had a genius for friendli- 
ness and leadership. Thousands of 
people probably remember. the 
great ‘‘ Military Hike,” of Wash- 
ington’s Birthday three years ago,

The Supreme Secretary—if a 
personal word may be pardoned,— 
will never forget the reception ac- 
corded him at the Thirteenth Regi- 
ment Armory about two years ago. 
He remembers that magnificent 
Regiment, with Colonel Grant at its 
head, the Regimental Band, the 
* Honor Battalion’ of the New York 
Police, made up of men each of 
whom had some conspicuous act of 
personal bravery to his credit, the 
great New York Police Band, and 
by no means least, the personal 
guard of honor, in immaculate 
evening dress, and the vast audience 
which fairly packed the whole audi- 
torium of that immense building. It 


clear up to the very end, for the last 
application received from Dauntless 
Council, which did not come into 
the office of the Supreme Secretary 
until after Brother Jones’ death, 
shows that the new member was 
secured by Harry W. Jones. 


Men like this help to show us what 
the Order is worth: Harry Jones 
made it a great means of doing good 
to others and furnishing pleasure 
to himself.

DEATH CLAIM PROMPTLY 
PAID 


Brother John J. Szymkowski, for- 
merly a member of Michael Reese 
Council, and late Alderman of the 16th 
Ward died about the middle of July, 
and was burried July 17th.

STATE MEDICAL SUPERVISOR 


DR. W. P, MacCRACKEN 


State Medical Supervisor Dr. W. P. 
MacCracken is one of the many Ar- 
canians whe haveentered the service 
of the government. In May of this 
year he was commissioned a First 
Lieutenant in the United States Re- 
serves Medical Corps, and was called 
into active seryice on July 28, 1917. 
In a recent letter to the editor he de- 
scribed his army life as follows: 

“Wish you and some of the boys 
were here to enjoy the fine ocean 
breeze in the daytime and fight the 
mosquitos at night. 

“Tam living the true army life, in 
a tent on an island out in the Atlantic 
Ocean, looking after a company of 
Coast Artillery. Am busy at present 
from 5:45 a. m, until 10:30 p. m, 
eating three regular meals a day, 
brown as an Indian and feeling fine.” 

Dr. MacCracken was born in Pitts- 

-burgh, Pa. He received his prepara- 

tory education in the public and high 
schools of that city and in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and his medi- 
cal degrees in Chicago. He has been 
a member of the Royal Arcanum for 
29 years, is a Past Regent of Garden 
City Council, was subordinate Medical 
Examiner for 12 years and has been 
Medical Supervisor for the jurisdic- 
tion of Illinois for 13 years, which po- 
sition he now holds. He has always 
been an enthusiastic and loyal Ar- 
canian, and is well known not alone 
in his own state but in many neigh- 
boring jurisdictions.

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WHAT IS PATRIOTISM? | 


A reader of The Independent has 
asked us for a definition of patriotism. 
No light task was set for us, for it is 
just the commonest ideas, the most 
universal sentiments, which are hardest 
to explain in set terms. If one is asked 
to give the distinctive characteristics of 
Byzantine architecture or explain how 
Belgium came to be a neutralized state, 
or tell what is meant by Mendelism, a 
dozen standard works of reference in 
every library contain the answer to 
the question. Not soiwith terms such 
as “religion,” “civilization,” “patriot- 
These are too much a part of life 


amined apart; they are too easily un- 
derstood to be easily explained. Yetin 
courtesy to our correspondent and per- 
haps to make clear to ourselves our 
own thoughts on the question, we must 
make the attempt. 

Patriotism, of course, means love of 
country. But there are many kinds 
of love. To be a patriot implies more 
than pride in a nation’s greatness or 
a liking for its institutions and habits 
If that were all, the patriot 
would have toward his own land the 


same detached appreciation that the ~ 


tourist has. toward the place of his sum- 
mer sojourn. He would cheerfully turn 
his back upon his country if misfortune 
should: make it poor or weak or give 
it evil rulers. The patriot’s love must 
be of a more responsible and unselfish 
sort; he must serve as well as admire. 
A few months ago the Russian liberal 
would have seen so little to respect in 
the institutions of his native country 
that he would have abandoned Russia 
to her fate and transferred his sympa- 
thies to some happier land, unless he 
were a patriot. As a Russian patriot, 
the liberal would work and pray un- 
ceasingly for the freedom of his coun- 
try, no matter how far from Russia 
In a word, the patriot 
is not he who says: “This nation is 
worthy,-therefore I will love it,” but 
he who says, “I love this nation and I 
shall do all in my power to make it 
worthy of the love I bear it.” 

It is not enough, however, to sacri- 
fice one’s personal interests to the wel- 
fate of the nation. 
realize that the nation, too, -has 
duties, and that it is the deepest treason 
to exalt the immediate self-interest of 
the nation above the permanent ideals 
which are the nation’s soul. The true 
patriot must say with the true lover, 
“T could not love thee, dear, so much, 
loved I not honor more.” 


self-esteem of the Kaiser, who taught 
contempt of foreign nehecs, 
tempted the Fatherland with the lure of 
easy conquest, who urged that the in- 
terests of the state demanded the viola- 
tion of the nation’s pledged word and 
the disregard of all the traditions and 
conventions which humanity has evolved 
to soften the asperities of war. Ger- 
many has been disgraced -and brought 
to ruin because her rulers preferred 
the courtiers who told pleasant lies to 
patriots who told disagreeable truths. 
Of course there is a just medium be- 
tween the pride which is blind to what 
the foreigner can teach us and the self- 
contempt which paralyzes hope, but 
powerful and prosperous nations are~ 
more in danger of the former fault. 
The patriotic citizen should combine the 
insight which can discover all the im- 
perfections of the nation, the constancy 
which can love it notwithstanding, and 
the determination which can achieve 
reform. Patriotism is the perfect iden- 
tification of personal interest with the 
national “welfare and personal honor » 
with the national conscience.——The 
Independent.

METHODS OF THE WRECKERS. 


(The Fraternal Monitor.) 


A number of years ago a life-in- 
suring organization known as the Mu- 
tual Reserve Life Fund Association 
flourished in the City of New York. 
Frederick A. Burnham was president 
and George Dyre Eldridge was secre- 
tary. 
co-operative plan and, on account of 
its progressive methods and moderate 
prices, was a thorn in the side of the 
old-line system. It made competition 
that was difficult to overcome, — Its 
plan had been revised on a sound 
basis and the future was bright. On 
a day—it was Saturday—attorneys for 
a policyholder appeared before a sub- 
servient court to demand that a re- 
ceiver be appointed. The request was 
granted and notice was given the offi- 
cers of the Association later in the 
day, but too late to obtain legal redress. 
Sunday newspapers carried the story to 
all parts of the United States. The 
damage was done. All that the legal 
proceedings amouned to was of small 
moment; the frightened policyholders 
were the means of destruction. Before 
an answer to the receivership proceed- 
ings could have its effect, an army of 
old-line agents induced the members to 
drop their protection. The Mutual Re- 
serve Life succumbed to the attack. 

Probably the success of a number 
of years ago decided those who would 
wreck the Royal Arcanum to adopt 
the same tactics. The proceeding was 
similar. Attorneys for one Arthur L. 
Hobart, a member with a certificate 
for $500, appeared on a day—it was 
Saturday—before Judge Aldrich of the 
United States District Court at Boston 
to demand that a receiver be appointed. 
The request was granted and the re- 
ceiver, one Boynton, appeared with no- 
tice of receivership at the offices of 
the Society later in the day, but too 
late for the officers to obtain legal 
redress. Sunday newspapers carried 
the story to all parts of the United 
States. Here the story changes, be- 
cause no damage was done. The mem- 
bers could not be stampeded; they 
had confidence in their association. 
Howard C. Wiggins, the Society’s at- 
torney, went to court Monday and ob- 
tained an order suspending the receiv- 
ership pending decision by a _ higher 
court on an appeal. As a result of the 
appeal the United States Circuit Court 
reversed the decree of Judge Aldrich 
and remanded the case to the. lower 
court with instructions to dismiss the 
action. 


At the time the plotters were arrang- 
ing their program an actuary was pre- 
paring the annual valuation exhibit of 
the Royal Arcanum which showed its 
ratio of actuarial solvency to be 100.08 
per cent. It was commercially solvent, 
with assets of more than $6,000,000. 
Of this amount, about $4,000,000 was 
in cash, real estate and negotiable 
securties, and $2,000,000 consisted of 
liens on certificates of members who 
had not transferred to adequate rate 
classes. Its monthly income averaged 
$100,008 over and above all expenses. 
It had just completed the process of 
going through a rate adjustment 
which had put it on a sound financial 
footing and this fact was one upon 
which the plotters relied to make the 
receivership action seem real to the 
members. They selected a time, too, 
when Insurance Commissioner Har- 
dison, of Massachusetts, was in the 
West on a business trip. But Deputy 
Commissioner Peabody came forth 
with a convincing statement as fol- 
lows: “The insurance Commissioner 
“may only: start court proceedings 
“whenever he is satisfied that a 
“domestic society has failed to com- 
the provisions 
“of the fraternal law, or is ex- 
“ceeding its powers, or is not carry- 


_“ing out its contracts in good faith 


“or is transacting its business fraudu- 
“lently. The Royal Arcanum has not, 
“to my knowledge, committed any of 
“these offenses, and, as far as I know, 
‘Sts affairs are in good condition.” 


Since that time another state insurance 


department has declared: “The Royal 
“Arcanum has been very economically 
“managed, therefore no charge ean

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Side-lights on the Boston affair indi- 
cate that careful plotting preceded the 
attack on the Royal Arcanum. There 
are other signs besides the facts that 
have been mentioned. The use of Sat- 
urday for a court action without an 
opportunity for the officers to reply, 
the effect expected by having the story 
appear in Sunday newspapers, and the 
supposed receptive mood of the mem- 
bers who had passed through a rate 
adjustment, were well calculated. The 
member in whose name the action was 
started is an interesting study. He 
originally carried a $3,000 certificate, 


but reduced it to $500 when a 
new rate was applied. While he 
has been in possession of con- 


siderable means in the past, his income 
now is derived from his position as 
janitor of a small church and by doing 
small jobs on the side, such as repairing 
door bells. He occasionally goes to 
lodge, and his fellow-members describe 
him as a fault-finder and a trouble- 
maker. When his action was started in 
the United States District Court he was 
represented by four able attorneys, and 
other members of the legal profession 
in Boston say that the outlay for legal 
talent by the plaintiff was not less than 
$2,000. The status of this disgruntled 
old member has no particular bearing 
on the case, but the use made of him 
by the plotters is an illustration of the 
methods they pursue. Such members 
are in every society, but their capacity 
for mischief-making is limited unless 
assisted by abler persons. 


* OK OK * 


The Royal Arcanum is in position to 
withstand any court attack. All it 
needs to attain permanence is the united 
support of its members, and they are 
refusing to be stampeded by attacks 
made for the purpose of shaking their 
confidence. They are wanted as prey 
for old-line agents who would twist 
their policies. An action started in St. 
Louis on July lst was similar to the 
Boston fiasco, although not as clever. 
Fraternal societies have enemies within 
and without, and there are venal law- 
yers who are attracted by the oppor- 
tunity to reap a dishonest harvest from 
the assets of a society they can throw 
into receivership, The Royal Arcanum 
is stronger financially than it ever was 
before; a prosperous future awaits it. 
It is incumbent upon the officers to 
make a strong resistance to these at- 
tacks and the enemies of the fraternal 
system will discover that they are at- 
tacking an impregnable institution.

In 1918 the fraternal benefit system 
will celebrate the fiftieth anniversary 
of the founding of the institution, be- 
cause it was on October 27, 1868, 
that John J. Upchurch organized the 
first lodge of the Ancient Order of 
United Workmen, the pioneer of 


mt 


societies in what is known as the 
fraternal movement of this age. 
There had been co-operative as- 


sociations for the paying of benefits 
to dependents of members before that 
date, but they were apart from the or- 
ganized trend that resulted in the great 
system of today. It is fascinating to 
view the achievements of the past; 
fifty years of experience, of co- 
operating for the uplift of human- 
ity, of correcting the mistakes in- 
cident to the start, have made 
- man happier and the world richer. 
According to the most reliable compi- 
lation of statistics these societies have 
paid about $2,800,000,000 in benefits. 
This money has gone where it could do 
the most good. It has been paid as real 
life insurance protection to the widows 
and orphans of persons who sustained 
life mostly by their labor. Such insur- 
ance was not caried for investment, nor 
did it swell accumulated fortunes. It 
was pure protection, purchased at a 
price as near cost as possible. Then 
there were the benefits from the frater- 
nal and social intercourse of millions 
of members, of rélief given cheerfully 
in sickness and distress, and move- 
ments to improve the public morals 
and health fostered by the societies 
in the system. A noteworthy achieve- 


ment has been the correction of 
etrors in the plan of operation © 
upon which the system began; 


. scientific rates have been substituted for 
a gttess-work plan of contribution, re- 
serves to maintain the soundness of 
level-rate insurance have been accumu- 
lated, and business methods have been 


applied to the business side, while a. 


more practical application of the frater- 
nal side has been instituted with the 
building of homes and hospitals and the 
establishment of special funds to meet 
times of stress such as patriotic funds 
in wat. 

Thus, the fraternal system. starts up- 
on its immediate future greatly strength- 
ened by experience. The true protec- 
tion which it provided in the past, 
though subjected at times to stringen- 
cies caused by inadequate contributions 
by the members, has been standardized 
on an enduring basis. A large field for 
opportunity and usefulness has been 
opened by the adoption of whole fami- 
ly protection, which insures the children 
of members for funeral benefits and 
trains them to be good fraternalists 
upon becoming adults. The system is 
taking advantage of statutory legis- 
lation that will place the societies on 
a par with the soundest financial insti- 
tutions and will make their period 
of usefulness as enduring and perma- 
nent just so long as there are human 
beings that desire to co-operate for 
mutual assistance. , 

Recent events show that if the frater- 
nal system holds to its traditions and 


ideals its future will be much more ~ 


successful than the future of the life 
insurance companies,. The societies 
possess the reserved right to assess, 
and they specialize in protective insur- 
ance. The value of these features has 
become more apparent since the 
United States entered the war. When 


it became probable that large num- ° 


bers of American citizens would en- 
gage in sanguinary warfare the com- 
panies came to a realization that 
hundreds of thousands of their’ policy- 
holders might die long before the time 
contemplated by the tables of mor- 
tality upon which they are operat- 
ing. Having sold this insurance at 
a fixed price, with no means of 
collecting more on any of the poli- 
cies, they foresee a possibility of in- 
solvency. With the right to assess, 
the societies are permitted to levy 
patriotic assessments which will make 
their financial position sound and dis- 
tribute the cost among all the members. 
Many of the societies have already 
adopted this sensible and highly pa- 
_ triotic course. The situation due to

VERY woman with a love for country is 
asking herself the question: ‘“ What can J, 

as a woman who must stay. at home, do? What

Much. More, almost, than any other woman. 


Wes a country is at war the economic and 
domestic conditions of that country are 
absolutely in the hands of the women at home. 

If ever.the American housewife has the chance 
to show her domestic efficiency it is now and in 
the months to come. Prices, already high, will 
undoubtedly be higher. Labor, scarce enough 
now, will be scarcer. ‘Transportation, already 
congested, will be more congested. And in the 
face of these problems that will touch, person- 
ally and directly, every housewife, the average 
income will shrink as taxes increase and as men 
are taken from their wage pursuits to serve 
their country. 

The American housewives’ problem will be 
high prices and reduced incomes. 


ND here is where the woman left at home will 

measure up or not. Only two factors will 

help her: efficiency and economy. The time for 
wasteful housekeeping is over. 

We have had a succession of softening years 
of prosperity. It will do us good to have a 
period of the hardening process that comes with 
sacrifice. Nor should we for one instant com- 
plain. What has been the remaking of the 
peoples of other nations will be our remaking. 
And we need the remaking. Our turn has come, 
and the time is here either to put into practice 
what we have learned, or to learn what we 


‘should have learned,—and didn’t! 


HE American woman must learn thrift. She 
must get away from the notion that prod- 
igality is the sign of the aristocrat and that it is 
mean to be thrifty. We have cooked by wasteful 
processes: we liave served in overabundance, we 
have thrown away what others have used: we 
have taken no thought of lean times to come. But 
the lean times are here and they will be leaner 
yet before we are much older. It is here that 
every American woman can do her “bit.” 

The time has come for her to study her job of 
running her home as a business, and to place it 
on an intelligent and systematic basis. This 
does not mean penuriousness. It does not mean 
that she need or should deprive those at her 
table of the necessary nourishment. But it does 
mean that she must study the food problem more 
closely. It does mean that she must stop mar- 
keting over the telephone and go to the market, 


see ‘witn her eyes and buy with her head. It 
means that she must learn the great lesson 


of how and what to do with the cheaper articles 


instead of the more expensive. It means that 
she must learn the food values and their wisest 
use, and the great values of substitutes for those 
edibles to which she has been accustomed and 
which will be now beyond her pocketbook. The 
day is at hand when the American housewife’s 
garbage pail should be empty. 


HEN she will have to turn, as did the French 

and the English: women, and consider the 
clothes problem for herself and for her children: 
not following her previous line of what she and 
they want but what she and they need: what she 
and they have that can be “made over” or 
“made to do.” 

It will be a time of freshening up rather than 
of further buying. And she will have to con- 
vince herself that the time of the frill and the 
“extra” is over, and that the time has come to 
think of what is needful and durable, what is 
easiest to make, easiest to keep up and longest of 
wear. 


T WILL be a fine experience for us: this na- 
tional necessity for wise thrift and economy; 
and none should flinch before it. No nation 
stands in greater need of it than does this na- 
tion, and regrettable only is the sad fact that it 
seems to require a war and its attendant horrors 
to bring us squarely to a realization of it. But 
now that the duty exists and is ours, it is for 
each and all of us to do what we can, heartfully 
and handfully.—L[The Ladies’ Home Journal.

INSURANCE. VS. PENSIONS 


HE good fraternalist ought to be 
interested in the proposal to 
put all financial aid to be hereafter 
given by the government to injured 
soldiers upon the basis of a life 
insurance or accident insurance 
policy. According to the “ Survey,” 
the President and Secretary of the 
Treasury propose to create a divi- 
sion of military and naval insur- 
ance. To this new division in the 
War Risk Insurance Bureau, is en- 
trusted the whole responsibility for 
allowances, allotments, compensa- 
tion, and insurance to soldiers’ and 
sailors and to their families. Nurses 
are included. 


Pensions totally disappear and 
with them, if is confidently hoped, 
all the niggardliness and the ex- 
travagance, 
and the mawkish sentimentality, 
the political chicanery and the so- 
cial demoralization which have been 
such undesirable features of our 
past pension systems. 

The ‘whole point of view is 
changed in the plan now presented 
to Congress, and with this change 
in the point of view radical re- 
form becomes possible. The old 
controversies simply drop out. of 
sight. <A definite right to compen- 
sation, based on recognized princi- 
ples of compensation for industrial 
injuries, replaces the more intense 
but also more sentimental and 
therefore more unreliable claim for 
a ‘ pension,” 

The specific measures of the 
Simmons-Alexander bill should of 
course have close scrutiny. It may 
be that the particular scales pro- 
posed are too liberal or not liberal 
enough. That Judge Julian W. 
Mack, under the authority of the 
Council of National Defense, pre- 
pared the bill, and that it has the 
endorsement of the Committee on 
Labor, of which Samuel Gompers is 
chairman, create strong presump- 
tions in its favor. Its fundamental 
idea is right: that the financial risk 
of death, disease and disability 
should be carried by insurance, and 
that compensation, adequate in 
amount and clearly known in ad- 
vance, should be guaranteed. The 
cost of such insurance can be esti- 
mated with some degree of certainty 
and its future curve need exhibit no 
such erratic and abnormal course 
as has characterized that of Civil 
War pensions. 

The bill has some very valuable 
incidental provisions, as, for ex- 
ample, that which makes the ecom- 


pensation dependent on the accept- 
anee, in suitable cases, of such re- 
education and vocational training 
as the government may - provide, 


and that which offers. supplementary 
insurance to every officer, enlisted 
man or nurse who is in position to 


pay the specified premium. The 
policy embodied in the bill is so 
novel, and yet so simple and so 


completely in harmony with the 
whole trend of recent labor legisla- 
tion in this country, that if deserves 
immediate and sympathetic study; 
and, with any modifications which 
such study and discussion may sug- 
gest, it should speedily be enacted 
into law. |

progress of our Order easy and certain. The request is modest 
because an average of three (3) initiates in each Council will se- 
cure the result desired. New Jersey voluntarily pledged 650, 
Illinois has announced its intention of procuring 1,000. The great 
jurisdictions of New York and Pennsylvania, with their hundreds 
of Councils, able leaders and complete and effective organizations 
are ready and anxious to get into the work. They will no doubt 
secure 1,500 new members. If we discount these estimates, be- 
come very conservative and say that Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and Illinois will each secure 500, and New York 750, that makes a 
total of 2,250. When we consider the past achievements of such 
jurisdictions as Massachusetts, Connecticut, Ohio, Missouri, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, Virginia, North Carolina, Iowa, 
Maryland, Colorado, and Rhode Island, who will say that they will 
not secure 2,750,—an average of 212 for each of those States? The 
jurisdictions of Ontario, Quebec and Maritime Provinces are well 
organized and, notwithstanding local conditions due to three years 
of war, they send most encouraging reports to the Supreme Re- 
gent and promise good work. The Pacific Coast Jurisdictions of 
California, Oregon and Washington are under the leadership of 
able, loyal and determined Grand Council Officers. Every Coun- 
cil has been visited and organized for action. The results secured 
in Indiana, Georgia, Tennessee, Nebraska, Kentucky, Maine, New 
Hampshire, West Virginia, Arkansas, Kansas, Pacific Coast J uris- 
dictions and in Canada will mean just. that much more than the 
5,000 new members asked for. Therefore, the number requested 
is as small as the reputation and honor of our Order will justify. 


MORE GOOD NEWS 


The Executive Committee met in Chicago on August 17th and 
18th. Upon report of the Supreme Treasurer as to the condition 
of our Widows & Orphans’ Benefit Fund, the Committee found 
that it could transfer $350,000.00 more to the Emergency Fund for 
investment in Securities and such transfer was ordered. This, 
with the previous transfer, makes a total of nearly Half a Million 
of dollars placed in the Emergency Fund since January 1st, 1917. 
Another powerful argument with which to meet critics, knockers, 
sceptics and growlers whom we may encounter as we march along 
the path of progress.

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SOME REAL FRATERNAL WORK 


HE good fraternalist is finding a 

vast amount of work to do in 

the war. The BuLueTiIn is indebted 

to the Ladies’ Home Journal for the 

following illustration of what one 

of these great organizations is doing 
in this direction :— 

A young American who was work- 
ing among Serbian prisoners of war 
found in one of the barracks of the 
prison camp two small boys. They 
were eight and ten years old, small 
for their ages. One loosened a@ 
bandage and showed a slowly healing 
bullet wound. The other rolled up 
his sleeve, uncovering a scar. These 
two boys, pale, emaciated and wasted 
by the hardships of prison life, were 
like hundreds of others who had 
followed their fathers into battle, 
had carried water or ammunition for 
their army, had been under fire for 
months until they were captured. 
The immoral element among the 
prisoners was corrupting them. 

The American stretched friendly 
hands to them, and a smile of sur- 
prise crossed their pale faces. Their 
immediate wants were supplied. 
Search in other barracks led to the 
discovery of thirty-five such boys 
between the ages of eight and sev- 
enteen. 

After an appeal to the commander 
of the prison these thirty-five boys 
were brought together in a bar- 
racks away from the other pris- 
oners. A school was started for 
them. Under the supervision of 
the American, older men selected 
from the Serbian prisoners gave 
them instruction in reading, writ- 
ing, arithmetic, religion, geography, 
history, music. A gymnast gave 
them much-needed physical drill; 
each one was given a little plot of 
ground, and they were all taught 
how to plant, cultivate and harvest. 

When the American entered the 
room where they were studying 
they would stand to show their 
gratitude, and would remain on 


their feet until asked to be seated. 


He could not convince them that 
this was unnecessary. 

A member of the Austrian war 
ministry visited the little school, 
and was so pleased with the work 
that permission was soon granted 
to the American to organize a boys’ 
home (not a prison) for all the Ser- 
bian and Montenegrin boy prisoners. 

The boys themselves, aided by 
older prisoners, did the building. 
Little by little all the youngsters, 
scattered in the various big con- 
centration camps, were brought to 
this home. Under prisoner teachers 
they are being cared for in mind and 
body, trained for useful occupations 
after the war ends. 

Over fifteen hundred boys are in 
this home, and, despite the scanty 
equipment, they are as carefully 
reared as the boys in any big 
American boarding school. 


Now there are more than six 
million prisoners of war, and 
their numbers are growing. These 
millions of men and boys are torn 
from home. and country, — sick, 
wounded, dirty and despairing. 
Never before in the history of the 
world have such vast bodies of men 
been massed together. And now our 
own. brothers and fathers and sons 
will soon be among them. 

The salvage of these Serbian boys 
is one tiny incident in the story of a 
silent work that has been going on 
behind the anguish and confusion of 
three years of war. It is a work 
that seeks to rebuild the fabric of 
civilization and good will. It.is per- 
haps the greatest constructive effort 
ever made in behalf of humanity at 
large. It has won the support and 
confidence of every warring govern- 
ment. It is silent, unadvertised, 
nonpartisan. 

This work knows no limitation of 
race, nation or creed. 

It is the work of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, under the 
leadership of Dr. John R. Mott.

LFRED T. TURNER, Second Su- 
preme Secretary of the Royau 


ARCANUM, and for a dozen years 
Editor of the BuLLETIN, died at his 
home in Brookline on Sunday, Sep- 
tember 30th. 

Brother Turner was born in Bos- 
ton on November 13, 1847, graduated 
from the public schools, and shortly 
after entered the East India trade, 
eventually building up a flourishing 
business in dye-stuffs. He was one 
of the earliest members of- the 
Order, being a Representative of the 
Grand Council of Massachusetts at 
the Supreme Council Session in 
1884. He was the- first member of 
the Supreme Council Finance Com- 
mittee and continued in this position 
until November, 1892. In 1893 -he 
became Chairman of the Supreme 
Trustees. In the same year the Su- 
preme Council created the office of 
Supreme Auditor, and Brother 
Turner was elected to that. office. 
He filled it with distinguished ability 
and success until November 1, 1906, 
when the Supreme Regent, Brother 
Howard C. Wiggins, summoned him 
to fill the vacancy resulting from the 
death of the first Supreme Secretary 
of the Order, our Jamented Brother 
W..0. Robson. He continued to fill 
this most important position until 
failing health compelled him to give 
up his dutiés in May of the present 
year. The present Supreme Secre- 
tary takes this occasion to repeat 


the word of personal tribute con- - 


tained in his own report to the Su- 
preme Council in May, 1947. 

“T first met Brother-Turner at 
the memorable Session of 1905 at 
Atlantic City, and, having been 
in continuous attendance at the 
Sessions of the Supreme Council 
since then, I have learned that to 
know him was to love him, but it 
was reserved for me to know him 
best during the past year when 
the mutual sharing of heavy re- 
sponsibility brought us together

-PHILADELPHIA’S EXPERIENCE 
WITH MOTHERS’ PENSIONS 


HE movement for widows’ pen- 
sions has had numerous en- 
emies in this country, Any light 
which experience can throw upon 
its actual workings EME eLOrS has 
great value. 
For the last four years Pennsyl- 
vania has been extending financial 


‘assistance to suddenly impoverished 


widows, apparently with great suc- 
cess, and so satisfied is this State 
with its new law that the. legislature 
is now preparing to increase the ap- 
propriation for the work. 
Pennsylvania takes the stand that 
the so-called pensions granted to 
reputable widows are not charity, 
but that they are really salaries paid 
for work that has a distinct finan- 
cial value to the commonwealth— 
the training of- decent, law-abiding 
citizens. If the widow, in return 
for the eight or ten dollars a week 
she receives, ultimately presents the 
State with-one or two or three in- 


-dustrious and’well behaved men and 


women, she is regarded as having 
made a complete return for the 
money expended. 

The State necessarily becomes re- 
sponsible for destitute orphans, a 
responsibility it commonly fulfils by 
placing them in charitable. insti- 
tutions. As training schools for 
citizenship these institutions, even 
those that are most capably and 
conscientiously managed, are inade- 
quate. An institution is never a 
satisfactory substitute for a home, 
and the care of the best intentioned

managers never does forthe ‘child 
what the mother ¢an do. 

Since the State has to pay for the 
orphan’s upbringing under any cir- 
cumstances, would it not be real 
Wwisdem to pay the money to reputa- 
ble mothers, so that they may keep 
the family intact? That seems a 
simple and reasonable solution of 
the problem, though it is easy 
enough to think of circumstances 
under which the system might be 
abused, 

But the best evidence is that which 
will be furnished by the children 
themselves. If an abnormal number 
of children so cared for dev elop into 
delinquents, the mothers’ pension 
idea will naturally fall into dis- 
repute. If an unusual percentage 
into good citizens, then the 
system will gain a definite foothold. 

That is the reason w hy Pennsyl- 
vania’s experience is so valuable. 
In the last four years this State fund 
has extended aid to 722 children of 
Philadelphia, a group which fairly 
represents all the diverse types and 
races that gather in our great 
American cities. -Not a single one 
of these children has been brought 
before the Juvenile Court. 

On the moral test, these children 
of pensioned mothers have a record 
of 100 per cent, a record which 
probably few orphan asylums ean 


duplicate. .Meanwhile the amount 
of misery which they and their 
Mothers have been spared ean

Mix together flour, salt, sugar, 
nuts (eut up, not chopped), and 
baking powder, mix well, then add 
milk.

A REAL FRATERNALIST 


of Honorable Dr

HE death 
Witt CLINTON COOLMAN, 
charter member of Ravenna Coun- 


cil, No. 376, on October 4th removes 
one of the oldest members of the 
RoyaL ARCANUM, and one who 
throughout all the changes and 
vicissitudes of an unusually long 
and eventful career might well 
be described as a real fraternalist. 

Born in Ravenna, Ohio, on Febru- 
ary 16th, 1828, of thoroughbred 
Yankee stock, he left college at the 
age of 19 to become a civil engineer, 
eventually having chief control of 
the construction of a large part of 
the Atlantic and Great Western, now 
the Erie Railroad. Later as a glass 
manufacturer and as one of the 
founders of thé Second National 
Bank, he contributed much to the 
business activities of his native 
town, “where all of his years, nearly 
four score and ten, were passed, 
and where he lived a life inter- 
woven with its best and truest in- 
terests.” 

The oldest iin Odd Fellow in 
Ohio at the time of his death, a 
Mason of more than sixty years 
standing, a vestryman and choir 
member of the Episcopal Church, a 
loyal member of the democratic 
party in a strongly republican com- 
munity, frequently named for the 


highest offices, invariably meeting 


honorable defeat, but running much 
ahead of the ticket even against such 


competitors as James A, Garfield, a~ 


faithful member of the Board of 
Education,—he was always ready to 
serve his fellow men whenever op- 
portunity offered. 

As an early member of the Roya 
ARCANUM, entering at a compara- 
tively advanced age and paying as- 
sessments throughout a very long 
life, the failings of the earlier sys- 
tem of rates and the resulting re- 
adjustments bore upon him with 
unusual weight, but if he ever com- 
plained, it never reached the ears 


of the Supreme Secretary, and in the 


earlier years of his membership, be- 
fore his health became impaired, he 
shared actively in the work of Ra- 
venna Council, 

It is especially pleasant to note 
that as old age and illness came upon 
Brother Coolman, the same kind- 
ness which he had himself so freely 
given to others was repaid him by 
his nephew, 
liam H. Beebe, for many years Grand 
Treasurer of the Grand Council of 
Ohio, and still later, by Mrs. Beebe. 

Invariably courteous, kind hearted 
and helpful, energetic and useful, 
giving assistance freely when he 
could, and receiving it for himself 
when he had need of it, he lived 
through many years the life of a 
true brother of his fellow men.

FRATERNAL DIVIDENDS 


Dividends may be paid by fraternal 
societies in various ways. In old-line 
operation a dividend to the policy- 
holder represents a sum that has been 


‘ paid in excess of the cost of his insur- 


ance and, after the company has used 
it for a time, returns it with a Lady 
Bountiful air, There is a pursing of 
lips in truly smug self-satisfaction 
that such a gracious act has been done 
in a commercial world. The joke is 
en the policy holder, but he is so 
overcome with gratitude and so 
startled that he does not realize that 
there is comedy in the game. Cash 
dividends have not been a feature of 
fraternal operation, but there are cer- 
tain benefits in addition to insurance 
which fraternal societies have con- 


ferred that more than offset the mock © 


benevolence of the old-liners. Fra- 
ternal societies have not paid cash 
dividends because they have never 
collected surplus premiums, but they 


have given social privileges, relief in. 


sickness and distress, have cared for 
widows and orphans and have tur- 
nished life insurance cheaply. The 
only criticism of their methods is that 


-some of the societies started to sell 


life insurance’ too cheap, resulting in 
a grand beneficence to those who died 
early, but in disappointment to those 
who survived and were in a society 
when it faced adjustment of rates. 
The flatter, however, were paying 
vates sufficient only to buy term pro- 
tection, and they had it. Any com- 
plaints-on their part were decidedly 


in bad -taste and ‘unjust:to the society. - 


With the adoption of adequate rates 
financial evils. weregcorrected. The 
societies began to create reserves 
with which to pay mortality claims of 
the future, and the rates of contribu- 
tion were based on mortality experi- 
ence and interest earnings of accumu- 
lated funds. There were two factors 
which might cause the contributions 
to exceed reserve and mortality re- 


quirements and cause a surplus to be 


accumulated for which. a_ society 
would have no use. These were a 
more favorable mortality experience 
than that contemplated by the table 
upon which the society operated, and 
excess interest earnings on invest- 
ments. What provision was made to 
meet this contingency? 


In 1916 six American fraternal so- 
cieties, which were more than 100 per 
cent, actuarially solvent at the begin- 
ning of the year, skipped one or more 
monthly assessments. Two of these 
collected eleven payments, three col- 
lected ten, and the other collected 
nine. They had on hand all the 
money ‘necessary to- maintain the 
proper reserve on each certificate at 
the time the assessment was skipped, 
and the members received their pro- 
tection cheaper than they had ° ex- 
pected. This is the manner of paying 
fraternal dividends. The money is 
collected in surplus amounts and jug- 
gled about for a year or so before it 
is returned, It is never collected: 
the members keep the dividends in 
their pockets. This is one of the 
crowning features of the splendid plan 
of fraternal operation of today. It is 
the scheme of those who framed stat- 
utes governing fraternal societies to 
take advantage of favorable mortality 
experience and excess interest earn- 
ings. The plan is pliable; it enables 
a society to remain at even solvency 
all the time, which is illustrated by 
the record of one society which, in 
1915, skipped one assessment but went 
back to twelve in 1916. Constant con- 
templation of and experience with the 
plan of insurance by fraternal benefit 
societies increases the admiration for 
this. admirable system.

CREATING COURAGE 


OST people remember the sud- 
den loss of the three British 
cruisers Aboukir, Hague, and Cressy, 
almost. at the outbreak of the War. 
These vessels, according to the Out- 
look, carried more than two thou- 
men,—many of them from 
Portsmouth. 3 
On receipt of the news, the 
women of the city—mothers, wives, 
daughters, sisters and sweethearts— 
gathered in front of the great bulle- 
tin board where the names of the 
survivors were to be posted. The 


‘news came in slowly, but ‘the throng 


of women waited patiently all that 
night, and far into the next day. At 
length, when eighteen names had 


been posted on the bulletin board 


there came a stop, and then a double 
line showing that these were all. 
Police officers hurried forward to 
help those who might collapse under 
the strain, but there was no need of 
assistance. There was a moment of 
intense silence, and then this great 
company of women began. simply, 
but. with increasing volume to sing 
“Rule, Britannia, Britannia Rules 
the Waves.” And they carried it 
through without faltering, to the 
end. 

Most people remember the loss of 
these three eruisers as an awful 
British defeat. But in Portsmouth— 
where it hurt worse and meant 
more than if did anywhere else in 
the world, the courage of the women 
robbed death of its sting and turned 
defeat into the promise of victory.

Our Supreme, Grand and Subordinate Councils, with their 
respective officers and committees, and their interdependence, 
constitute one of the best organization plans which can be de- 
vised. If it is weak in any part, such weakness is not the fault of 
the organization but is chargeable to the indifference or lack of 
ability on the part of some temporary occupant of a position of 
honor and responsibility. Situations of that kind are best known 
to the members in Councils and localities which are thus 
handicapped. The Council elections in December will enable 
us to confer honors only upon those who will appreciate the 
responsibilities which attach to offices in our Order and will per- 
form all their duties constantly and efficiently. . To the large ma- 
jority of our officers we owe a debt of gratitude. This is especially 
true as to most of our Secretaries and Collectors who have demon- 
strated during the past year what is meant by self sacrificing 
loyalty to our Order.

ROYAL ARCANUM WINS. 
HOBART CASE ENDED. 


Bro. (?) Hobart and his wrecking 
crew have had a final quietus put 
upon them in their unwarranted and 
dastardly attack upon the Royal Ar- 
canum, After the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals had overruled 
Judge Aldrich, had declared that he 
had no right to enjoin the Royal Ar- 
canum from continuing its business or 
to appoint a receiver for it, and had 
issued a mandate directing Judge Al- 
drich to dismiss the case, Hobart and 
his public-spirited crew of legal lumi- 
naries attempted to keep their case 
in court by asking leave to bring in a 
couple of disgruntled members from 
New Hampshire as parties complain- 
ant, and they made a motion in the 
Circuit Court of Appeals to stay the 
mandate which motion was granted. 
The stay order expired about the 
middle of November and the Court of 
Appeals refused to entertain any other 
dilatory motions and a mandate has 
finally been issued to the- United 
States District Court to dismiss the 
case.

A LETTER FROM THE FRONT. 


We take pleasure in publishing the 
following interesting letter from Bro. 
Gerald Kiley, a member of Illinois 
Council, and son of our esteemed 
Grand Secretary, written to his sister. 
Bro. Kiley is with the American forces 
“somewhere in France.” 


HEADQUARTERS AMERICAN 
EXPEDITIONARY FORCES, 
OFFICE OF THE AVIATION 
OFFICER. 
Operations Department. 


Paris, October 13, 1917. 
Dear Ej;leen: 


Somewhere in France the big guns 
are booming and men are dying like 
flies but “Uncle Dudley” is still at a 
safe distance from the trenches. All 
the Americans are and will be for 
some time yet. After three months 
motoring all over France, in a style 
that would have cost thousands of 
dollars in peace time, I am now safe 
and sound in the Aviation office here, 
holding down the position of supply 
manager, with a French “poilu” at my 
command, You would be surprised to 
see the business-like way in which I 
have taken hold. The hours fly by 
and I am as interested in the work 
as if I was right at the front. There 
is much work yet to be done before 
America can take an active part in 
the real fighting and I am proud to 
be doing my bit in the meantime. 
Later on I shall fly and ‘carry on” 
to the end. 

Signs around the building like the 
following keep a man from wasting 
any time: 


“WHILE YOU ARE LOSING | 


THAT MINUTE, SIX 
MEN ARE KILLED 
AT THE FRONT. 
DON’T WASTE IT.” 


Paris is wonderfully interesting and 
I find myself liking it better every 
day. If the war should last a few 
years more, as I believe it will, and 
a piece of “eclat”’ doesn’t reach out 
and claim, me for its own, I may con- 
clude to remain here permanently. 
Am getting on fine with my French. 
Living at a “pension” where very little 
English is spoken. The French that 
I picked up around the house at home 
has been a great help to me, and I 


understand and speak the language. 


much better than the average Ameri- 
can here. My whole experience has 
been educational and I spend my 
spare time in reading over again in 
the history of France and Napoleon; 
it is most interesting to visit the 
historical places. I enjoy roaming 
around Versailles or St. Germain and 
letting my imagination run wild over 
the days when kings and queens had 
their fling and lost their heads for it. 

The Y. M. C. A. has a wonderful 
clubhouse about a block distant from 
the office and all sorts of entertain- 
ments are given there every night. I 
am avregular patron and drop into the 
canteen for a feed every evening. 
Society girls like Mrs. Vincent Astor, 
Mrs. Teddy Roosevelt, Jr., and other 
notables wait on the table, I usually 
pound the piano and lead in the “rag- 
time” singing. ’ 

It is too bad that you couldn’t ar- 
range to get over here, but it is very 
dificult to obtain a passport. Even 
officers’ wives are not allowed to come 
over. Nursing is out of the question. 
It is simply terrible. And the cost, 
too, of transportation and living here 
is of ‘course much greater than in 
peace times. 

Ran into a fellow yesterday whom 
I had met in Mexico a year ago. One 
day when I crossed the: river 
Matamoras I met this chap, who was 
a newspaper man from New York. He 
was on his way to Mexico City, and 
when we shook hands at parting he 
laughingly said, “Meet you in France 
next year.”

There is no telling where I may. 


be a month from now. May still be 
occupying my desk here, or [ may be 
in Egypt—or Italy. We are sending 
men there now for training under the 
British and Italians; 
never tell. : 

Aviation is the only branch of the 
service to be in. The sensation of 
flying is simply great. I went up for 
my first ride in a Nieuport “machine 
de chasse.” They are the fast fight- 
ing machines, small of plane and ca- 
pable of going 140 miles an hour. Talk 
about speed. You travel so fast that 
you can’t even open your mouth, The 
only way to communicate with one 
another ts by sign language. Ordi- 
narily only one man rides in a chasse 
plane, but this particular machine is 
used for training purposes, and is 
equipped with a double control so 
that the ‘student can put his hands 
on the controls and feel what ever 
moves the pilot makes. I had an aw- 
ful sinking feeling when the motor 
started to roar, but after getting under 
way everything was fine. When we 
got up a thousand feet I handled the 
machine. It is comparatively easy 
work but requires a steady nerve. The 
different tricks of course are difficult 
and dangerous. The thing to do is 
to go up high enough so that if you 
happen to get a fall you may have a 
chance to catch yourself. Before you 
are allowed to fly at the front you 
must be an expert in all the tricks 
and know how to make your machine 
fall so as to give the impression that 
you have been shot, and then catch 
yourself and escape. When we made 
a “nose drive,” I thought we were 
gone and made up my mind that 1 
was all through. i 
straight down at a terific pace, and 
then, when I thought it was all up, 
the old machine straightened out and 
swooped down “like a bird, landing 
safely on terra firma. In the small 
machines you have to drop suddenly 
‘so that the machine will have sufh- 
cient momentum to land. Most of 
the accidents happen when landing. 
I had a fur-lined coat on but was ter- 
ribly cold. ey 

The new outfits we are getting are 
wired and heated by electricity, The 
gloves and shoes are wired too.. A 
plug connects the outfit to a small 
wind motor, and an asbestos lining 
keeps -you from burning to death. 
Guess the Germans first used it. 

Would be tickled to get some of the 
knitted goods you offer. I think I 
could use to great advantage a. pair 
of sleeping sox or shoes to wear in 
bed. We have regular helmets of 
course. and I don’t think another 
would be allowed.

CONTAIN NO WHEAT FLOUR

have desired for some time 
that real “war breads,” containing 
no wheat flour, might come into 
daily use in the household. It does 
not appear, from the latest reports 
from. Washington, that the saving 
of wheat flour, so far, has been suf- 
ficient to meet requirements. 
more concerted effort in this direc- 
tion is necessary, and, although 
there should be no hysterical action, 
no extreme in conserving white 
flour, more must be saved in every 
kitchen in the country, if America 
is to succeed in feeding her Allies,

The following recipes for this 
ereater result contain no wheat 
flour, and in the first, the use of 
and milk avoided. The 
bread in each case is as crisp when 
warmed up the second or third day. 
The recipes, from an old cook book, 
privately printed in New Orleans, 
are here given: 


CORN PONE 


{ pint corn meal, 
14 tegspoonful salt. 
aspoonful lard. 
aspoonful baking powder. 
1 pint boiling water. 

Scald the meal with the lard and 
salt in it. When cold, add the bak- 
ing powder. Make into small cakes 
and bake in a very hot oven or fry- 
ing pan.

CORN DODGERS 
{1 pint corn meal. 
{ tablespoonful lard. 
1 teaspoonful salt. 
teaspoonful baking -powder. 
1 egg. 
4 cup milk. 
1 cup boiling water. 

Mix the salt, lard and meal with 
the boiling water. When cold, add 
the whipped yolk of the egg, the 
baking powder and milk, Beat well. 
Whip the white of egg and add to 
the batter. Drop the batter on a 
greased pan, like cakes, and bake in 
a hot oven. 


BATTER BREAD 
1 pint corn meal, 
1 pint milk, 
2 eggs, whites and yolks beaten 
separately. 
| tablespoontful butter. 
1 teaspoonful salt. 
1 teaspoonful baking powder. 

2 cups boiling water. 

Seald the meal with two cups of 
boiling water. When cold, add the 
yolks of milk, salt, baking 
powder and butter, and finally the 
whites of eggs. Bake about twenty 
minutes in a hot oven. The batter 
in the pan should not be much more

cieties be requested to adopt similar resolutions, urge their mem- 
bers and each one in their families to register in their respective 
districts and pledge cooperation; that a short talk-on food con- 
servation be made at each meeting by a selected speaker: that ref- 
erence in the form of a slogan be inserted in each official letter and 
notice sent out; that each society, through its lodges or Councils, 
organize its members and their,households in this great cause. 


3 THE AMERICAN PLAN 


In Europe, the people are controlled by food dictators, who 
by authority of law determine the amount and character of food 
used in each household. Their needs have compelled such pro- 
cedure. Our Government is seeking the voluntary cooperation of 
every man, woman and child to the end that we shall “eat 
plenty, wisely, without waste,” and thereby save our people from 
the necessity of food dictatorship and enable us to feed our Allies 
and supply our soldiers with an abundance of everything they re- 
quire. Mr. Hoover pertinently says: “ We must enter a period of 
sacrifice for our country and democracy. Many must go into bat- 
tle and many can only remain at home; the world’s food supply is. 
short and many must suffer. We have the major burden of feed- 
ing the whole world. Those who remain at home can also help 
and can ‘fight by helping the fighter fight’ and can ‘serve by 
saving.’ Since food will decide the war, each American woman 
can do a real national service by protecting the food supply of 
the nation.” Our brethren in Canada will greatly appreciate our

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THE 5,000 NEW MEMBERS 


HE Supreme Regent's “Big 
Drive” has been a most em- 
phatic success. It did not result in 
5,000 initiations, but none the less 
it produced much more than “5,000 
new members,” in the most real 
sense of that term. 

What is amember? According to 
the dictionary it is “an integral 
part of a body, having a distinct 
function.”

The righteousness 
and efficiency of representative government will be strikingly 
demonstrated to all Nations and all peoples; the last of the old 
regime, clinging to the threadbare past will be compelled to give 
way and to accept new conditions and new methods which will 
make for the mental, moral and physical betterment of all, even 
those who reluctantly submit and accept the new order of things. 


Uniformed missionaries from the western continent will carry the 


gospel of freedom to the oppressed of Central Europe who are 
bearing the terrible burden of autocratic misrule. It will be forced 
upon them, but conquest will mean liberty and opportunity for 
the conquered. 

The Fraternal Beneficiary Societies will have new and larger 
opportunities for service. Much good work has alrezdy been 
done by them. Their local, state and national organizations are 
equipped to reach the people promptly and effectively in regard 
to any needs.or desires of our Governments.

MORE FROM THE FRONT 


We present herewith letters from 
two members of Champlain Council 
who are serving their country like 
thousands of other members of the 
Royal Arcanum: 


Camp Grant, Nov. 3, 1917. 
Champlain Council, 
o. 1674, R. A, 


Dear Secretary and Brothers: 


Your letter; package and good old reliable 
Hustler received. Want to express my sincere 
thanks to all the brothers for their kind re- 
membrance in sending the package, also for 
the well wishes expressed in letter received. 
The Hustler was just as welcome as it is at 
home, for it always carries an item or two of 
good cheer and want to thank you for send- 
ing it. 

I have been feeling fine since coming out 
pers and hope all the brothers are well and 
appy. “ 

Have been here four weeks now and find 
conditions far better than-I expected before 
coming out, f 

I heard so much about the quality and scar- 
city of food served here before arriving in 
Camp that I was beginning to think that Uncle 
Sam was pretty hard on his boys and that 
they were suffering a lot of hardships. I soon 
convinced myself that these rumors were. base- 
less and came from no reliable source, presum- 
ably from parties who were probably at some 
time disciplined for bad behavior, 

Here are some plain facts as I have found 
out during my stay here. The food is good, 
clean, nourishing and plenty of it; of course, 
you can’t expect the luxuries of home and 
when you take into consideration the vast 
army of men Uncle Sam is feeding three 
times a day, you can soon realize what a won- 
derful task is being accomplished. Our sleep- 
ing quarters are well lighted, must be kept 
clean and sanitary and are well ventilated; all 


windows are thrown open and kept open all — 


night; this is wonderfully healthy and I enjoy 
it very much. Some of the boys, however, 


register a kick on cold nights, finding it hard 


to get accustomed to this new life. 

The exercise and drilling I find to be ex- 
cellent training and enjoy it immensely, all in 
the crisp, fresh, open air; very invigorating, 
indeed, and the best thing in the world for 
any man. I would advise any man who is in 
poor health or run down to join the army. 
Tt is the quickest road to health. 
foot need apply, however; there is no» room 
for him. Uncle Sam wants men with a. back- 
bone and the right kind of spirit. 

You have to be on the second for every for- 
mation, no excuses are tolerated. If you are 
not there, you are the one to suffer. Kitchen 
duty on Sundays are the penalties you pay if 
you are late for any formation. No, I’ve 
been pretty lucky so far, and have escaped 
dishing out the coffee and beans on Sundays. 
There is one thing I would advise some of 
the wives: if their husbands are night owls 


_or afraid to wrinse a cup, insist that your hus- 


bands join the army. We get the experience 
of general housekeeping here. Yes, it’s com- 
pulsory, too. Here are some of the things we 
have learned to do: 
floors, darn socks, mend clothes and sew on 
buttons. Yes, and early to bed and early to 
rise. 
- This is a great life and the longer you stay 
the better you like it, The slogan out here 
is “You'll like it.” This is the first greeting 
the rookies get when they land here; them 
pee the words that greeted us on our arrival 
ere. 3 

The officers treat the boys civil and if you 
show_your sttperiors the proper courtesy you 
have no trouble. The spirit of loyalty and 
patriotism is manifest all over the camp here 
and the ambition of the boys almost to a unit 
is to down the kaiser and his tyrannical power, 
and until this is accomplished there shall be 
no peace. The boys all realize this is some 
job before them, for the kaiser has shown such 
stubborn resistance. and still retains a fot of 
power, but this is gradually waning and all 
that is needed is the sight of the Stars and 
Stripes and the spirit of Uncle Sam’s boys, 
showing that we mean business. Such senti- 
ment can be seen in the hearts of the boys 
here, and they are putting forth their best 


- efforts to get into trim and enter. the fray. 


Was glad to get the addresses of some of the 
other Champlain boys who are serving their 
country and will, drop them a line, I know 
how good it feels to hear from someone when 
you are away from your loved ones, 

I had to leave my wife and home, for Uncle 
Sam called me, so I responded like the every 
other true American boy would and has done. 

It sure was nice of the brothers of Cham- 
plain to send that package. About every 99 
out of every 100 boys out. here smoke. Guess 
I am the hundredth one, for I dont’ use to- 
bacco in. any form. I distributed it among the 
boys and gladdened their hearts with the smok- 
ing. The chewing gum I use, and every stick 
I chew will remind me ot the boys of my 
Council. Any time any of the brothers are 
visiting in Camp Grant, wish they would look 
me up. It sure would be a pleasure to see 
any or all of them. Wish I could attend some 
of the meetings, but this being impossible, am 
using this medium of wishing the Champlain 
Council, 1674, success and progress in all its 
branches and to all its members who are my 
brothers I wish health, wealth and prosperity 
and renéwed energy to redouble their efforts 
to make Champlain Council, No. 1674, one of 
the biggest Councils and help make the Royal 
Arcanum the most powerful organization in 
the world. We can’t all shoulder a gun, but 
you can do your bit by urging your friend 
or fellow man to join the Royal Arcanum and 
in this way protect his family and lift a big 
burden off the government. k

_ Phe weather out here is about the same as 
it is in Chicago, according to your letter dated 
September 24, 1917 (raining most of the-time). 
We fellows have to wade in it like a hunter 
after ducks. ; 


I cannot say of our whereabouts im France, 
but the country is grand; the people in the 
city are so different from.our ways, of the 
folks from home. 


I will close this letter giving my best re- 
gards to all of my friends back at home,

OUR HUNGRY NEIGHBORS 


AVE you ever been really 
hungry? Of course, occa- 
sionally it may seem an awfully. 
long time to dinner, or you may, 
perhaps, have missed a meal now 
and then. Indeed, it is even possi- 
ble that two years ago when you 
had a stomach upset you had to fast 
for twenty-four hours. But,.all of 
these things put together are not 
enough to give even a faint idea of 
what is really meant by “ hunger.” 

That is why you ought to be in- 
terested in everything that concerns 
Right at this 
moment a good many people are 
hungry. It is not merely that they 
have a keen appetite or that they 
have done enough work to give a 
little extra zest for the next meal, 
but they are plainly and simply 
down-right hungry. © 

Moreover, they are everywhere. 
Even in this Country, perhaps, 
within a few rods from you, and 
certainly within a few miles there . 
arc men and women and little chil- 
dren who are not getting enough to 
eat, and only a _ short distance 
away,—for the war is making us all 
neighbors,—there are thousands of 
people literally starving to death: 
” either, 
but good, honest people, as good as 
you are yourself, and as deserving 
of help as you would be if without 
any fault of your own, you and your 
own family were in the same plight. 

These biting, hungry facts ought 
to give a sharp point to the regula- 
tions of the Food Administrator. If 
it seems foolish routine without 
any real point to it, the explanation 
is ‘simply that you have not yet 
opened your eyes to what is going 
on around you. 

It is worth your while to think 
about it for at least a solid minute, 
and then read again the regulations 
which the Food Administrator is 
asking all the fraternal papers to 
publish again for the benefit of 
those who, if they mean what they 
say, ought to be most ready to put 
themselves out a little for the sake 
of their brothers. j 

The paragraphs recommended by 
the Food Administrator are as fol- 
lows :— 

“OnE WHEATLESS day each week 
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and one WHEATLESS Mrat-each day; 
the wheatless day to be Wednesday. 
By. wheatless we mean to eat no 
wheat products. 

“One Mpatiess. day each week 
which shall be Tuesday and one 
meatless meal each day. By meat- 
less we mean to eat no red meat— 
beef, pork, mutton, veal, lamb; no 
preserved meat—beef, bacon, ham 
or lard. 

“One PorkLEss day each week in 
addition to Tuesday, which shall be 
Saturday. By porkless we mean no 
fresh or salted pork, bacon, lard or 
ham, 

“ SuGar,—You can materially re- 
duce sugar by reducing the use of 
candy and sweet drinks. We will 


make every endeavor to see that the 


country is provided with a supply of 
household sugar on the basis of 
three pounds of sugar for each per- 
per month. Do not eonsume 
more, 
a ap not limit your supplies of 
< and table butter, but consume 
all. Don’t waste any. 
“Remember the gospel of the 
clean plate, the serving of small 
portions, the purchase of less 
supplies,”

HE United States Government is 

spending a good many dollars 

getting these three letters stamped 
on the public mind. 

Of course you know what they 
are, but do not all speak at once,— 
War SAVING STAMPS, 

In this way your Uncle 
plans ‘to get the attention and inter- 
est of those capitalists among us, 
whose fiscal operations are usually 
limited to about twenty-five cents 
at one time, The good fraternalist 
is exhorted by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to talk about these stamps 
to his neighbors, and, perhaps on a 
pinch even to buy some for himself. 

You are supposed to begin with a 
twenty-five cent stamp. At the time 
you buy it, the Postmaster or such 
other philanthropist as may sell it 


to you, is supposed to give you a 
card; —~a. Thrift. - Gard; with 
spaces for sixteen of these stamps. 


The card, however, comes only with 
the first stamp you buy, and then, as 
you are able, you buy additional 
stamps until you have sixteen of 
them which will fill up all the spaces 
on the eard, 

Having saved up all this money, 
you may either go to the Post-office 
or toa bank, and on giving up your 
card, with the sixteen stamps on it 
and twelve cents in money, you will 
receive a War Saving Certificate. 


You: are supposed to take it home | 


and keep it until January 1st, 1923; 
when our kind Government will 
buy it back from you for five dollars, 
making a profit of $.88 for you, as 
well as a fine opportunity to show 
your practical patriotism.

Those who come in in March will 
have to pay fourteen cents; the 
April crop will cost fifteen cents and 
so it goes increasing a cent with 
each month until those who invest 
in December will have to pay $4.23. 

One cannot lose on these Certi- 
ficates, because if you find that you 
absolutely must spend your money, 
the Government will give you back 
whatever you have paid in, plus one 
penny for each month that it has 
had the use of your investment. For 
example: Suppose you invest $4.12 
in January as already pointed out 
with the expectation of getting 
$5.00 in 1923, and suppose further 
that in December, 1919, you become 
infatuated with a Victrola, and re- 
solve to have it even at the cost of 
giving up all your savings, in that 
case, you can take your War Saving 
Certificate to the Post-office and 


since you will have had it twenty- - 


three months, the Government will 
allow you a profit-of twenty-three 
cents on it and pay you $4.35, 

- It all seems very small and in- 
significant, but the English Govern- 
ment has raised hundreds of 
millions of dollars in this manner. 
Moreover, it is a real chance to do 
something to help win the war. 
That is something towards which 
we must all help, 


The million dollar people must 


pay their share. But, those of us, 
who have less than a million are 
equally bound to make our contri- 
butions also. If we cannot give 
more than twenty-five cents, let us, 
at least, give that. The Govern- 
ment has provided the way and has 
spent a large amount of money to 
explain it to the public. It only 


remains for us to come across with 


the quarters.

SUCCESSFULLY ENDED 


N January 25th, Honorable 
CLARENCE HALE, United States 
District Judge, sitting at Boston, 
entered a final decree dismissing the 
action brought against the Roya. 
ARcANUM by Arthur F. Cummings 
and others, and directing that the 
plaintiffs be required to pay the 
costs. 

The case came before the Court on 
the defendant’s motion to dismiss, 
and was argued at considerable 
length on January 9th, by the plain- 
tiffs attorneys, and by our General 
Counsel, Howarp C. WiacGins. The 
Court took several days to examine 
the questions presented, and then 
rendered a long and careful opin- 
ion, sustaining practically all of 
the points advanced by BrorHEerR 
WIGGINS. 

It is interesting to note that most 
of the newspapers which featured in 
large type, the beginning of this 
lawsuit, thus proved to have been 
without foundation, did not have 
space for more than the barest men- 
tion of the fact that it had been dis- 
missed.

LETTER FROM “AVIATOR 
MAC CRACKEN 
RICH FIELD AERO, U. S. A. 


Detachment Flying Cadets, 
Waco, Texas, Dec. 26, 1917. 


Dear Brothers of Garden City Caoun., No. 202. 


Your Christmas package was the first to 
arrive in the camp and was much appreciated 
by myself and the fellows who were lucky 
enough to get a chance at it. 


There are 135 flying cadets here and they 
come from ali parts of the country. They 
have had their ground school work at one of 
the following Universities or Institutes: 
Boston Tech, Princeton, University of Texas, 
Georgia Tech, and University of Illinois. 
There are 21 of us from the U, of I. . 


Our camp is about three miles from the 
city of Waco. We get in there every Satur- 
day night and Sunday. At all other times 
we are either on the job or in quarters. We 
get up at 5:45 and are on the go until taps 
at ten. From now on we will be out on the 
flying field four hours a day. Of course that 
does not mean we will fly all the time. Cadets 
are not allowed to fly more than forty-five 
minutes in any one day. 
them here have been up that long. 


“We live in long wooden barracks which are 
very comfortable as barracks go but they are 
not like the LaSalle Hotel or home. We have 
our own mess and that, too, does not com- 
pare favorably with the cuisine at either of 
the aforesaid places. Still, it is pretty good 
for army chuck. One great thing about this 
war is that it teaches those of us who-are in 
it that what we thought were necessities were 
after all only luxuries. I guess that every- 
one is finding that out, or will sooner or later, 


I suppose the thing that would interest you 
most would bé to hear about my first flight. 
As it only occurred this morning it is still 
very fresh in my mind, The morning was 
grey and the clouds were quite low, in fact, 
too low for real flying, Owur instructor called 
his men together and gave us a little talk and 
then the first man climbed into the pilot’s 
seat and the instructor took the observor’s seat 
in front of his pupil. He did not have any 
sand bag or pipe to knock us out with in case 
one of us froze to the controls. The mechan- 
ics headed the ship into the wind, started the 
engine, and after 
were off. They were about ten minutes and 
then it was my turn. 

This letter was started Saturday, December 
22nd. It is now Thursday, the 27th, so you 
see the recollections of my first flight are not 
so vivid, but interruptions do come, and so 
we put up with them. We started off over 
the ground headed into the wind at good 
speed. I was conscious that the tail of the 
machine had lifted and the next thing T knew 
we were well above the earth. There was a 
rush of air, a good deal of vibration and 
noise but no rolling or tossing, though the 
air was somewhat bumpy, due to the fact that 
the wind was puffy, We circled the field 
twice, at an altitute of about three hundred 
and then came down. The 
clouds were low and heavy, so we did not 
try to get above them, When the instructor 
throttled down the motor to make the landing, 
I felt a sinking feeling such as I have often 
experienced when an elevator starts down 
rapidly; otherwise there was no feeling that 
was unpleasant. The ride was exhilarating 
and left a decided taste for more, 

I’ was up again Monday and this time I 
had the controls after we got up aways. We 
flew for nearly half an hour in a sixty-five 
mile wind, When it was behind us we went 
over the ground in less time than no time, 
and when we headed into it, we seemed to 
be standing still. But I only noticed this 
when [I looked down at the ground, Things 
look very different from up in the air, but 
they are easily distinguishable. _ 

Christmas eve we went into Waco and at- 
tended a dance. Christmas day I spent in a 
law“ office dictating to a dictagraph. It 
seemed sort of homelike or rather natural 
like to be around the old law books and papers 
once again. I am sure.that I enjoyed it more 
than some of the fellows who hung around the 
hotel and saw a punk show in the afternoon. 

The’ packages poured in thick and fast for 
three or four days and it is a wonder we are 
not all sick. I guess this flying game must 
tend towards strong digestive apparatus even 
if the insurance companiés do regard it as 


‘a .poor risk. 


Well, I suppose that if Bill Johnston ever 
deciphers this he will read it to you on in- 
stallation night. I know how much there is 


to attend to on that'evening so IT wil not wan- «

BUSINESS AS USUAL 


& the early days of the great war, 

when things were just begin- 
ning to be a bit disarranged, some of 
the large English stores sought to 
make a slogan of ‘Business as 
Usual.” They posted this motto 
everywhere. Then, when they be- 
gan to get wiser, they took it down. 

A great war does not work that 
way. Within less than nine months 
we ourselves have already seen a 
breakdown of railway transporta- 
tion, a sugar shortage, a coal famine, 
price regulations, and the begin- 
nings of a dozen other equally 
sreat changes. In times past, hard 
things have been said about the man 
who would botanize on his mother’s 
grave,—but such a botanist would 
be a miracle of sentiment and good 
judgment compared with the people 
who in these moments of cosmic 
travail, talk about. “business as 
usual,” -as an excuse.for extrav- 
agance and luxury. 

The Treasury Department has 
asked all the fraternal papers to 
point out how absurd and wicked 
this sort of talk really is. “ This 
war,’ says the Department, “the 
greatest of all, is greatest especially 
in its cost. Each week it costs as 
much as did the entire Boer War; 
each month as much as the éuibige 
Russo-Japanese War; ‘each two 
months as much as the entire Civil 
War, which hitherto has held the 
record.” 

In view of this cost, the Treasury 

Department concludes,—* Never be- 
fore in history has an understanding 
of the simple principles of econom- 
ics been so sorely needed.” 
' You cannot eat your cake and 
have it, too. That is one of the 
sorely needed principles of econom- 
ics. You cannot eat your cake and 
still give if to any one else, not 
even to the government. That is 
another much needed principle of 
economics, 

For example, says the Treasury 
Department: “If I buy Government 
securities by giving up the purchase 
of a pleasure automobile, the Gov- 
ernment can buy a military truck 
with the same money, and the labor 
and capital which would have made 
the pleasure car’ for me will make 
the truck for the Army imstead.. - 
That is the right way. 

“The wrong method is employed 
if I insist upon buying that pleasure 
car and so can buy the Government 
securities only by borrowing money 
ata bank. I have sacrificed nothing 
out of current-money income. This 
‘deposit’ provides purchasing power 
without providing or releasing any- 
thing to be purchased. The result 
is that instead of labor and capital 
turning from the making of pleas- 
ure cars to the making of motor 
trucks they are called upon to make 
both. I give the Government my 
check to buy the truck, but at the 
same time I enter. the market to 


prevent the Government from 
getting it. In short, the public, by 
its paper subscriptions, appears 


generous to its Government, but is 
selfishly refusing to make the actual 
sacrifice. : 

“The prineiple is a broad one. If 
we give up nonessentials to buy 
Government securities, we allow the

Equally significant is the declaration of Commissioners 
Hardison and Mansfield and Superintendent of Insurance Phillips 
in their official memorandum adopting the above rcport wherein 
they say: 

“In adopting this report it seems to us fitting that brief 
comment be made upon the rate situation, which may be taken 
as typical of the position in which some other large fraternals 
have found themselves and hence not peculiar to the Royal 
Arcanum. It results from the inadequate rates which have 
been charged for what the members assume to be whole life 
insurance. The necessity for re-rating, for which the laws of 


many of the States provide, naturally followed. Re-rating, or 
calling for increased contributions, is one of the distinct privi- | 


leges of fraternal societies which distinguish them from old- 
line life insurance companies. The latter must abide by the 
premiums fixed by the policy, but the fraternal, as a general 
rule, may call upon its members to make extra contributions 
if the funds in hand are not sufficient to meet the obligations. 

“This distinction too often appears to make no impres- 
sion upon the members. They too often seem to think that the 
society is something apart from themselves, and that it makes 
an insurance contract which it must fulfil withont any-obliga- 
tion on their part to pay more for that contract than the 
original charge, although that contribution, after a few years, 
may be wholly inadequate. They lose sight of the fact that 
upon joining a society they become in effect insurers of others 
as well as become insured by others. The lesson that the ex- 
perience of fraternals has been teaching for many years has 
not been fully learned, namely, that if each member pays only 
the current cost of his insurance when he is young he will have 
to pay a greater current cost when older and a much greater 
current cost when very old. This, however, is the clear teach- 
ing of fraternal experience and the logic of mortality tables. 
Funds must be provided to pay the claims if the insurance is 
to continue, and the only source of those funds is the con- 
tributions of members with interest thereon. 

“Jt is a recognition of these facts that has caused fra- 
ternal leaders and managers to attempt of late years to devise 
and adopt means for obviating the necessity of changing rates 
at frequent Intervals. They see that for whole life insurance 
adequate level rates are necessary in fraternals as well as in 
old-line companies, since increasing rates, while favorable in 

the youngersages, become a source of dissatisfaction, if they 
do not become prohibitive, in the older ages. 

“ But these re-ratings of old societies are always attended 
by friction. Persons ignorant of insurance principles are 
found in the membership. They sometimes make trouble. 

They inflict damage. . They ignore the fact that it is no trifling 
thing to interfere with the operation of a society like the 
Arcanum, with 175,000 members who are carrying over 
$300,000,000 of insurance by mutual agreement with each 
other, and are trying to devise means to render certain the 
payment of these obligations as they mature, no matter how 
far in the future. 

“The Massachusetts statute was well designed to protect 
the membership having insurance rights in such a society from 
attacks which might be made by dissatisfied members such as 
ean be found in any body of considerable size. Many other 
States have a similar statute enacted for the same purpose. 
These statutes control the situation as far as the courts of 
those States are concerned. This examination has not dis- 
closed any justification for proceedings for- the dissolution of 
the society under the statue of Massachusetts or ~nder similar 
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statutes of any other State, and in the opinion of the officials 
making this examination there are no justifiable grounds for 
them to apply for the appointment of a receiver by any court.

Bonbs 


“The bonds owned by the society were carefully exam- 
ined. They consist of municipal and railroad securities, the 
book value of which amounted to $3,388,549.89 on the date of 
this examination. In valuing these securities we have en- 
deavored to make due allowance for the peculiar financial con- 
ditions existing on Sept. 30, 1917, and which had existed for a 
considerable period prior thereto, and which still exist. We 
find the total market value thereof to be $2,952,575, and the 
excess in book value over this amount has been deducted as an 
asset not admitted. 


SETTLEMENT OF DEATH CLAIMS 


“ All death claims paid during the nine months ending 
Sept. 30, 1917, were verified by means of the canceled checks 
on file. Claim papers in several hundred cases were examined 
and found in order. Just claims are paid promptly. Doubt- 
ful claims are subjected to necessary scrutiny and investiga- 
tion. Fraudnlent claims are contested, yet the management 
is not inclined toward litigation. 

Cost or MANAGEMENT 


“ During 1916 the expenses of management of the society 
were 2.98 per cent of the total income,—a ratio which is con- 
siderably less than the average ratio of fraternal benefit so- 
cieties, as shown in the Sravistieal tables in the 1917 Connec- 
ticut Insurance Department report. 

REVENUE TO GENERAL FUND 

“ Notwithstanding the low cost of management, the so- 
ciety’s General Fund is being depleted. There is collected 
from each member $1.20 per year, which, together with other 
items of income credited to the Expense Fund, produced the 
sum of $256,217.24 in the year 1916. We find, however, that 
the cost of management during thé same year amounted to 
$263,688.82. It is obvious, therefore, that steps must be taken 
soon to provide funds sufficient to meet the maintenance ex- 
penses of the society, which are bound to increase in common 
with the cost of operating all classes of business.” 

DIsTURBANCES FOLLOWING THE RECENT RE-RATING

This part of the report is given principally to a consideration 
of the technical aspects of the 1916 readjustment, to the mortality 
tables based upon the Order’s experience which became the 
standard for the new rates, to a description of the Order’s several 
benefit certificates, and to a valuation of the outstanding insur- 
ance as of September 30,1917. — ko 

~ In connection with a table compiled by the actuaries showing 
the termination of insurance by lapse during the first nine months 
of 1917, the report says: : 

“Tt is interesting to note, however, the effect that an ad- 
verse agitation had upon the membership. In April, 1917, 
when an unsuccessful attempt was begun for the appointment 
of a permanent receiver, lapses increased from the expected 
amount of about $4,000,000 to over $6,000,000. An inspection 
of the following table will show that the increase in lapse rate 
in this month is apparently the only one to disturb the dimin- 
ishing monthly sequence. It is fair to conclude that the 
bringing of this suit against the Order, and the publicity given 
to it, resulted in am immediate loss in membership, amounting 
on more than one thousand certificates to $2,000,000 of in- 
surance, and a further indeterminate loss in following 
months. Too much importance cannot be given the fact that 
adverse legal proceedings have a disastrous effect upon any 
fraternal society.

“Mhis table peculiarly illustrates the actual conditions 
during and following this 1916 change in rating. It is sig- 
nificant at this time as it shows a rapidly decreasing lapse 
rate, which in. turn indicates renewed confidence in the society 
and augurs well for the future of the Order. It is essential, 
however, that new members enter the society to take the place 
of those whose benefit has been terminated.” 

The actuaries present a table showing a reduction in the out- 
standing Half-Cash liens from over $4,100,000 accumulated against 
a face value of $42,349,000 of insurance in 1912, to $1,307,006 
against a face value of $4,478,500 at the close of September, 1917. 
They contend, as the Order’s officials also for some years have con- 
tended, that the Half-Cash plan has entailed serious losses: upon 
the Order, but in the light of the table above referred to draw the 
conclusion: “It seems evident, therefore, that the problem of the 
Half-Cash method of payment is rapidly being solved.” — . 

“Tt is self eyident that as the accumulated lien.increases 
the amount of benefit decreases. This fact, while known in 
general to members- paying under this plan, is definitely 
brought to your attention by Exhibit 7, hereinafter shown. 
The possible duration before the lien exceeds the face of the 
certificate has been calculated upon the basis of assessments 
actually charged and the rate of interest provided by the by- 
laws. This exhibit should be of value to members at large, as 
present and future equities can be approximately determined 
by reference thereto.

Four Well Attended and Enthusiastic 
Meetings Held, Resulting in Appli- 
cations Being Signed 


Se Regent C. Arch Wil- 

liams was the honored guest of 
the New Jersey Arcanians at four big 
meetings during February. He was 
attended at each of the gatherings 
by Grand Regent James F. Grealey 
and members of his official staff. 
All of the meetings were open to the 
public, and the Supreme Regent’s 
arguments on behalf of the Order 
were of such a convincing nature 
that six applications have already 
been received from non-members 
who were in attendance, and several 
others are about ready to be signed.

FACTS WORTH REMEMBERING 


The Royal Arcanum will complete 
forty-one years of honest, effective 
and intelligent fraternal endeavor in 
June of. this year, In years it is 
among the oldest of fraternal benefit 
societies; in the total amount of ben- 
efits paid it stands second among 
some two hundred kindred organiza- 
tions, having distributed to the bene- 
ficiaries of its deceased members, in 
round figures, two hundred million 
dollars; in economy of management 
it has no superiors and few. equals, 
expending only about 2% per cent 
of its receipts for operating expenses; 
in rate matters it was among the first 
to recognize the fact that any insur- 
ance organization, in order to exist, 


“must collect from each member the 


cost of his protection, and that ade- 
quate rates are the only basis on 
which a society like ours can do bus- 
iness and hope to endure; in frater- 
nity it points with pride and satisfac- 
tion to the fact that it numbers 
among its members some of the most 
ftepresentative citizens in every com- 
munity, and that these members re- 
spond to the fraternal impulses which 
prompt men to minister to the sick, 
to help the needy, to lift the fallen, 
to comfort the afflicted, to tolerate 
each other’s views, to respect each 
other’s feelings, to regard each other’s 
rights and to exemplify and practice 
those virtues which should determine 
the conduct of friend to friend; and 
in patriotism it yields to no_ other so- 
ciety, fraternal or otherwise, for its 
members are backing the Stars and 
Stripes with their time, their effort, 
their means, their services and théir 
very lives. 

Let us now advert to a few con- 
crete facts, some of which recent 
events have emphasized. 

1. In the year 1917 we added $850,- 
000 to our Emergency fund, which 
has been invested in first class securi- 
ties, and the Executive Committee, at 
its last meeting on February 7 and 8, 
authorized the transfer of another 
$200,000. to the Emergency fund, 
which will also be safely invested. 
This surely indicates a healthy and 
flourishing financial condition. 

2. A joint examination and valua- 


tion of the Royal Arcanum recently |. 


made by the Insurance Departments 
of New. York, Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut which was of a most thor- 
ough and searching character, and in 
which the real estate owned by the 
Order, the cash in the General fund 
and the half cash liens were elimi- 
nated and excluded from the assets, 
shows that we are more than 99 per 
cent solvent, and the inclusion of the 
above assets would make us about 
102 per cent solvent. 

3. The Royal Arcanum’s march 
toward the goal of adequacy and per- 
manency has been hindered and im- 
peded by enemies both within and 
without the Order, who have thrown 
every possible legal obstacle in its 
path. It is therefore a fact in which 
we should all greatly rejoice that with 
the recent dismissal of the Cummings 
and Upstone case in Boston we have 
come out victorious in every attack 
made upon us in the courts, and have 
made law of inestimable value to the 
fraternal system 
powers of fraternal beneficiary socie- 
ties, under certain’ conditions, to 
change and increase their rates. 

4, The actual rates of mortality 
among our members in recent months 
have been less or lower than the mor- 
tality rates on. which our present 
rates of paynvent were predicated, 
which indicates the absolute adequacy 
of these rates of payment. 

5. Activity is being revived through- 
out the Order. Many large and en- 
thusiastic meetings are being held 
and classes of new members are be- 
ing initiated. We have one hundred 
fifty thousand loyal members and in 
this great army are thousands of able, 
energetic workers who will continue 
to hold aloft our splendid banner of 
fraternity. 

As members of this great organiz- 
ation our opportunities for service 
are many and our duties are clear and

on the rights and 
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imperative. We have today a better 
and stronger Royal Arcanum than 
ever before. We can today with a 
feeling of absolute assurance say to 
our friends that we jare inviting them 
into a safe and sotnd organization, 
an organization commercially, actu- 
arily, legally and fraternally solvent. 
But we must have new nrembers, for 
no institution can stand still and long 
survive. Illinois has always done her 
share of the work. She has usually 
been a leader in activity among her 
sister jurisdictions, and must main- 
tain that position of leadership. Let 
us then get away from talking rates 
and litigation, except as an argument 
for securing new members, and talk 
fraternity and home protection! Let 
us relight the fires of enthusiasm, re- 
vive the spirit of activity and by our 
deeds prove our loyalty to and love 
for our great fraternity.

Brother 
Williams spoke of the gratifying evidences of loyalty, increasing inter- 
est and activity in our fraternity, as shown by the large audiences which 
greeted him in New York, New Jersey, Maryland and Wisconsin, and 


other places where he spoke. 


He emphasized the fact that our Order 


had come out victorious in all its litigations involving the question of 
rates, and had successfully repelled the dastardly attacks recently made 
upon its financial integrity by various hostile interests in the City of 


Boston. 


He further conveyed the gratifying information that a most 


thorough and searching examination and valuation of our Order's 
financial condition recently made under the direction of the Insurance 
Departments of Massachusetts, New York and Connecticut, in which 
valuation certain assets owned by the Royal Arcanum, such as real 
estate and half cash liens, had been omitted from the list of assets, 
showed the Royal Arcanum to be more than 99 per cent solvent, and 
that if the omitted assets had been included (where they rightfully 
belonged) our condition of solvency would have been about 101.5 per 


cent. 


He also called attention to the fact that at the last session of 


the Executive Committee held in New York City, on February 8th 
and 9th, the investment of the further sum of $200,000 as part of the 
emergency fund was authorized, and in view of this most gratifying 
condition of affairs he urged renewed and greater activity on the part 


of the Illinois brethren.

MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF 
BRO. JAMES M. JOHNSON 


Adopted By the Royal Arcanum Hos- 
pital Association at the Annual 
Meeting January 30, 1918 
To the Officers and Members of the 

Royal Arcanum Hospital Asso- 
ciation. 
Brothers: 

The curtain which conceals from 
mortal view that undiscovered coun- 
try which lies beyond the grave has 
again been drawn apart and another 
loyal spirit has gone to that haven 
“where the wicked cease from troubl- 
ing and the. weary shall find rest.” 
Bro. James M. Johnson, Past Grand 
Regent of Illinois, and one of the or- 
ganizers and first Vice-President of 
this Association, one of the truest, 
most sincere and loyal fraternalists in 
Illinois, passed to his eternal rest 
early in the summer of last year. 

His life was closely interwoven 
with the history of the Royal Arca- 
num and his effort, energy and ability 
contributed very materially to its 
growth and progress. He became 
actively identified with our fraternity 
in 1879—two years after its organiza- 
tion—when' he joined Garden City 
Council, acted as its Regent for two 
terms, in 1883 and again in 1900; was 
Grand Regent of the State of Illinois 
in 1886, Supreme Trustee from 1897 
to 1900 and Chairman of the Supreme 
Trustees from 1900 to 1909, when he 
voluntarily retired from that respon- 
sible position. For thirty years he 
gave freely of his thought, time and 
effort to the cause of fraternalism, 
and saw the Royal Arcanum, which 
he loved so sincerely and which he 
served so well, grow in financial and 


numerical strength until it attained — 


an enviable position of leadership 
among fraternal beneficiary societies. 

In 1903, when the Hospital Associa- 
tion was organized, he recognized 


that here was an opportunity for ex- 
emplifying in a practical manner the 
principles and teachings of fraternal- 
ism by helping to lift the fallen, to 
comfort the afflicted and to minister 
to the sick and needy Brothers, and 
for seven years he served the Asso- 
ciation faithfully and well as Trustee 
and Vice-President. 

If love, loyalty and service are nec- 
essary elements of a successful life, 
then -Bro. James J. Johnson’s life 
was a genuine success because he 
loved his fellowmen, was absolutely 
loyal to every cause which he 
espoused and delighted in any service 
by which he could make others happy. 

Bro. Johnson has gone, but his ex- 
ample and influence will never die. 
The memory of his kindliness;- his 
truly fraternal spirit, his constant de- 
sire to add the, sun of human happi- 
ness, his unquestioned honesty, his 
devotion to his family and his friends, 
his love for and loyalty to our Order 
and his abiding faith in its perpetuity 
will ever remain with us as a price- 
less heritage. And today, as we pay 
this merited tribute to his memory 
we find particular pleasure in the 
thought that in his philosophy of life 
death was not the end of all, and as: 
he was passing through the dark val- 
ley where the shadows thickly gather, 
and through which we must all pass, 
with eyes of faith he pierced the dark- 
ness and saw beyond the blessed man- 
sions of eternal life. 

Your Committee, in grateful re- 
membrance of his useful and unselfish 
life, presents this memorial, and rec- 
ommends that it be spread at large 
upon the records of this Association 
and that a copy hereof be sent to the 
family of our departed friend and 
Brother.

“HOSPITAL ASSOCIATION’S 
S ANNUAL MEETING | 


The annual meeting of the Royal 
Arcanum Hospital Association of IIli- 
nois was held at Arcanum Hall, 29 
West Monroe St., on Thursday eve- 
ning, January 30th. A large attend- 
ance of Representatives and Trustees 
was present. President H. S. Burk- 
hardt was prevented from attending 
because of illness and Vice-President 
G. J. Norden presided. The several 
reports of the President, Secretary, 
Treasurer and Finance Committee 
were read, received and approved. 
Brothers H. S. Burkhardt, J. George 
Dietrich and William Flanagan, 
whose terms as Trustees had expired, 
were unanimously re-elected. The 
new Finance Committee consists of 
Brothers William Grant, H. J. Schus- 
ter and Thomas H. Saunders. By 
vote of the Association the annual 
picnic for 1918 at Riverview was set 
for Saturday, July 6th. 

The Trustees held their meeting im- 
mediately after the Association meet- 
ing had adjourned. At this micGane, 
all the officers, namely President H. 
S. Burkhardt, Vice-President G. J. 
Norden, Treasurer W. C. Shurtleff 
and Secretary Samuel Pires were re- 
elected without a dissenting vote. The 
report of the Secretary, which con- 
tains much interesting. information 
regarding the activities of the Asso- 
ciation during the past year, is as fol- 
lows: 


Secretary’s Annual Report 
Chicago, Jan. 30, 1918. 


Your Secretary herewith presents a 
detailed report- of the various 
amounts received on account of the 
Royal Arcanum Hospital Association. 
Warrants drawn on the Treasurer 
showing disbursements for the year 
ending December 31, 1917; also a re- 
port on all cases which were sent to 
Secretary for relief in the various hos- 
pitals in the state. 

During the year, 117 applications 
were received from 47 Councils, both 
in the city and outside of the city. 
Sixty-three were sent to the hospital 
for treatment; 5 were taken care of 
at their homes, one of these receiving 
the care of a physician and the other 
four being visited by the Visiting 
Nurses. Forty-nine cases were de- 
clined. This number includes several 
which on investigation did not re- 
quire any hospital treatment. 

The amount paid to the hospitals 
during the year was $2,466.57, making 
the average expense per case sent to 
the hospital $36.12. In 1916, 170 cases 
were received, so that there was a de- 
crease of 53 cases during the year 
1917. In the investigation of cases 
the custom which has prevailed for a 
number of years of referring cases to 
the Visiting Nurse Association was 
followed, but in addition to this the 
Secretary has endeavored in about 
every case to visit the home of the 
patient and make a personal investi- 
gation. In several cases in addition 
to the investigation made, I had a 
further medical examination made of 
the patient before a final acceptance 
of rejection of the case. 

In the course of the many investi- 
gations made it became apparent to 
the Secretary that a misunderstand- 
ing seemed to exist in the minds of 
officers of Councils and the members 
. thereof as to the kind of cases ac- 
cepted_and the scope of the Associa- 
tion. Your Secretary, after consulta- 
tion with some of the officers and 
with the approval of the President, 
has had the following announcement 
inserted in the next issue of the Royal 
Arcanum Bulletin, and has had addi- 
tional copies printed for the purpose 
of sending one to the several Coun- 
cils for their information. 


Receipts 


During the year there was received 
from all sources $4,932.49. Of. this 
amount $4,918.05 was paid to the 
Treasurer, which left a balance in the 
hands of the Secretary on December 
31 of $14.44. Of the above amount 
$1,320.25 was received as per capita 
conttibntion from the several Coun- 
cils in the city and outside the city.

The possession of a large amount of cash assets doubtless im- 


parts a warm and comfortable feeling, but even in insurance 


money is not everything. The greatest asset any fraternity can 
possess is the loyalty and confidence of its members. During its 
first twenty years of existence the Royal Arcanum lived literally 
from hand to mouth, paying claims as they matured and making 
no advance provision whatever for the certain increase in sueh 
claims as the members grew older and their death rate increased. 
As everybody can see now, in the light of the experience of its 
second twenty years, while the Order was adding thousands daily 
to its liabilities, no provision was made for meeting them other 
than the uncertain and inequitable device of extra assessments. 
Yet in that day the confidence and loyalty of the membership was 
absolute: Lapses were so few as to be negligible, a great deal of 
recruiting work was done voluntarily by. the members through 
pure love of the Order and their fellow- -Inan, and accessions to the 
ranks were so large and constant as to defer for years, through the 
influx of new and young lives, the penalty due to an unscientific 
plan. 

But now we have etare us the report of a searching and im- 
par tial examination of the Order, conducted by three of ‘the great 
insurance departments of the Country; we have the assurance by 
these examiners of the solvent condition of the Order, attained 
only after a struggle first entered upon nearly twenty years ago. 
This assurance is ¢ -oupled with a statement of the need for building 
up and rejuvenating the membership through the introduction of 
new lives. It is unthinkable that in the face of such a report the 
members will prove lax and indifferent to the only condition im/ 
posed by the examiners as a requirement for the Order’s perma- 
nent solvency and prosperity—that “a reasonable addition to its 
membership ” be secured—a recruiting task which throughout the 
existence of the Royal Arcanum has been assumed as a privilege 
and a duty by the member ship and as such faithfully fulfilled, and 
we confidently anticipate the continuance of this devotion on the 


part of a loyal constituency. 


ANOTHER VICTORY 


NOTHER effort to injure and 
harass the RoyaL ACANUM has 

met the utter failure. Some time 
ago J, A. Jenkins and five others 
filed a bill of complaint against the 
Royal Arcanum in the District Court 
of the United States, for the Eastern 
Judicial District of Missouri, setting 
forth therein substantially the same 
facts as were alleged in the bills of 
complaint filed in the District Court 
of Massachusetts’ al Boston, by Ho- 
bart, Cummings and Upstone. The 
matter was brought to a hearing in 
the District ‘Court. of St: Louis on 


-March 8th, upon a motion to dismiss 


the bill for failure t6 state facts 
justifying any judicial intervention. 
The motion was granted and the bill 
dismissed, 

There is no- other bill now 
pending, nor appeal from decrees 
dismissing bills and denying peti- 
tions, in any court any where, which 
calls in question the stability, sound- 
ness, and solvency of the Order. 


WILLIAM W. SHEFFIELD 


T is with inexpressible sadness 
that we record the death of this 
distinguished brother, whose name 
and fame were widely and favor- 
ably known not only in the State of 
New York, where he lived, but also 
in nearly every Grand Jurisdiction 
whose representatives to the Su- 
preme Council had been privileged 
to meet and to know intimately 
“ Billy Sheffield.” 

He was born May 3, 1861, and died 
at his home in Brooklyn, N. Y., Feb- 
ruary 21, 1948, at the age of 57 
years, thirty-two years of which 
had been spent in active and ener- 
getic service to the RoyAL ARCANUM. 

Admitted to membership in Bed- 


ford Gouncil, No. 655, on January 20, 
1886, he at once became deeply in- 
terested in the great fraternity to 
which he had pledged his allegiance, 
and particularly in Bedford Council, 
where he soon became a popular 
and successful leader. He served 
the Council for many years as Col- 
lector, which position he was obliged 
to relinquish in May, 1916, when he 
was elected Grand Secretary of the 
Grand Couneil of New York, which 
position he occupied with devoted 
and distinguished ability up to the 
time of his death. 

Soon after his admission to the 
Order, he became a central figure in 
the Borough of Brooklyn and in the 
State.- of New York, and’ was 
promptly sent as a Representative to 
the Grand Council of that State, 
where his familiar face was -wel- 
comed af every succeeding session. 
At the session of that body in 1902, 
he was elected a Representative {o 
the Supreme Council, which position 
he filled for four succeeding terms. 

He also served for many years 
with fidelity and devotion as Treas- 
urer of the Hospital Association of 
Kings County. 

Possessed of a jovial disposition 
and an integrity that knew no vacil- 
lation, he rounded out in his happy 
personality all of the characteristics 
of a “ good fellow,” whose death will 
be felt keenly by the hosts of inti- 
mate friends and brothers whose 
privilege it was to know him. 

We would not play upon words, 
but of him it may be truly said: 


“None knew him but to love hin 
None named him but to praise.” 

We mourn his loss, we revere his 
memory, and our hearts go out in 
tenderest sympathy to his afflicted 
family.

Where is the war? 

Well, it is in France and Russia 
and Italy and on the ocean, and ina 
number of such like far off places, 
but if that is all you have to say 
about its location, you haven't yet 
learned the A-B-C of the subject. 

For us, this great War is mostly in 
the United States,—right in our own 
town, in our own Church, in our 
own Council chamber, and very 
particularly in the pocket book, coal 
pile and kitchen of every one who 
even pretends to be an American 
Citizen. If the War isn’t near 
enough so that you see it and feel 
it a dozen times every day, you 
ought to worry about yeurself,—you 
are perilously near the “slacker” 
class, 

“Food will win the War.” It 
looks all right on a poster, but it 
never will win it by staying on the 
poster. So far as you are con- 
cerned, whether food wins the War 
doesn’t depend on Mr. Hoover or the 
groceryman, but simply on what 
you eat three times a day. If you 
must and will have sugar, beef, 
pork and white flour, then, so ‘far 
as you are concerned, the War may 
go hang. re 
“You cannot, eat your eake and 
That applies to a good 
deal besides eatables. If you have 
a hundred dollars, and put it into a 
government bond, your hundred 
dollars puts-labor into a ship or 
something else that is needful. If 
you have a hundred dollars and put 
it into several cases of the most ex- 
cellent Clicquot Club, your hundred 
dollars keeps a lot of men busy at 
work which at the present moment, 
is not needful. It may be all right 
to be a pig, if you are honest about 
it, but do not be deceived by the 
cheap talk of a few papers, which 
depend. on advertisements, and 
therefore maintain that a new auto- 
mobile is as patriotic an investment 
as a government bond.

THE QUEST OF THE JOB

solve the employment problem. 

The annual report of the “ Royal 
Arcanum Employment Bureau of 
Essex County and Vicinity,” includ- 
ing the Councils about Newark, N. J., 
affords a pleasant reminder that in 
several places our own Order is 
leading the way in this most im- 
portant and useful work. Brother 
Jacob Scriba’s report shows that 
during the past year he has received 
fifty-seven applications, and has 
succeeded in finding fifty-seven jobs, 
although in five cases the positions 
offered were not satisfactory to the 
applicant. Apparently in ninety per 
cent of the cases dealt with, the 
bureau achieved a successful re- 
sult. Since its foundation, this 
bureau has handled 1,365 applica- 
tions, and secured 1,292 acceptable 
positions. All this service has 
been rendered without charge. 

It is impossible to overestimate 
the importance of work of this sort. 
It is real, practical brotherhood. It 
is steadily increasing in importance, 
and ought to be recognized in the

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_A FORGOTTEN CHAPTER 


HERE is nothing new under the 
sun. The good fraternalist 

who has been going through the 
difficulties and discouragements of 
the readjustments of the last few 
year's, probably thinks that nothing 
like this ever happened to anyone 
before. Least of all does he suspect 
that such a plight ever happened to 
the extremely complacent old line 
life insurance companies who seem 


to be taking particular delight just. 


at present in jeering at his mis- 
fortunes. 

It might encourage him a little to 
look at the history of the old line 
life insurance companies from 1865 
to 1880. ‘The Civil War brought 
with it a great boom in the life in- 
surance business. Starting with 
less than two dozen companies in 
1860, there were 110 of them in 
1870. Their outstanding policies 
amounted to more than two billion 
dollars,—a small amount in these 
days of John D. Rockefeller and the 
European War; but a huge sum for 
the comparatively small and rel- 
atively poor place that the United 
States was in those days. It was a 
“tremendous record” and the self 
satisfaction and conceit of the old 
line life people surpassed anything 
of which the fraternal system has 
ever been guilty in that direction. 

How had the old line life in- 
surance companies achieved this 
sudden burst of popularity and 
prosperity? They did it by making 
exactly the same mistake that the 
fraternal orders made a little later. 
They were charging grossly inade- 
quate rates, 
upon “enthusiasm” “new blood,” 
“neculiar features” of various 
kinds and most of all, the remote- 
ness of the day of reckoning, as a 
basis for hoping that in some way 
or other a dollar’s worth of money 
would eventually pay three or four 
dollars worth of debt. 

The gross inadequacy of the rates 
actually charged by the companies 
were artistically camouflaged by va- 
rious devices, of which the “ pre- 
mium note” was the most common. 
For example, suppose the company 
made a charge of. $30 a year for a 
given policy. This might be a rea- 
sonable charge on its face; but as 
like as not, the company permitted 
$20 or even $25 of this amount to be 
paid in a “premium note,” accom- 
panied by all sorts of guarantees 
that -at worst the policy-holder 
would never have to pay more than 
the interest, since the principal 
would be paid by the “ dividends ” 


_certain to accrue to the policy- 


holder from “the inerease of our 
business.” 

These “dividends” were also 
camouflage, being apportioned re- 
gardless of the condition of the 
company, and chiefly with a view 
to keeping up “enthusiasm.” Mr. 
McClintock, Actuary of one of the 
largest old line companies, tes- 
tifying before the Hughes’ Investi- 
gating Committee,

Unfortunately for . these 
panies, the rules of arithmetic in 
1870 were not very much different 
from what the fraternal societies 
found them to be in the early part 
of the twentieth century. Despite 
a constantly accelerating increase in 
members, these old line life insur- 
ance companies began to get into 
trouble. The first two or three 
failures did not check the mo- 
mentum or the “ euthusiasm ” of the 
movement, but by 1869 five of these 
promising companies had shut up 
shop; in 1870 seven more went into 


the hands of a receiver; by the end. 
of 1872 fifteen more had done the 


same thing. 1873 saw fourteen 
more of these old line receiverships; 
and the game continued merrily in 
this manner until at the end of 1877 
there had been seventy failures or 


receiverships and only forty com- 


panies remained in business. te 

Just note these figures carefully. 
Seventy failures out of one hundred 
and ten companies! Think what the 
old line people would be saying 
about the fraternal system if we had 
for a moment ever shown any such 
percentage of insolvency as that! 

If our readjustments have left us 
in a difficult situation, it is equally 
true that in our worst moments, we 
have not even touched the state of 
dilapidation and disrepute in which 
the old line system found itself ope

A TREMENDOUS RESPON- | 
SIBILITY 


The Food Administrator says that 
in our obligation to feed the Allied 
armies and war workers this Winter 
we have a tremendous responsibility. 

The nature of this responsibility 
may be realized by anyone who wants 
to reflect upon what might happen if 
the Allied line on the western front 
should crack through weakening of 
its activities by reason of lack of 
food. 

Canada and ourselves alone have 
the surplus food to meet this epoch- 
making responsibility. 

But the necessary supplies can be 
sent “over there” only by personal 
food economies of every man, woman 
and child in Canada and the United 
States. 

Dollars are not a substitute for 
food—we can get the food only by 
intelligent substitution, and sacrifice 
if need be. The total quantity of food 
needed to hold the line on the west- 
ern front must be made up from the 
individual savings of a population ag- 
gregating 120,000,000 people. Out of 
that population Canada has ‘less than 
10,000,000 peopie. So the burden falls 
almost wholly upon us. 

When the issues and the outcome 
of this great war are finally analyzed, 
the American family table during the 
Winter of 1917-18 will loom as large 
as the -heavy artillery.

LAYING UP EGGS 


A GOOD many of the high grade 
= magazines are finding it worth 
while to reprint the substance’ of 
the United States Government Bul- 
-jetins in regard to preserving a sup- 
y of food. Here is one which has 
@ done yeoman service in a number of 
other publications, but is still worth 
another repetition. We follow the 
version given in the Ladies’ Home 
Journal, and recommend the receipt 
especially for April and May :— 


Immediately after Easter—dur- 
ing April, May and June—the hens 
of the country produce over half of 
the “lay” of the entire year. At 

this pleatiful time the cold-storage 

men gather in these eggs in enor- 
mous quantities, and keep them 
until the following autumn when, at 

three or four times the original 

price, the eggs make their public 

appearance. Although you may not 

have a private cold- storage plant, 
you can still lay in your store of 
eggs for next winter’s use. There 
is nothing mysterious or difficult 

about the method of preserving 
' eggs; it can be done easily in your 
~ own little preserving plant—your 
kitchen. 

Since no amount of preservation 
ean make an egg which is already 
stale fresh, the: first step in egg 
7 _ preservation is to make sure that 

the eggs are not more than two or 
4 three days old, Infertile eggs are 
pest if they can be obtained, but 
‘a fertile eggs may be used if not over 
_ two days old. 

- Then, too, the shells must be 
e clean. If the eggs are so dirty that 
they must be washed, the keeping 
+: quality —a protective gelatinous 
_eovering—is removed by the water, 
2 and with this gone the eggs ‘spoil 
pa apidly; so be sure the shells are 
clean. The shells must also be un- 
~ eracked. Even one cracked egg, no 
matter how small the crack, will 
spoil a whole crockful of sound 
“egss when packed in water- glass. 

A “strictly fresh” egg, when held 
re before a light in a dark room, will 
be clear, with only the dim outline 
of the yolk visible. There should 
_ be no space at the large end, or “ air 
eell,” as it is called; this air cell is 
caused by the evaporation of the 


ak 


B size with the age of the egg. 
ee A dark spot, if such can be seen, 
is the developing germ or a rot. 
Such an egg should be discarded, 
White streaks on the shell mean 
~ eracks. When you are sure your 
seges, are clean, unecracked and only 
one or two days old, then you are 
ready to begin your preserving. 
To make it worth while to pre- 
“serve eges it is best to put them 
down in quantities of thirty dozen 
“at a time, using two eight gallon 
rthenware erocks. A large crock 
undesirable because of the likeli- 
od of cracking the shells of the 
. Eggs put up in smaller 
rocks are handy in a small house- 
hold and danger of spoilage is les- 
ed, although more closet space is 
coded for storage of the crocks.

Silicate, can be purchased by the 


quart from druggist or 
supply houses. If is a pale yellow, 
odorless, sirupy liquid. It also 
comes in a powdered form, which 
can be dissolved in a_ definite 
quantity of water, as stated in the 
directions on the package; for this 
reason it is more reliable than the 
liquid water-glass, which varies in 
strength. It requires about a quart 
and a half of the liquid water-glass 
to preserve thirty dozen eggs, and 
costs but from twenty to twenty-five 
cents. 

In using the liquid water-glass it 
should be diluted in the proportion 
of one part of water-glass to ten 
parts of boiled or distilled water. 
To a quart of the liquid water-glass, 
enough to preserve twenty dozen 
eggs, add ten quarts of water which 
has been boiled for a few moments 
and allowed to cool. Stir these to- 
gether thoroughly, allow the mix- 
ture to stand a short time and then 
stir. again vigorously. The water- 
glass is heavier than the water and 
will go to the bottom unless it is 
thoroughly mixed. 

Half fill an earthenware crock, 
water-tight barrel or any other 
suitable utensil with this solution 
and gently drop the eggs, one at a 
time, into it. The vessel need not be 
so that freshly 
gathered eggs may be added every 
day until the crock is filled. When 
it will hold no more eggs it should 
be sealed. The water-glass should 
cover the eggs by at least two 
inches, and the covered and sealed 


poultry 


_erock should be placed in a cool 


place where it will not be necessary 
to move it until it is to be opened 
in the autumn. 

From’ time to time during the 
summer the crock should be in- 
spected to see that no. evaporation 
has taken place; if the liquid does 
seem to be lower in the crock than 
when it was first put away, cold 
boiled water should be added until 
the liquid is again a full two inches 
above the eggs. 

Eggs preserved in this way will 
keep perfectly for eight months to a 
year and may be used for all cook- 
ing purposes. Some packed eggs do 


not beat up well for cake making,_ 


but those preserved in water-glass 
are perfectly satisfactory in this re- 
gard. In boiling these eggs, how- 


ever, a small hole should be pricked 


through the large end of the shell, 
the part where the air cell forms; 
this is to prevent the air within, 
which expands as the egg is heated, 
from bursting the shell. Some- 
times the whites of eggs so pre- 


served are tinged, after a very long - 


storage in water-glass, with a slight 
pink shade. This is due probably 
to a little iron which is in the so- 
dium silicate, but which does not 
injure the egg for eating purposes.

sie new retail grocery store is 

reduced to its lowest terms— 
it is eclerkless, and customers wait 
on themselves. Down the center of 
the store is a railing dividing the 
store into two aisles, lined with the 
goods for sale. Customers enter by 
one aisle and leave by the other. 
Every article is plainly marked with 
its price, and, as far as practicable, 
goods are arranged alphabetically— 
apples, butter, coffee, and so forth. 
Customers select what they want by 
brand, price or appearance. 


Near the door is the cashier. He 


inspects what the purchaser. has: in — 


hand or market basket,  ealls. the 
amount due} and shopping is over. 

Naturally prices are much lower 
here than anywhere else in town. 
It is because the cost of doing busi- 
ness is so much less. The usual 
store services of olerks, bookkeepers 
for charge accounts, delivery equip- 
ment, telephone, etc., do not need to 
be charged against all sales. In- 
stead, the store furnishes the goods 
only; the customers furnish the 
service. They get a maximum value 
for minimum expense. If you are 
slow in buying, no one’s time but 
yours is wasted. 

This type of store must depend 
largely if not wholly on the:sale of 
package goods. The idea is sugges- 
tive and also lays bare a principle of 
retail distribution, which is that the 
customer, and not the merchant, 
pays for every bit of store service. 
A series of these stores has proved 
successful thus far in a Southern 
city. —LLadies’ Home Journal. 


IT HAS BEEN TRIED

How does he-think it 
would work if he made a rule to 
furnish 1,000 copies of each job that 
he turned out at a charge of $10.00, 
regardless of the amount of press 
work or composition involved? 

Probably he would consider it a 
waste of time to discuss a proposi- 
tion of that sort, but it is as wise as 
the one to which he asks the BuL- 
LETIN to give a large part of an en- 


tire issue.

Again beat, and put into greased 
pan to rise. 

Bake fifty to sixty minutes. 


POTATO BREAD 


4 tablespoon shortening. 

1144 tablespoons sugar. 

1% tablespoon salt. 
6 cup scalded milk, 

4 cup mashed potato. 
Y%. yeast cake dissolved in 

2 tablespoons lukewarm water. 
2 cups white flour, 


To the shortening, sugar, salt, and 
potato add the milk. When luke- 
warm add the dissolved — yeast. 
Gradually knead in all the flour, 
though the dough will be very stiff. 

Let rise until it doubles its bulk. 

Again knead, and put into greased 
pan. Let rise until loaf doubles its

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THE “ GOOD s HEADACHE.

The next most common cause of 
headache is poisoning, arising from 
the absorption into the circulation 
of toxic materials generated in the 
intestines, These retained products 
of putrefactive fermentation are 
among the most dangerous poisons 
known to man. Bau 

Hence, the relief of constipation, 
and a mild course of cathartics are 
perhaps the most useful and indis- 
pensable of all headache cures. 

Another condition of self-poison- 
ing develops from loading the sys- 
tem with fatigue poisons—toxie 
material which accumulates in the 
blood faster than the oxygen of the 
red cells can burn it‘ up. This 
causes the shopper’s and shop-girl’s 


headache, and that dull throb re- 


sulting from muscle tire. The head 
is 
rest and quiet. 

The “stuffy room” and “ser- 
mon” headaches are fatigue poison 
pains—turned t’other end to. In 
these conditions we not only are not 
getting sufficient oxygen to over- 
come the poisons we ourselves are 
constantly generating, but we are 
breathing in, in the formeof carbon 
dioxide, poisons emanating from 
several hundred other humans. 

Good, old-fashioned biliousness is 
a fine, adequate cause for head- 
ache—headache actually mulish in 
its obstinacy, A judicious amount of 
starvation, together with a copious

Over-eating is a sore provoker of 
cranial pains, This is the variety of 
headache that most frequently pun- 


-ishes high livers and low thinkers. 


Eye-strain is probably the next 
most frequent cause of head pains. 
And so, every once in a while com- 
petent oculists instantly and per- 
manently relieve some bad case of 
headache, perhaps of years’ stand- 
ing, by correcting the imbalance of 


the ocular muscles—either by oper-—

In chronic, headache, whore) ng) 
specific cause can be elicited—es- 
pecially in men or- women who live a 
sedentary life and partake freely of 
lobster-a-la-Newbhurgh and a high 
proteid diet,:-careful tests should be 
made at Jeast once a year, to de- 
termine whether or not the kidneys 
are acting normally. 

Decayed teeth are not infrequent 
causes of neuralgic headaches—as 
they are of many much more seri- 
ous pathological conditions. In this 


_era of competent dentistry and free 


dental clinics ‘there js no longer any 
logical excuse for Poisons oneself 
by decay from the teeth. 

Catarrh, and long continued irri- 
tations of the nasal cavities from 
twisted-septums, enlarged turbinate 
bones, or thickened mucous mem- 
branes are prolific sources of head- 
aches, The services of a good nose 
and throat specialist are ecessary, 
here, although if the cause. be, 
merely congestion of the nasal mem- 
branes strong pressure on the centre 
of the tongue morning and evening 
with a tongue depressor—after the 
FitzGerald method—has often given 
complete relief. 

Dr, FitzGerald’s discovery, by the 
way, is also valuable in the treat- 
ment of nervous and neuralgic head- 
aches. Firm pressure with the 
thumb on the roof of the mouth (the 
hard palate), directly under the seat 
of pain, continued for from two to 
four minutes, has, in hundreds of 
instances, been most effectual. 


Headache powders or tablets, most - . 


of which contain acetanilid, a poi- 
sonous heart depressant, should 
never be used, except under the 
advice of a physician. 

So headache invariably means 
something. And however else it 
may be treated, it should never be 
treated with contempt. Headaches 
that cannot be relieved by cold 


tion, .regulation of the diet, or 
some of the simpler, non-harmless 
methods invariably should be re- 
ferred to a doctor for treatment. 

The real and tremendously useful 
function of headache is to serve as 
a combination fire-alarm and police 
whistle for the body’s protection. 
Any system of living which auto- 
matically silences this alarm must, 
of necessity, be a health help and 
life insurance of the first water.

SAVING THREE BILLIONS 
JF you are an average American 
* citizen, you have saved about 
$30 in the past year on your eat- 
es. The Council of National De- 
fence recently presented an itemized 
statement to the Senate Investi- 
gating Committee showing a saving 
‘of over $3,000,000,000 accomplished 
by price fixing. As pointed out by 
“Mack Sullivan in Colliers Weekly, 
at the moment we entered the war, 
prices in this country were rising 
very fast, due to the urgent buying 
of the Allies. Coffee was about 30 
-eents a pound; price fixing made it 
23% cents. Lead was 11 cents a 
_ pound; price fixing made it 8 cents. 
Pig iron was $55 a ton; price fixing 
made it $33. 
~ As to food, when Mr. Hoover re- 
eeived his appointment wheat was 
selling at $3.50 a bushel; sugar was 
actually sold in one place at 5 cents 
an ounce or 80 cents a pound. Mr. 
Hoover subsequently said that sugar: 
would have gone to 25 cents a pound 
‘if it had not been for prompt action 
on the part of the Food Administra- 
‘tion. Experts in the sugar busi- 
ness say 50 cents a pound. Sugar 


went to 35 cents a pound in the Civil 
War, when there was neither a na- 
tional nor a world shartage of sugar. 
Flour might very well have gone to 
$35 a barrel. 

Mr. Hoover started in with none 
but advisory powers and no appro- 
priation. His principle was that 
nobody should make money out of 
this war. His first object was to en- 
courage production and proper dis- 
tribution—lest the Allied world 
starve. The sugar refiners agreed 
to a differential of $1.30. This 
meant that whatever raw sugar cost 
and however high the price of re- 
fined sugar went they would not 
charge more than $1.30 per hundred 
pounds for manufacturing it. It 
meant that the refiners had no fi- 
nancial interest in the price of 
either raw or refined sugar; they 
were agreed to a $1.30 differential, 
or 54 cents less than they had pre- 
viously been getting. And when Mr. 
Hoover got his powers in August 
they were licensed on this basis. 

The net result so far as prices are 
concerned of the Food Administra- 
tion’s efforts is a reduction of 14 per 
cent from the figures of May 17, 
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1917. The net result so far ag the 
conservation of food is concerned 
is more difficult to compute. One 
specific task Mr, Hoover set out to 
accomplish was to reduce our con- 
sumption of wheat in favor of 
corn. We produce approximately 
600,000,000 bushels of wheat a year 
and consume nearly that much. 
Our per capita consumption in the 
form of wheat flour alone is four 
and a half bushels. But we must, 
Mr. Hoover says, eat no more than 
three and a half bushels-of wheat 
per capita this year, using corn 
instead and releasing 100,000,000 
bushels of wheat for our allies. The 
Food Administration is accom- 
plishing this purpose almost wholly 
by persuasion. Within a year after 
our declaration of war we, a nation 
devoted to white bread, to eating 
wheat and only 60 per cent of the 
grain, are eating war bread.

OCTORS are not fond of taking 
their own medicine, Similarly, 
life insurance companies which 
make a business of forecasting the 
future of other people are not much 
given to discussing their own pros- 
pects.

Governor Lowden Speaks 


The Grand Council of the Royal 
Arcanum of Illinois 
Thirty-eighth annual session at Rep- 
resentatives’ Hall, in Springfield, Hli- 
nois, on Wednesday morning, April 
24th, and continued its deliberations 
for two days with one hundred and 
thirty-six officers and members pres- 
ent. 

The Grand Officers, Past Grand 
Regents and Representatives from 
Chicago and the neighboring towns 
went to the Capitol City by special 
train over the Chicago & Alton, which 
left Chicago at 5:45 on Tuesday after- 
noon and arrived at Springfield about 
eleven o'clock. The time enroute was 
spent in friendly fraternal intercourse, 
meeting the new representatives and 
renewing friendships with the old, and 
by the time the journey’s end was 
reached. every representative and 
Grand Officer appeared to be thor- 
oughly acquainted with all his fellow- 
iravelers. The St. Nicholas Hotel 
was the headquarters for the Grand 
Council and here most of the rep- 
resentatives and officers were com- 
fortably housed. 

The session was opened on Wed- 
nesday morning and after the presen- 
tation and adoption of the report 
of the Committee on Credentials, the 
new representatives were duly in- 
structed in their duties. This was fol- 
Jowed by the reading of the Grand 
Regent’s report, which gives a com- 
plete and comprehensive record of 
the incidents of the Past Grand Coun- 
cil year, makes timely suggestions 
and recommendations for the future 
and breathes a spirit of optimism 
which should actuate every member 
of our fraternity. Parts of this re- 
port will be found elsewhere in these 
columns. The reports of the various 
other Grand Officers and Committees 
were submitted as printed and to- 
gether with the Grand Regent’s report 
were referred to the Committee on 
Distribution of Reports which as- 
signed them to the various session 
Committees for disposition. 

The roll of Grand Officers, Past 
Grand Regents and Representatives 
was next called for the introduction 
of new business but practically no 
new matters of any importance were 
presented for consideration. 

Our Grand Council was honored by 
the presence of Supreme Vice Regent, 
Franklin Rubrecht of Columbus, Ohio, 
who was present as Deputy Supreme 
Regent and Installing Officer and 
who, by his geniality, good-fellow- 
ship, eloquence and ability endeared 
himself to the Arcanians of Illinois. 
Before taking a noon recess on Wed- 
nesday Brother Rubrecht was intro- 
duced and briefly addressed the Grand 
Council, and on the following morn- 
ing he delivered his principal address, 
which was a clear, forceful, thought- 
ful and eloquent presentation of the 
history, achievements and needs of 
our great fraternity. 

The afternoon session of the first 
day was devoted to the election of 
officers, and while there were spirited 
contests over several offices, they 
were all of a most friendly and fra- 
ternal nature.

ROTHER WiiuiAm P. Wixp, Col- 

lector and Past Regent of 

Brooklyn Council, No. 72, died in 
Brooklyn on March 30th. 

Born on Sept. 12, 1844, Brother 
Wild lived a life which was a 
blessing to every one who came in 
contact with him. Faithful in all 
the relations of life, he was pre- 
eminently useful in the work of the 
ROYAL ARCANUM. 

Brother Wild was admitted to 
Brooklyn Council, No. 72, on Feb. 
20, 1884, and became Regent of the 
Council ten years later. He was the 
Council’s representative in the

He 
was a good friend to every one, and 
the Supreme Secretary will long 
remember the last visit which he 
made to the office in Boston last 
fall at the time of the Grand Army 
Encampnient. 

Old in years but young in spirit, 
his passing leaves a large gap in the 
Council of which he was so long a 
member, and in the hearts of all 
who knew him. 


ONE OF OUR HEROES 


ROTHER Epwarp C, Harper. Re- 

gent of Fort Orange Council, 

No. 697, Albany, New York, sends us 

the following notice of the death of 

one of the first members of the 

Order to give his life in the great 
War. 

“Jimmy Smith has just died in 
France of Typhoid Fever. Brother 
Smith enlisted at the naval re- 
cruiting station for service in the 
aviation corps under the name of 
James J. Smith, Jr., but was known 
to an unusual number of friends as 
‘Jimmy.’ He was born in Albany 
twenty-one yerrs ago, and had not 
reached his majority when war was 
declared against Germany. _Wish- 
ing to do his bit, and receiving the 
consent of his parents, he entered 
the service and was sent to the 
Training Station at Pensacola, 
Florida, 

“In spite of the fact that he was 
one of the youngest New Yorkers to 
enlist in that service, he proved to 
be a good aviator, and had done 
some excellent work before being 
taken sick, including several flights 
over the German lines. He secured 
some fine photographs of the en- 
emies’ positions, and his. exploits 
were commended highly. 

“He died as a result of sickness 
contracted in the trenches, but is 
just as much a hero as if he had 
been killed in battle. Nothing is 
known of the details of his illness, 
and on the very day before the ar- 
rival of the telegram telling of his 
death, his parents received a letter 
written several weeks. before, in 
which he stated that he was in the 
best of health. He never complained 
in any of his letters, but always 
wrote cheerfully for the sake of his 
family, particularly his mother, 

“He was buried with full military 
honors. He leaves a mother, two 
brothers and a sister, and his father, 
James J. Smith, Sr., also an honored 
member of Fort Orange Council, No. 
697, who has held the office of 
Sentry for several years past.”

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THE TRUE POTATRIOT 


HE Food Administration, ac- 
cording to the “Literary Di- 
gest” feels that the Potato and the 
Patriot are coming close enough to- 
gether just now {to deserve a new 
word—“ potatriot.” 

“Here are nine letters, arranged 
in a word contained in no dictionary, 
hinting a large truth and a moral 
for people today: that the American 
nowadays who is eating (and grow- 
ing) potatoes is acting as a patriot 
should. 

“Today is especially the time to 
eat potatoes. And the reason why, 
is so intimately connected with our 
great national task—the task of 
winning the war—that it needs 
more than a mere word of explana- 
tion. 

“The 1917 potato crop broke all 
records, with the huge total of 
442,536,000 bushels, Under the con- 

+ gested railroad conditions which ex- 
isted last winter, coupled with pro- 
longed severe weather, it was im- 
possible to move potatoes so freely 
as might have been wished. Be- 
cause of this, as well as because of 
last year’s very large crop, it is 
small wonder that April ist found 
the country with approximately 
50,000,000 bushels of potatoes on 
hand. This is considerably more 
than is customary. 

“Dotatoes begin to sprout and 
spoil with the coming of warm 
weather. To prevent such wastage 
and to limit the feeding of potatoes 
to live stock, as large a portion of 
these potatoes as possible should be 
used by people before June. 

“No accomplish this, two things 
are necessary: the railroads must 
manage to haul potatoes freely from 
the producing sections to where 
they are needed; and every one must 
eat potatoes freely. 

“The necessity for eating more 
potatoes could not have arisen at a 
more opportune time. As you know, 
there exists a most pressing need to 
ship wheat abroad to our soldiers 
and the Allies. Enough wheat can 
be shipped only if we all eat other 
foods instead. Hating. potatoes is 
one way to make a larger supply of 
wheat available for shipment. 

“Nearly every one has learned by 
experience that less bread is needed 
when potatoes are eaten freely. 
What is more, nearly everybody 
likes potatoes, and it comes natural 
to eat them. 

“Nor need people fear that an in- 
creased use of potatoes means 
monotony. Boiling is only one way 
of preparation. They can be baked, 
roasted with meat, creamed, hash- 


browned, fried (preferably with 
vegetable fats}, mashed, or eaten 
cold in salad. In fact, one wise’ 


housekeeper declared that there are 
forty-nine ways of serving potatoes. 
Of all vegetables, probably the po- 
tato can be prepared with the 
greatest variety. 

“As for nourishment, it must be 
remembered that the potato is rich 
in starch. And you will recall the 


_terial or take up water, 


_tatoes at all times. 


fuel value of starch. Indeed, one 
medium-sized potato will take the 
place of one large slice of bread, or 
two-thirds of a cup of cooked corn- 
meal, or three-fourths of a cup of 
cooked rice. What is more, the po- 
tato contains mineral salts valuable 
to the body. Such salts are chiefly 
in the potato-skin or lying close to 
it. For this reason people are 
urged to cook potatoes without re- 
moving the skin, or if they are 
pared to make the paring as thin 
as possible. If potatoes are properly 
cooked they do not lose food ma- 
whereas 
cereals take up from two to four 
times as much water~“as they orig- 
inally had. 

“These are reasons for eating po- 
But today eat 
them instead of bread. Eat. them 
so that a greater amount of wheat 
may be shipped overseas. Kat them 
to keep the quantities of potatoes 
still in the producers’ hands from 
heing wasted. Potatoes themselves 
cannot be shipped abroad because of 
their bulk. Therefore, for every 
reason eat as many potatoes as pos- 
sible nowadays.”

AGE OF ENTRY REDUCED 


Our laws were amended so as to permit young men 16 years of age 
and upwards to become members of our Order. This opens a new field for 
applicants. There are approximately one million young men between 16 
and 18 years of age who are now eligible. In many instances their elder 
brothers are*in the Army or Nayy, leaving the former to assume new and 
additional responsibilities. That being so, if is quite natural that such 
young men desire to protect their mothers and sisters who are dependent 
npon them for support. This amendment to our laws is now in effect, and 
Council Officers and workers should immediately secure the applications of 
the young men of their acquaintance. 


MEDICAL EXAMINER’S FEE 


Another amendment to our laws which should be brought to the at- 
tention of members, relates to the payment for medical examination. By 
this amendment our laws now provide that each Council shall collect from 
each applicant a Degree fee of not less than $2.50: THE MEDICAL EXAMINA- 
ION FEE FOR EACH APPLICANT WHICH IS $2.50, SHALL BE PAID BY THE CouN- 
CIL OUT OF THE DEGREE FEE AND NOT BY THE APPLICANT, Under the laws of 
our Order, each Council may fix and determine the amount of the Degree 
fee to be paid to the Council by each applicant, but in no case shall it be 


less than $2.50.

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FORTY-FIRST ANNUAL SESSION 


“This, the Forty-first Annual 
Meeting of the Supreme Council, 
should be one of general re- 
joicing.” 

HESE few words with which Su- 

preme Regent Williams wel- 
comed the members of the Supreme 
Council to Chicago furnished the 
key note of one of ifs most pleasant 
and profitable sessions.

OUR WAR TIME ECONOMIES 


The Order has practised the rigid 
economy which has been required 
both. by its own condition and the 
condition of the country. “The 
loss of members,” says Supreme Re- 
gent Williams, which tollowed the 
readjustment of our’ assessment 
rates, increasingly depleted our 
General Fund. Retrenchment be- 
came necessary. On May 1, 1917, my 
predecessor dispensed with the ser- 
vices- of seyeral Deputies. After a 
eonferenee with the Executive Com- 
mitiee at the close of the Supreme 
Council Session last May, all of the 
remaining Deputies except two were 
notified that they would not be re- 
tained after July 1, 1917. 

“The Supreme Council in May, 
4917, appropriated $17,500 for As- 
sistance to Grand Jurisdictions;

$1,000 for Assistance to other Coun- 
cils, and $1,000 for Prizes. The 
Appropriation for Prizes has been 
entirely and properly expended for 
prizes offered for initiations and 
reinstatements from January 1 to 
April 30, 1917. No prizes were 
offered during the past year. The 
Appropriation for Assistance was 
much less than for any previous 
year, but was in excess of the money 
available for that purpose. — 

“The probable income from Su- 
preme Council dues was estimated. 
Deducting from that estimate the 
probable fixed expenses of the Su- 
preme Council, it was clear that the 
amount appropriated for Assistance 
could not and should not determine 
the amount to be expended. Hence 
the reduction in the number of 
Deputies employed. 

“No per capita 
offered to any Jurisdiction. The 
Supreme Regent received strong 
appeals for aid. Many of them 
were hard to resist. Necessity 
alone made it possible to do so. The 
total amount expended for Assistance 
to Grand and Supreme Council Ju- 
risdictions, was $8,691.44 of which 
$891 was for per capita allowance 
for the period prior to April 30, 
4947. 

“For several years the custom of 
calling the Grand Regents into con- 
ferences with the Supreme Regent 
resulted in bringing these leaders 
into personal contact, and the ex- 
change of information and opinions 
was very helpful in conducting the 
campaigns which. followed. The 
cost of these conferences in 1916 was 
about $1,100. No appropriation 
was made for that purpose and 
any expense incurred for such meet- 
ings would have been charged to 
official visits. In view of the 
limited income of the Supreme 
Council it seemed. wise to include 
this among the many savings made 
in expenses during the year. There- 
fore the custom in this respect 
was discontinued.”

ceiving a favorable ballot at a Council meeting, 
In view of the fact that some suspended members made 


his suspension. 


all within thirty days from 


application for reinstatement too late to have the same balloted upon at a 
Council meeting within said thirty days, our laws have been amended ex- 


tending the time to forty-five days from date of suspension. 


This will 


enable the Councils in each case to ballot upon all such applications for 


reinstatement. 


Secretaries and Collectors should keep this law in mind, 


for it precludes an appeal to the Supreme Regent where a suspended mem- 
ber shall defer making application for reinstatement until his Council can- 
not ballot upon the application within forty-five days from the date of 
suspension, which date is the last day of the month for which the assess- 
ment unpaid was payable, and not the date of announcing the suspension at 


a meeting of the Council.

Section 480 (8). Owing to an er- 
ror in printing this sub-section in 
the Code of 1916, it is now amended 
to provide that members accepting 
the same prior to the first day of 
November, 1916, are rated at their 
assessed ages instead of at their ages 
attained on December 1, 1916, as fol- 
lows::-— 

“OPTION C. <A constant rate for 
members accepting the same prior 
to the first day of November, 1916, 
at their assessed ages with full 
amount of Benefit Certificate pay- 
able until the attainment of age 60, 
when the benefit named in the Cer- 
tificate decreases annually three and 
one-third per cent thereof, until the 
attainment of age 75, when the 
benefit will have been reduced in 
amount to one-half thereof, and will 
continue at said one-half amount 
thereafter, the assessment rate re- 
maining unchanged throughout.” 

Section 274 was amended so as to 
require the payment of the Medical 
Examiner’s fee by the Council, and

Section 290 (1) was amended by 
eliminating therefrom the require- 
ment of the payment of the Degree 
fee on the night of initiation, Sec- 
tion 274 requiring its payment upon 
presentation of the application. 

Section 292a (1) was amended by 
providing that the mimimum De- 
gree fee shall. be two dollars and 
fifty cents,

SUPREME COUNCIL SESSION 


The forty-first annual meeting of 
the Supreme Council of the Royal 
Arcanum was convened at the Edge- 
water Beach Hotel on Wednesday 
afternoon, May 15th, at 2 o’clock. 

The opening exercises were held in 
the presence of the ladies of the 
Supreme Council and were also at- 
tended by a goodly number of the 
Grand and Subordinate Council Offi- 
cers of our jurisdiction. Supreme Re- 
gent C. Arch Williams presided, and 
introduced the various speakers in a 
happy manner. The program was 
opened with the singing of “America” 
by the entire audience led by Bro. 
Harry Scott with Bro. Goss at the 
piano. The first speaker was Grand 
Regent E. P. Keigher, who extended 
a welcome to the Supreme Council in 
the name of the Arcanians of Illinois. 
Bro. Keigher paid a glowing tribute 
to the men from Illinois who, in the 
years gone by, had contributed so 
much of their time, thought and ef- 
fort in shaping the destinies of the 
Royal Arcanum as officers of and 
Representatives to the Supreme Coun- 
cil, and paid a like tribute to the men 
who were performing the same serv- 
ices at the present time, pictured the 
many beauties and advantages of Chi- 
cago in vivid terms and concluded 
with eloquent words of greeting and 
of welcome. After the singing of 
“Tilinois,” Lieutenant Governor John 
G. Oglesby was introduced. He was 
present as the personal representative 
of Governor Lowden, who was absent 
from the State, and therefore in fact 
Governor of our great Common- 
wealth. Lieutenant Governor Ogles- 
by is the son of Illinois’ famous war 
governor, who was chief executive of 
our State for two terms, but has at- 
tained his present honored position 
in the government of Illinois, not be- 
cause of his father’s standing but by 
reason of his own industry, merits 
and ability. He extended a sincere 
welcome on behalf of the people of 
Illinois and commended the achieve- 
ments, standing, principles and pur- 
poses of our Order in forceful and 
eloquent terms. The responses were 
made by Past Supreme Regents F. T. 
McFaden and Joseph A. Langfitt, 
who are recognized as two of the 
most eloquent, entertaining and con- 
vincing speakers in the Supreme 
Council, and who lost none of their 
prestige and reputation in this regard 
by their efforts on this occasion. The 
-exercises were concluded with the 
singing of “America.” 

The formal business session was 
opened at three o’clock. The creden- 
tials Committee made its report which 
was adopted and the new represent- 
atives were duly initiated, among 
them being Bro. F. S. Loomis, our 
Sitting Past Grand Regent. The Su- 
preme Regent then read his report 
which is a straight-from-the shoulder 
presentation of the work of the past 
year and of the needs of our Order 
for the future. The reports of the 
Supreme Secretary, Supreme Auditor, 
Supremé Treasurer, Committee on 
Finance, Examiner of Claims, Medical 
Examiner-in-Chief and Committee on 
Supplies were presented in print and 
together with the report of the Su- 
preme Regent were referred to the 
Committee on Distribution of Re- 
ports, and this Committee made a 
partial report later in the first day’s 
session. 

The most important matters which 
were considered and acted upon by 
the Supreme Council were the fol- 
lowing: 


1, The age limit for admission to 
our Order was reduced from eighteen 
years to sixteen years. It was shown 
that a young man of sixteen is as 
safe a risk, from the insurance stand- 
point, as a young man of eighteen, 
and since the war has practically 
removed from our field of operation, 
the men from twenty-one to thirty- 
one, it was deemed good policy to 
enlarge the field by reducing the age 
limit two years. 

2. The requirement for the pay- 
ment of the medical examination fee 
by applicants was removed, and our 
laws were amended making it manda- 
tory on Councils to collect a degree 
fee of not less than $2.50, and requir- 
ing Councils to pay the medical exam- 
ination fee of initiates. 

3. The question of whole family 
protection and of admitting women 
into the Royal Arcanum came up for 
consideration on the report of the 
Executive Committee, which report 
was adverse to both of these proposi- 
tions. The whole subject was refer- 
red to a Special Committee, whose 
report recommended that no action 
be taken at this time but suggested 
that the Executive Committee procure 
all necessary information as to 
whether women are as good and safe 
an insurance risk as men and report 
its findings at the next meeting of 
the Supreme Council. 

4. The question of having the Su- 
preme Council meet biennially was 
again discussed and voted upon but 
failed to receive the necessary con- 
stitutional majority and hence our 
laws were not amended in this regard. 

In the election of Officers Supreme 
Regent C. Arch Williams was unani- 
mously chosen for a second term. 
Supreme Vice Regent Franklin Ru- 
brecht voluntarily declined to stand 
for re-election and Supreme Orator 
L. R. Geisenberger was advanced to 
the Supreme Regency and Supreme 


Chaplain Carleton E. Hoadley was 
made Supreme Orator. Bro. W. C. 
Shurtleff was again unanimously 


elected a member of the Finance 
Committee and Bro. Robert Van 
Sands, a member of the Executive 
Committee. 

The Representatives from Illinois 
served on many important committees 
and took an active part in all the 
proceedings. Bro. John Kiley was 
Chairman of the Committee on Sal- 
aries and Compensation and a mem- 
ber on the Committee on Place of 
Next Meeting. Bro. G. J. Norden 
was Chairman of the Committee on 
Grand Councils and a member of the 
Committee on Auxiliary Assoéiations, 
Bro. George W. Manierre was a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Claims, Bro. 
F. S. Loomis was a member of the 
Special Committee on Revenue and 
of the Committee on Mileage and Per 
Diem. Bro. Frank Daley was Chair- 
man on the Committee of Suspension 
of Members and a member of the 
Committee on Official Bulletin, Pub- 
lications and Printed Matter. Bro. 


Van Sands was Chairman of the Com- 


mittee on Executive Administration 
and Bro. Kropf was Chairman of the 
Special Committee on Patriotic Work 
and a member of the Committee on 
Assessments and Benefits and of the 
Special Committee on Whole Family 
Protection. The memorial commit- 
tees were as follows: On the death 
of Bro. James M. Johnson, Brothers 
W. C. Shurtleff, John Kiley and F. S. 
Loomis, and on the death of Bro. 
John P. Ahrens, Brothers Robert Van 
Sands, George W. Manierre and 
Frank Daley. 

The Supreme Council concluded its 
labors on Wednesday, May 22nd, at 
two o’clock to meet in May, 1919, at 
Atlantic City, New Jersey.

“The Committee on Patriotic Work, to whom was referred: 


t “(4)° So much of the Supreme Regent’s report as is contained on 
page 6 under the heading: ‘ Patriotic Work,’ and 


“(2) Resolution of the Grand Council of Washington (Document No. 
20) endorsing the work of the Supreme Regent in promoting thrift and 
_ savings among our members, and recommending that a letter be sent to 
- each member of our Order advising the purchase of War Saying Stamps, 
respectfully report as follows: 


“Your committee desire to emphasize the fact that the matters com- 
_ prehended under the head of War Activities and Patriotic Work are of more 
vital importance to us than any other subject which has engrossed the at- 
tention of this Supreme Council at the present session. This statement is 
_ not made in any spirit of boastfulness on the part of your committee but is 

_ made to emphasize the truth that the duties and obligations due our govern- 
ment take precedence over all things else, and that the successful prose- 

 ceution and winning of the war in which we are engaged is the matter of 
first importance to us as loyal Americans, and this and all other parts of 

_ this report apply with equal force to our Canadian brethren and their 
government. ‘ 


z “ Hence the questions of how we can best serve our governments, how 
_ we can bring our people to a fuller realization of the seriousness of the sit- 
uation which confronts us as a nation, how we can most affectively em- 
_ ploy the organized forces of the RoyaL ARCANUM and every member thereof 
- in the numberless branches of war work and kindred questions, are worthy 
of the most thoughtful consideration of this Supreme Council, to the end 
' that the damnable doctrines of Prussianism may forever be exterminated 
- from the face of the earth. é 

_. “The question which dwarfs and ought to silence all the rest is 
whether this generation will doom coming generations to live in a world in 
~ which might has reconquered right, or whether this generation will endow 
> coming generations with a heritage of right controlling might. In the 
settlement of this great question, in the intelligent and permanent solution 
of this problem, you and I must take a leading part. This is our Nation’s 
'Gethsemane. We have already tasted of the bitter cup of sorrow, self 
< denial and suffering which this cruel war has forced upon us and will 
eheerfully drink it to its dregs without murmuring or flinching, in order 
: that the free institutions which we now enjoy, and which were bought 
and preserved at so great a cost-of blood and tears may not be lost to us for 
all time. ; 

a “Thousands upon thousands of brave and loyal Americans who now 
. sleep in that last, long, unbroken sleep beneath the stars, sacrificed their 
fives that human slavery might no longer curse this land of ours. Today 


’ we are again fighting to escape the thraldom of another form of slavery, 
the slavery of military autocracy, a slavery which crushes the rights of the 
- individual and makes impossible the existence or growth of fraternal in- 
- stitutions. To this end we must give ungrudgingly of our time and effort, 
forego all luxuries, and even some necessaries, make all needful sacrifices, 
give liberally and our last dollar if need be, to help our brave sons and 
- prothers on the firing line to victory, and why should we not give our dol- 
lars when they are giving their lives? Of what avail would be our paltry 
dollars with our liberties gone? God grant that the men and women of the 
~ RoyAL ARCANUM, in common, with all the men and women of our land, re- 
gardless of their place of birth or ancestry, may, for the time, forget all 
else but that they are Americans, that they owe an undivided and undying 
allegiance to their country, and that they may rally to its support with 
their services, their means and their lives if need be, so that the Stars and 
Stripes, flanked by the Union Jack of England, the Tricolor of France and 
the banners of all the other Allied Nations, may soon be carried forward 
to victory on the fields of Flanders and of France, and bring to this war- 
torn world a peace that will last throughout the ages. 

+ +“Your committee commend the intelligence and effective manner in 
which the Supreme Regent has employed the forces of our Order in carry- 
ing on this patriotic work. When National Food Administrator Hoover 
sent out an appeal for food conservation and requested the cooperation of 
the RoyAL ARCANUM, the Supreme Regent at once appointed a representa- 
tive in each State, who advised and worked with the several State organiz- 
ions. The various Grand and Subordinate Councils were circularized, 
ged to actively participate in this most commendable work and re- 
ested to report direct to the National Administrator. The results were 
mpt and most gratifying, as is shown by the many resolutions and 
emorials which reached that official from Council officers and members 
ed ing their hearty cooperation in this work. Again, in the Liberty 
yan Drives, Red Cross and Y. M. C. A, campaigns, and kindred war ac- 
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and contributed materially to the suecess of these most important move- 
ments. The Supreme Council itself has led the way by subscribing for 
$160,000 in Liberty Loan Bonds. Many Grand and Subordinate Gouncils 
have invested ali their available surplus funds in the same securities, while 
thousands of our members haye bought Liberty Bonds, Thrift and War 
Savings Stamps, supported the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. and Knights of Colum- 
bus, and in addition have contributed their time and effort in making pos- 
sible the successful carrying out of these splendid enterprises. 

“Tn taking an active part in all these patriotic endeavors, our Order 
and its members are not only doing a most necessary and commendable 
work, and discharging the most sacred duty which devolves upon any 
citizen, but they are serving the RoyAL ARCANUM as well, because the main- 
tenance of the free institutions which we now employ are essential to the 
future growth of our Order, 


“ Our patriotic services of the past must be many times multiplied in 
the future. Where we have given one hour of service, or one dollar of 
money in the past, we will have to give ten hours of service and ten dollars 
in the future. Our brave allies who in recent months have stemmed the 
cnrushing tide of Teuton hordes are waiting for us to help stem this tide 
and fling it back beyond the Rhine. Our part in this great world tragedy 
has but begun, and as loyal citizens and true fraternalists we must employ 
and make more effective the organization afforded us by our Supreme, 
Grand and Subordinate Councils in helping our nation to win this war. 

“Your committee, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following 
resolutions:

vices, his means and his life, if need be; that we reaffirm our absolute con- 
fidence in the ultimate triumph of our cause, and pledge the continued and 
undivided support of the RoyaL ARCANUM and its members to our govern- 
ments to the end ‘that a government of the people, by the people and for 
the people shall not perish from the earth.’ ”

who have been doing all in their power to properly stand behind the men 
behind the guns, will thrill with pride to read the official declaration of 
patriotism by the Supreme Council, which pledges our. entire membership 
to give generously and cheerfully, time, money and service to their re- 
spective governments in order that liberty shall triumph and permanent 
peace shall be secured.

THREE SIGNIFICANT ~— 


VICTORIES 


INCE the last issue of the Bur- 
LETIN, three cases of import- 
ance, not only to members of the 
RoyaL ARCANUM, but to members of 
all fraternal benefit societies, have 
been decided, one by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and the 
others by the courts of last resort in 
the States of New York and North 
Carolina. In each case the result is 
in favor of the RoyaAL ARCANUM. In 
the case decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, the judg- 
ment of the Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia is reversed. In 
the case decided by the Court of Ap- 
peals of the State of New York, the 
judgments of the lower courts are 
reversed and the complaint against 
the society is dismissed; and in the 
case decided by the Supreme Court 
of North Carolina, the judgment of 
the Trial Court in favor of the Order 
is affirmed. 

Brother Howard C. Wiggins, Gen- 
eral Counsel for the Royau ArR- 
CANUM, personally prepared the 
briefs and argued each of the ap- 
peals, 


Sue. B. Behrend v. Supreme Council of 
the Royal Arcanum 


In this case, a member of one of 
the Councils of the RoyAL ARCANUM, 
located in the District of Columbia 
originally designated his wife as 
beneficiary, and she was named as 
such in the Benefit Certificate. Sev- 
eral years thereafter he applied for 
a new certificate asking to have his 
son and daughter substituted as 
beneficiaries, and made proof by 
affidavit that his original Certificate 
was in the possession of his wife 
and that she refused to surrender it 
for cancelation. His request for a 
new’ Certificate and new designation 
was complied with, and upon his 
death the society paid the $3,000 to 
the son and daughter. Subsequently 
the wife brought an action to compel 
the society to pay her $3,000, upon 
the ground that the original Certif- 
icate was delivered to her as a wed- 
ding present; that she had paid 
nearly all of the assessments out of 
her personal funds, and that she had 
acquired a vested interest in the 
certificate which could not be di- 
verted without the surrender of the 
original certificate and her consent. 

In the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the widow’s con- 
tention was sustained and judgment 
was directed in h@ favor for $3,000. 
Upon appeal to the Court of Appeals 
of the District, that judgment was 
reversed by a-unanimous court, and 
upon re-argument, affirmed by a di- 
vided court. Thereupon counsel for 
the RoyaAu ARCANUM applied to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
for a writ of certiorari, which peti- 
tion was granted in October, 1916. 
Argument thereupon was had before 
the Supreme Court 
States on April 25th last, and deci- 
Sion rendered on June 3rd, revers- 
ing the judgment of the Court of Ap- 
peals and holding that a beneficiary 
under a fraternal Benefit. Certificate

Marion L. Evans, as Executrix etc., V. 
Supreme Council of the Royal 
Arcanum 


The litigation in this case, which 
has been pending since 1913, gréw 
out of the change of rates in 1905. 
Griffith Evans, for many years a 
member of Rome Council, No. 150, 
of the RoyaL ARCANUM, in 1905 
elected to continue his membership 
under the Table of Regular Rates. 
He became 65 years of age in Feb- 
ruary, 1913, and paid $16.08, the 
amount required for a $3,000 Certif- 
icate, to October, 1913. In De- 
zember, 1942, the New York Court of 
Appeals handed down a decision in 
the Green Case, holding that the 
rates of assessment adopted in 1905 
were illegal. Evans, seeking to 
avail himself of the rule announced 
in the Green Case, brought suit 
against the Order to obtain a judg- 
ment authorizing the continuation 
of his Benefit Certificate upon the 
payment by him of the rates of as- 
sessment in force prior to 1905, and 
to obtain a permanent injunction re- 
straining the society from collect- 
ing from him the 1905 rates. At 
the time of commencing the action, 
he obtained a temporary injunction, 
which, by its terms, restrained the 
society, its officers and agents, from 
suspending him from membership 
or interfering with his rights as a 
member of the Order during the 
pendency of the action. 

A stipulation was entered into 
that the trial of the Hvans Case 
should be stayed until decision was 
rendered in the Green Case, which 
was then pending in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. A de- 
cision in the latter case was handed 
down June 1, 1915. In the mean- 
time and in March, 1915, Evans died. 
A motion was then made by the 
executrix, widow and beneficiary of 


“the member to substitute her as 


plaintiff and be permitted t6 con- 
tinue the prosecution of the action, 
and for leave to serve a supple- 
mental complaint. Her motion, in 
the respects mentioned, was granted, 
and her contention in all the courts 
of New York was that the injunction 
obtained by her husband at the time 
of the commencement of his action 
preserved his rights as a member 
of the Order and continued him in 
good standing notwithstanding the 
fact that he neither paid, nor any 
one upon his behalf paid, any as- 
sessment whatsoever for any amount 
from October, 1913, down to his 
death, in March, 1915. 

The General Counsel maintained 
that Evans’ rights as a member of 
the Order could only be continued 
by the monthly payment of the 
legal rate of assessment chargeable 
against him, and that when he dis-— 
continued paying $16.08 in October, 
1913, he took the chance of success- 
fully maintaining his contention 
that such assessment was_ illegal, 
and if he failed, of forfeiting his 
membership in the Order, and that 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the Green 
Case, sustaining the validity of the 
1905 amendments, was _4 conclusive 
assertion that his rights and priv- 
ileges as a member ceased to exist 


at the time when he stopped pay- 


He: 


assessments. 
emphatically maintamed that mem- 
bership rights and membership 
duties were correlative, that one 
could not exist without the other, 
and that the failure to pay ipso facto 
terminated beneficial membership. 
The trial of the action resulted in 
a determination. in favor of the 
plaintiff and a judgment declar- 
ing that the temporary injunction 
granted by a court of equity pre- 
served the rights of the parties in 
statu quo; that Evans was a mem- 


ber of the Order in good standing at . 


the time of his death and his con- 
tract of insurance was then in full 
force and effect. The -Appellate 
Division of the New York Supreme 
Court, by a divided court of three to 
two, affirmed the judgment in plain- 
tiff's favor. The Court of Appeals 
reversed the judgments in plaintiff's 
favor and dismissed her complaint 
with costs in all the courts, holding 
that the failure to pay the assess- 
ments which were declared to be 
tegal and binding upon all the mem- 
bers terminated all the rights of the 
member in the society, and those of 
his beneficiary as well. 


J. W. Hollingsworth v. Supreme Council 
of the Royal Arcanum 


This case grew out of amendments 
to by-laws adopted by the Royau 
ARCANUM in 1916, increasing rates 
of assessment. Seventeen members 
in North Carolina declined to pay the 
increased rate and brought suit in 
the courts of that State, claiming 
that: under previous decisions of the 
highest court .in North Carolina 
amendments to by-laws of fraternal 


benefit societies increasing rates of a1 


assessment constituted a breach of 
contract and entitled any member of 
the society to recover as damages 
the full amount of assessments paid 
by him during the entire period of 
his membership, together with 6 per 
cent interest thereupon. 

The complaining members relied 
mainly upon two decisions of the 
Supreme Court of North Carolina, 
one handed down in December, 1916, 
and the other in November, 1917, 
in which that court declared amend- 
ments to by-laws increasing assess- 
ment rates in the Improved Order of 
Heptasophs, a fraternal beneficiary 
society, constituted a breach of con- 
tract and entitled) the members 
thereof to recover damages as stated 
above. : 

The Hollingsworth Case, against 
the Roya ARCANUM, being regarded 
as a test case to determine ithe 
rights of all the North Carolina lit- 
igants, was tried in Catawba County, 
North Carolina, in November, 1917, 
and upon the trial the Court granted 
the defendant’s motion and in- 
structed the jury to render a verdict 


for the defendant, holding that the - 


increase in rates adopted by the 
Royau ArcANuM did not constitute a 
breach of contract. Upon appeal to 
the Supreme Court- of North Caro- 
lina, the decision of the court below 
was unanimously affirmed in an ex- 
haustive opinion, in which the Court 
quotes with approval, the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States when deciding a similar case, 
Supreme Council of the RoyAu Ar- 
CANUM yV, Green, 237 U. 8. 534, and 
says :—

Not one cent of the assessments paid by:our members has ever been 
used for the expenses necessary to conduct the business of our Order. Not 
one cent of the W. & O. B. Fund, nor of the Emergency Fund, nor of the 
interest received from securities in that Fund, has ever been diverted to 
the General Fund for expenses or expenditures of any kind. The General 
Fund Revenue of our Order is derived from Supreme Council dues, $1.20 per 
year or ten cents per month paid by each member of the Order in addition 
to his assessments. When members are suspended, the General Fund is 
depleted. The members who have retired from the Order since 1916, in 
most instances because they did not understand the equity and purpose of 
our rate readjustment, have reduced our Revenue to such an extent that 
the annual receipts from Supreme Council dues must be used to meet the 
current expenses of the Royal Arcanum, leaving no funds from that source 
The time 
is opportune for a great campaign. Solvent and yictorious, the RoyaL 
ARCANUM is in a position and condition to protect many more thousands 
of American homes. It must continue to be a going and growing concern 
in order to continue its work as a. patriotic American institution. Its 
merits and advantages must be placed before the public through the press. 
Assistance must be given to Grand and Subordinate Councils in the amounts 
and methods most suitable to their needs and condition respectively. To 
do all this requires a reasonable amount of money. How to meet this sit- 
uation was one of the important questions which occupied the attention of 


the Supreme Council. 
: SPECIAL CONTRIBUTION 


The Supreme Council members were unanimously opposed to any 
permanent increase in Supreme Council dues, even though it appeared 
upon examination of the facts that twenty-five or more of the large fra- 
ternal societies collected from each member a much larger sum for annual 
The entire matter was referred to a 
special committee of nine representatives, which held extended meetings 
and received suggestions from nearly every member of the Supreme Coun- 
cil. This special committee after examining all the data submitted by the 
Supreme Regent and the Executive Committee, presented a complete and 
convincing report. The history of our General Fund, annual receipts and 
expenditures were reviewed and the immediate needs and opportunity 
were so clearly presented as to preclude debate or difference of opinion. 
Among other things the special committee stated: 

“We are concerned with the present needs. rather than future require- 
ments. A fund is required now and at once. Were every member of the 
Order to pay in addition to the present Supreme Council dues a special 
contribution of one dollar, a fund of approximately $140,000 would be- 
come available. Adding to this the. Supreme Council dues for the ensuing 
year, estimated at approximately $160,000, will make a total of about 
This amount would prove sufficient, not only for immediate 
needs hut augmented with the Supreme Council dues becoming payable in 
the future would preve sufficient for several years to come. Further-

more, we must not lose sight of the fact that.an increased aki is 
confidently looked forward to, and such increased membership will pro- 
duce the required revenue. 

“Your committee has already stated that this is the time for action. 
With our Order actuarily solvent, with an Emergency Fund increasing 
steadily, with a reputation for prompt payments of our mortuary claims, 
with a-history of forty-one years of effective service for humanity, with 
a loyal membership, with the stamp of approval set upon every action of 
the Supreme Council by the highest tribunals of our land, nothing is re-. 
quired but an active interest in the work of our Order by our present mem- 
bers and the employment of modern methods to increase our numerical 
strength. To start machinery which has stood idle for a time always re- 
quires effort, but once the fly wheel begins to revolve, it soon increases its 
momentum and in a short time it revolves with the speed of former days. 
So it is with the RoyaL ArcANUM. Councils have not yet fully recovered 
from the shock oceasioned by our»recent rates legislation. In a little 
while, however, initiations will again become the order of the day and the 
RoyAL ARCANUM will march triumphantly on to victory.” 

The resolution presented by the Committee was adopted as an amend-

the last day of September, 1918; that all of our laws applicable to suspen- 
sion for non-payment of assessments and Supreme Council Dues, and sub- 
sequent reinstatement, shall apply to said special contribution. 

Every member of the Order, therefore, in good standing, on Sep- 
tember first next, will be required to give evidence of his loyalty to our 
great fraternity, and all it represents, by making a special contribution of 
one’ dollar to inaugurate, carry forward and maintain a concerted, well 
organized campaign to replace our depleted ranks and rehabilitate our 
various Subordinate Gouncils.

PLANNING IT 


If there are some places in the 
world where a lucky* person may 
“muddle through,” the Oratorship 
of a Subordinate Council is NoT one 
of them. 

From first to last, the successful 
or even possible Orator must know 
what he is trying to do and how he 
plans to do it. He must prepare in 
advance for each meeting, and his 
plan is likely to be successful in 
proportion to the length of time it 
is made before it is needed. A plan 
made at seven o’clock Thursday 
evening for use two hours later is 
not likely to be anything like as good 
as one made a week earlier. 

A good plan involves the coopera- 
tion of many others besides yourself. 


If Possible, plan your Siibls series 
of meetings in advance. 

If you are going to say anything 
yourself, outline it in advance, 
making sure of your points, and 
especially of your “terminal fa- 
cilities.” If you are going to call 
on any one else, let him know about 
it, and also let him know what you 
wish him to talk about,—and also 
about how long. 

Interest, usefulness, entertain- 
ment, popularity, vigor, snap, so- 
ciability and enjoyment,—you can 
get all of them in each meeting by 
“ planning it.”

RESUME OF CHANGES IN LAWS

effect that said application shall be- 
come and be a part of his contract; 
that he is then in good health, and 
is not suffering with, nor has been 
treated for, any of the diseases 
enumerated therein within a year 
immediately prior thereto; that he 
has not received medical treatment 
within one year next preceding his 
application for reinstatement; that 
no application for insurance upon 
his life or the payment of a benefit 
upon his death is then pending, and 
that he has not been rejected by any 
Insurance Company or Benefit So- 
ciety since the date of his suspen- 
sion; that he warrants the truthful- 
ness of all the statements contained 
in said application; and, provided, 
further, that all other requirements 
of law in relation to the reinstate- 
ment of suspended members are 
fully complied with, and his appli- 
cation is accompanied by a fee of 
twenty-five cents, which shall be- 
come a part of the revenue of his 
Subordinate Council.” 


Sec. 398 was amended by elimi- 
nating the words “upon the proper 
notice from the said -officer,” so 
that said section as amended shall 
read as follows:— 


MAY BECOME MEMBER-AT-LARGE 


“Sec. 398. In the case of any 
Council becoming dissolved, any 
member of such Council who may 
be refused or rejected as a mem- 
ber from depositing his card in 
other Councils shall be preserved 
as a member-at-large, receiving no 
sick benefits, but continuing to pay 
his assessments, as if regularly con- 
nected with a Council, to the Su- 
preme Secretary, and in the case of 
death, his beneficiary shall be en- 
titled to the Widows and Orphans’ 
Benefit Fund. Such member shall | 
pay, as dues, to the Supreme Coun- 
cil, three dollars per year (in ad- 
vance), and he shall receive from 
the Supreme Secretary a certificate 
or receipt authorizing the Regent of 
any Council to give him the pass- 
word in force -during the time for 
which his dues are paid. The Su- 
preme Secretary shall keep a roll of 
all members-at-large and_ their 
standing in the Order.” 


A note was added to Section 430 
(7) providing that a half-cash mem- 
ber under 79 years of age may have 
his lien canceled and discharged 
and avail himself of the privileges 
of Option 2. 


Section 449 was amended to pro- 
vide that the Supreme Secretary 
shall send notice by mail to each 
member of a Council which has 
been under suspension for more 
than thirty days: 


Sections 508 and 524 were 
amended removing Florida from the 
designation of proscribed territory,

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OUR PATRIOTIC ONE DOLLAR 


PECkR ae every member of the 
Order has given a good deal 
more than one dollar to a good many 
patriotic objects since the war be- 
gan. Now, for the first time, he is 
called upon to give just one dollar 
as a sort of “ war tax” for the bene- 
fit of the RoyaL ARCANUM. The 
whys and wherefores of the matter 
are given in detail in the official 
circular of the Supreme Regent on 
another page. The chief purpose of 
this paragraph is to call attention 
to that circular as the one most im- 
portant announeement of the cur- 
rent month. 

The war has brought peculiar op- 
portunities and peculiar burdens to 
the Fraternal: Orders. The organ- 
ization of the people at home is as 
important as any possible- military 
work. The United States Govern- 
ment has been prompt to recognize 
our own Order with its State and 
local branches as one of the means 
ready at hand to help-in the great 
work of securing the cooperative 
interest and activity of a large 
number of good citizens. The share 
that the various live Councils of the 
Order have taken in every form of. 
patriotic endeavor shows that this 
confidence has been well placed. 

The war has also placed peculiar 
burdens upon all the Orders. It has 
put life and death on a new basis, 
The risks of mortality have been 
turned upside down for all our 
yeung men, for whom practically 
all the peace time forms of protec- 
tion have ceased to be available. 
The RoyvaL ARCANUM has arranged 
to meet this situation so far as con- 
cerns all its existing members, but 
like all the other Orders and old 
line companies, it is unable to offer 
exactly the same protection to néw 
members of military age, as it did 
before the war. 


A heavy, long distance express 
train stops at the end of a section, 
and is overhauled... The wheels are 
tested, the water tanks refilled, the 
oil boxes are repacked, a new and 
more powerful lacomotive is at- 
tached, and the enginemen begin to 
pile in the coal. They well know 
that it is going to take a little extra 
steam to regain the momentum of 
the journey. The schedule has al- 
lowed for the readjustment, but now 
it is-up to them to put on the steam, 
keep right on time, and make the 
run for all they are worth. There 
was no sense in faking off the old 
engine if they .were going to stand 
still, and there would be equally 
little sense to dawdle along with 
the new one at only half speed for 
lack of a few shovelfulls of coal. 

True economy is not “ penny wise 
and pound foolish.” Forty years of 
constant painstaking endeavor and 
experiment accompanied by no little 
sacrifice and hardship have finally 
given us as good a system of protec- 
tion as there is in the world. It 
only remains to push it for what it 
is really worth,—and it is surely 
worth very much more than this 
extra dollar apiece! It is the stitch 
in time which saves nine.

the opportunities for education ‘and 


dev onset which it has placed with-. 


in the reach of thousands of boys and 
girls whose pes or brother was 
taken away and who were enabled to 
grow up as intelligent, useful and re- 
spected men and women in the vari- 
ous communities in which they lived, 
the families which were held together 
and the homes which were kept in- 
tact, and the countless other. ways in 
which this money has*helped to lift 
the burden from weary shoulders and 
to smooth the rough places along 
life’s pathway are matters well known 
to our members and to all who are 
acquainted with the history of our 
fraternity. From the fraternal stand- 
point the thousands who have been 
helped by the ec ducational advantages 
offered by our fraternity, who in the 
hour of sickness, distress and need 
have felt the benign influence of its 
auxiliary organizations and who 
through its fraternal associations have 
acquired that which is more precious 
than anything else on earth, namely, 
a large number of true friends—all 
these are living witnesses of its value 
and worth as a fraternal institution. 
Its past is sectire and tells a story of 
fidelity to duty, loyalty to our cause 
and the courage on the part of its 
leaders to strive for its perpetuation 
against the calumny and abuse of the 
ignorant within and the hostile with- 
out. It has always been a leader in 
the fraternal field, and today it occu- 
pies that position of leadership, rest-

Unless we, the present members 
of the Royal Arcanum, by our thought 
and effort, make it a going and grow- 
ing organization, we will not have 
performed our duties as members, 
either to ourselves or to the genera- 
tions who are to follow, and who will 
need the protection and the fraternal 
influences of the Royal Arcanum even 
more than they were needed in the 
past. 

The Royal Arcanum of today is 
more worthy of the earnest support 
of all its members than at any other 
period in its history. It has come out 
triumphant and vindicated in every at- 
tack upon its integrity, solvency and 
perpetuity made in the courts in the 
past few years.

The Supreme Council of the Royal 
Arcanum at its session held in this 
City in May last, pledged itself to the 
food conservation measures advocated 
by Food Administrator Hoover, to 
voluntarily give up wheat and wheat 
products until the next harvest so far 
as circumstances of individuals will 


‘permit, and to avoid waste in meat 
_and reduce the consumption as nearly 


as possible of all meats and poultry 
to two pounds per. week per person 
over four years of age, by adopting 
the following resolution: 


“The Royal Arcanum is one hun- 
dred per cent loyal. It teaches fealty 
to country and inculcates those prin- 
ciples which are essential to good cit- 


izenship. It abhors the slacker and 
condemns the lukewarm patriot. Its 
members are now giving freely of 


their means, their time and their ef- 
forts in backing their Government in 
the.. prosecution of the war, while 
thousands of its sturdy sons, on-land 
and sea and in the air, are making the 
sublime sacrifice and giving the ‘last 
full measure of devotion’ that free 
government may not perish from the 
earth. 

“Those of us who cannot carry a 
rifle, man a machine gun or manage 
an aeroplane must deny ourselves and 
make the nécessary sacrifices that 
those who are risking their lives for 
us and for our families may be prop- 
erly provided for. : 

“That our boys at the front will do 
their full duty no one doubts, and if 
we at home, in safety and in comfort, 
will do our duty and make these 
slight sacrifices, the selfish, brutal au- 
tocracy of Prussia will soon be driven 
from the earth; therefore, Be It 

“Resolved: That the Supreme Coun- 
cil of the Royal Arcanum hereby re- 
cords its unqualified approval of and 
hearty support to the Food Conser- 


vation measures requested by Food 


Administrator Hoover, approves of 
his appeal being made to the member- 
ship of our Order, is prepared to cir- 
culate this appeal to our Councils and

peal will be heeded and followed by 
its members; that the Supreme Re- 
gent be requested to send a telegram 
to Mr. Hoover advising him of the 
action taken by the Supreme Council 
in this regard.”

“For further publicity a_ trial 
contract was made with the Crom- 
well Childe-John W, Schmidt Co., 
consulting experts in newspaper 
publicity, of New York City, for a 
period of ten weeks, at $75 per week 
and not to exceed $250 for expenses 
during the period. 

“The result of this contract was 
that many articles, in the shape of 
news, referring to the RoyAL ARCA- 
NUM, have been printed in the daily 
press throughout the country and 
the amount of publicity gained was 
far in excess of what we antic- 
ipated. This character of publicity 
is undoubtedly beneficial and not 
only tends to bring the merits of the 
ROYAL ARCANUM before the public, 
but encourages our “membership 
everywhere.

The 
RoyaL ARCANUM is duly qualified in every respect to enlarge its field of 
operation and place any number of American homes under its protection. 

Our Order conducts its business through Grand and Subordinate Coun- 
cil Officers, selected for their positions because they are assumed to be men 
of experience and ability sufficient to take the initiative and lead the 
members in active work to increase the membership; because they are as- 
sumed to be men loyal to the Order, devoted to our fraternity in par- 
ticular, and to fraternal work generally. To a very large extent the as- 
sumptions are justified. Let us eliminate all exceptions during this year. 


NEW BUSINESS 


The Royat ARCANUM is a well established, going and growing concern. 
As such it must secure new business. The managers of every banking and 
commercial institution are not content to rest upon a good reputation made 
in the past. They go after new business. When we speak of new business 
in connection with our Order we mean recruits, applicants, initiates, re- 
instatements. Every Council, in order to deserve its charter, must add to 
its membership. Every Regent who desires to prove himself worthy of 
his honors and responsibility, should organize and lead his officers and 
active members in a continuous effort to secure initiates and reinstate- 
ments. If he cannot or will not do so, he should resign and give some 
worthy brother a chance to make good. Grand Council officers were 
elected by Representatives from thé Councils in their respective Jurisdic- 
tions, because they were believed to be the men best qualified by ability, 
experience and loyalty to organize the Councils intelligently and effectively, 
and lead all of the active officers and members in their respective Juris- 
dictions in the work so vitally necessary to each Couneil, each Grand 
Council, and to the Order as a whole, to secure additions to membership in 
large numbers. We believe that every man thus honored will do his 
level best to justify the confidence of those who elected him to office. 


EXPLAIN THE RATES 


Every Grand and Subordinate Council Officer should study our Con- 
stitutions and Laws, especially those sections pertaining to our rates of 
assessment, so that he may intelligently explain them to the members. 
Give the explanations in Council meetings and at special meetings of 
officers and workers, Edueate the members to become intelligent and 
effective agents of their Council and Order in soliciting new business— 
applicants. 


TABLE A : 


The rates which apply to new members are the New Whole-Life Table 
known as Table A and Option D. (See Sec. 430, Constitutions and Laws of 
the Order). ; 

Any man who joins our Order and selects Table A will pay the monthly 
assessment fixed for his age at initiation, which is a whole-life rate and 


does not contemplate any increase of his rate at age 65 or at any other’ 


age. The regular rate table under which a member pays a low term rate 
to age 65, and thereafter pays a whole-life rate, has been abolished as. to 
new members. A new member who selects Table A should be informed 


that if at any time thereafter he should become totally and permanently ~ 


disabled, he may upon making proof satisfactory to the Examiner of 
Claims that such total and permanent disability exists, surrender his 
Benefit Certificate in the Order and all rights, benefits and privileges 
therein, and receive an amount of money equal to one-half the amount of 
the benefit specified in his Benefit Certificate. That any new member who 
selects Table A may, upon arriving at the age of 70 years and upon making 
application and proof and upon surrendering his Benefit Certificate and 
severing his membership in the Order, receive as an old age, benefit a sum 
of money equal to the reserve maintained by the Order under his Benefit 
Certificate, provided however that all indebtedness of such member to the 
Order shall be deducted. 


OPTION D 


Officers and members who induce their friends to join our Order, 
should thoroughly explain to the latter the advantages of Option D. The 
rate for age 20 under this Option is $1.04 per month for $1,000.00 of pro- 
tection. Under Table A for the same amount, the rate at age 20 is 914 
cents. Under Option D, at age 40 the rate is $2.27 monthly, while under 
Table A it is $1.82. About the same difference obtains as to all ages. Too 
often the applicant selects Table A because the rate at his age is less than 
if is under Option D, when he would select Option D if he understood 
clearly that if he selects Option D and pays the rate at his age of entry 
until he attains the age of 65 years, his rate thereafter throughout his life 
will be reduced one-half, a very great advantage to him at that time in 
life. Under this Option a member may secure a total permanent dis- 
ability benefit at any time before he attains the age of 60 years, or an old

From the foregoing, it appears that our Order not only protects those 
dependent. upon a member, but it protects the member while alive, with 
advantages to) him upon the monthly payment plan which for many years 
no fraternal society could contract or promise to give under any Ci 
cumstances. All of these matters should be fully explained to applican 
It is your duty and my duty to explain them. Let us all qualify oursel 
to perform that duty promptly and properly. 


YOUNG MEN NEED OUR ORDER

ANOTHER FIELD 


Any man between the ages of 16 and 55 years may join our Order.

The total membership of all the fraternal beneficiary 
societies of the United States and Canada, is about nine millions. That 
includes men of all ages from 16 to 98 years of age, and women as well.

must be conducted in a business like manner, but it is our business to be 
fraternal at all times. Fraternal courtesy and interest promptly exem 
plified, will in many cases save delinquent members and make of th 
producers of new business. Even when members are suspended, t 
should not be abandoned. By signing a reinstatement form, paying d 
and assessments, and receiving a favorable vote of the Council within 45 
days from date of suspension, they may be reinstated without medical ex— 
amination. Our laws give us the machinery necessary to transact 
business of our Order promptly and effectively, to secure thousands of ne 
members, to retain those we have, and to secure the réinstatement of thos 
who have allowed themselves to be suspended. Our Order is equipped 
every way to do business upon a larger scale than ever before in all i

And, most of all, what are you 
doing to it?

Or are you 
meeting it like a man, with your 
mind alert and your body erect, 4ry- 
ing to understand as much of it as 
you can, and living your life in 
these wonderful days with the full 
resolve that it too shall count in 
the cause of God and man as truly 
as the lives of your brothers who 
are giving all on the battlefield? | 


These are the questions of 1918. 
If you can make them really alive in 


your Council chamber, you will not 


have any difficulty about attendance, 
or about-the creation of a spirit of 
real brotherhood in your com- 
munity. In sober, literal truth, this 
war is the fraternalist’s war: in its 
questions the live Orator will find 
his stock in trade. 


UNDERSTANDING THE WAR 
Souk one in high position has re- 


cently said that there is only 


one thing more important than 
winning the war,—understanding it. 
It was very important to win the 
battles of Saratoga and Yorktown, 
but it was enormously more im- 
portant that the colonies should 
realize that they were a free and in- 
dependent nation. Gettysburg and 
Appamatox are golden manes in our 
history, but their importance is 
slight in comparison with the fact 
that we are all one nation, and that 
slavery can have no place amongst 
us. The Marne, The Aisne, Chateau 
Thierry and all the other priceless 
words that are coming into history 
will mean little, except as they stand 
for the triumph of aspirations and 
ideas which are worth dying for. 
What are these ideas? What do 
we mean by “democracy?” What 
are the tangible results which the 
good fraternalist expects to see 
garnered from this plowing and har- 
rowing of the soul of the world? 
Here is a great chance for the 
Orator: first, to think for himself, 
and then to get his Council to think 
with him. 4 
He has only to open his eyes, to 
read a few of the more thoughtful 
magazines and news articles, to 
listen to the words of a few of the 
great leaders, notably President 
Wilson, to find answers to these 
questions. The BULLETIN means to 
give you all the help it can in this 
direction, but if you once get the 
idea for yourself, you will find as- 
sistance in a thousand unexpected 
places also.

The eleventh annual picnic of the

Numerous atrocities were related 
by the Sergeant,—one in particular of 
a woman, who ‘was turned loose from 
the Germ&n trenches about sunset. 
she 
wandered about in “No Man’s Land” 
until she finally reached our barbed 
wire entanglements, where she had 
been attracted by the moans of a sol- 
dier lying across the wire. She 
started to help him down off the wire, 
when German machine guns opened 
fire on her. She was identified later 
as a French woman, who had been a 
prisoner in the hands of Germans. 

He also gave the boys a very good 
explanation about trench warfare, 
telling about _barrage fire and gas 
bombs and last but not least, related 
how deadly these gas .attacks are— 
he, himself being a victim of “Phos- 
gene” from the effects of which he is 
now at home to recuperate. 

He closed his address by telling 
how much good work.is done by the 
Salvation Army “Over There.” He 
claims that the soldier would rather 
spend his spare time at these canteens 
than any other. The Salvation Army 
workers receive, as salary, $4.00 a 
week, if there is ‘any money in the 
treasury... Their work consists prin- 
cipally of “First Aid Kitchens” and_ 
washing clothes for the soldiers and 
darning socks, and he says the brand 
of doughnuts they bake can’t be beat. 

Later, the Orator introduced Mr. J. 
C. Hamilton, connected with the 
Council of Defense, who gave a short 
talk on patriotism, and closed our 
meeting by singing of America.

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RHODE ISLAND DID IT. 
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AN INTERNATIONAL HOLIDAY 


D QO you realize that last July 

saw the widest-spread cele- 
pration which ever took place of a 
non-religious holiday? With the 
exception of Christmas, probably 
no day in the history of the world 
has ever been celebrated in so many 
places and by so many people as our 
own Fourth of July in this year of 
Grace, 1918. 

Great Britain, the nation for 
which the day might be supposed 
fo have the least pleasant associ- 
ation, celebrated it with a whole 
heartedness seldom shown for its 
own festivals. Lord Derby, English 
Ambassador to France summed up 
the lesson of the day in a personal 
reminiscence :— 

“As in the days of my youth 

a teacher spanked me, saying, 

“You will thank me later for 

this, I say now that I wish to 

thank Ameriea for the best 
licking we ‘ever got. It has 
done us both a lot_of good. We 
are grateful to you because that 
licking taught us how to treat 
our children; it is the reason 
why we now have Australia and 

Canada, and even South Africa, 

fighting be side us today.” 

All over France, and especially in 
Paris, the day was observed almost 
as thoroughly as it was in the United 
States. In Brazil, Uraguay ‘and 
Peru the day was proclaimed a na- 
tional holiday,. and all South 
America shared in its celebration. 
All the provinces of Chile observed 
the anniversary with enthusiasm. 
Even Mexico celebrated the day with 
elaborate exercises in Mexico City, 
attended by Government officials 
and a large number of Mexican 
Army officers in uniform. 


Throughout. Italy, ‘the day was 
made an occasion for the greatest 
manifestation of friendship and 


alfection- ever offered to any foreign 
country. In the language of King 
Victor Emmanuel, “ this anniversary 
is today celebrated by all the free 
peoples,.as if it were their. own 
gladsome holiday, as a Tite. por- 
tending the victory of liberty and 
justice.” 

Even in Afri¢a,’ Asia and the 
islands of the sea, in Canada, Aus- 
traliasand. Japan men everywhere 
paused..to honor the American 
Fourth of July. Indeed, nowhere, 
did it receive any finer expression 
than from the Ambassador of 
Japan :— 

“We trust you, we love you, 
and, if’ you will let us, we will 
walk at your side in loyal good- 
fellowship down all the coming 
year's,” 

The “New York ‘Times 
History,” to which we are indebted 
for these faets thus epitonizes the 
day at home:— 

“There were men and women 
of the white, the black, the 
brown, and the yellow races. In 
the serried ranks that tramped 
to the rhythm of Amer 
ican music from early morn 
until the dusk of evening

Brothers:—The Supreme Council in May, 1917, after thorough con- 
sideration of the business methods of Fraternal Societies, present condi- 
tions and needs, adopted a comprehensive report and resolution directing 
the Supreme Regent and Executive Committee to engage the services of an 
able, experienced, resourceful man to be designated as Field Manager. 

The efforts of the Supreme Regent and Executive Committee during 
last year were devoted largely to satisfying all inquiring members, main- 
taining confidence and loyalty, winning. all the suits started by ill-advised 
members and ex-members, securing examinations and endorsements by 
Insurance Departments, obtaining wide-spread publicity of the solvency 
and efficiency of our Order, and preparing the way for the new Regime 
which the RoyAL ARCANUM now triumphantly inaugurates. 

The Supreme Regent reported to the Supreme Council in May, 1918, 
that because of the foregoing facts no Field Manager had been employed. 
His report was unanimously approved. 

By unanimous vote a fund was created to be used for the purpose of 
procuring continuous publicity for our Order and to aid Grand Councils in 
the work of organizing their forces and securing new members. The pay- 
ment of one dollar by each member in September, 1918, is aptly designated

Cash prize payments will be made to the Councils at the close of each 
month, upon certification by Secretary under seal of the Council, stating names, 
etc., of candidates initiated during month. This will enable prompt payment by 
Councils to individual members, and encourage continued activity. 


We designate this a “Patriotic Campaign’”’ because we believe it to be our 
‘patriotic duty to fill up the vacancies in our ranks caused by the response to the 
“nation’s call to the colors of so many of our patriotic members. They are the 
’ real patriots, ready and willing, if necessary, to make the supreme sacrifice, to 
the end that we and our posterity may for all future time enjoy peace, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness. Should we not then, who are permitted to remain 
at home in peace and prosperity, prove that we are patriotic to the Royal Ar- 
-canum, the order that our heroes loved and worked for? Let us do our duty by

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ROYAL ARCANUM. 


(The Fraternal Monitor.) 

The forty-first annual meeting of 
the Supreme Council of the Royal Ar- 
canum, held in Chicago, May 15th to 
22d, was. constructive. The legisla- 
tion enacted includes the reduction of 
the minimum age of admission from 
eighteen to sixteen years. This will 
open a new field for applicants and 
one which should be productive. It 
was stated in the convention that 
there are over one million young men 
between these ages, a large propor: 
tion of whom are now assuming new 
responsibilities because of the mili« 
tary service of their elder brothers. 


~The monthly payments for applicants 


of the ages of sixteen and seventeen 
years will be the same as the rates for 
age eighteen. Another amendinent 
deals with the payment for medical 
examination; providing that each lo- 
cal council shall collect from each 
applicant a degree fee of not less than 
$2.50. The medical examination fee 
of each applicant, which is $2.50, shall 
be paid by the local council out of 
the degree fee and not by the appli- 
cant. 

The questions of adopting the prin- 
ciple of whole family protection and 
of admitting women were considered 
in the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee, which report was adverse to 
both proposals. These subjects were 
referred to a special committee whose 
report recommended that no action be 
taken at this time, but referred the 
matter to the Medical Examiner-in- 
Chief for further investigation and re- 
port at the next meeting of the Su- 
preme Council. 

An amendment was adopted unani- 
mously, requiring the payment of one 
dollar by every member, September 
Ist to 30th, 1918, as a patriotic and 
fraternal contribution to a fund for 
the institution of an effective field de- 
partment and for an aggressive cam- 
paign for new members. 

The following officers were elected 
for the ensuring term: C. Arch Wil- 
liams, Supreme Regent; L. R. Geisen- 
berger, Supreme Vice-Regent; Carle- 
ton E. Hoadley, Supreme Orator; 
Samuel N: Hoag, Supreme Secretary; 
A. S. Robinson, Supreme Treasurer; 
W. Holt Apgar, Examiner of Claims; 
William F. McConnell, Supreme Au- 
ditor; Howard C. Wiggins, General 
Counsel and Legal Adviser. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee will include the 
above officers and also J. A. Langfitt, 
Robert Van Sands, Frank B. Wicker- 
sham and F. T. McFaden. The next 
meeting of the Supreme Council will 
be held at Atlantic City, N. J., in 
May, 1919. 

During the past year the Royal Ar- 
canum: has been successful in over- 
coming the attempts to destroy the 
Society. The . recent examination 
made by the insurance departments 
of New York, Connecticut and Mas- 
sachusetts, clearly demonstrates that 
no just basis existed for the attacks, 
It now is actuarily solvent and the. 
valuation of its certificates as of Janu- 
ary 1, 1918, shows a degree of so- 
Ivency of ninety-nine per cent. This 
percentage would be over one hun- 
dred if the outstanding liens, general 
fund balance and other items were in- 
cluded in the assets. 


MIDWAY COUNCIL was visited 
by many well know, Arcanians at its 
meeting of Saturday, August 3rd.

Rules for the Correct Display of the 
National Emblem. 
(Western Review) 

Flag rules, telling how and when 
the national emblem ‘should be dis- 


. played when the-nation is at war, fol-

When a flag is placed in a window 
it should be so placed that it will be 
viewed with the starry field in the 
upper left-hand corner, with: the 
stripes horizontal. The person hang- 
ing the flag thus will have the stars on 


his right side, while to the viewer they 


will be on the left. 

When the flag-is projected from a 
window ona pole, or on a wire, or 
rope, the starry field is placed furth- 
est fwom the house displaying it, ex- 
cept when facing a parade, when the 
flag is suspended across the street, 
with the stripes perpendicular, in 
which case the starry field goes in the 
upper left-hand corner as viewed by 
the parade. 

‘When a flag is made up on a badge, 
the blue union with the stars is on the 
en side, and it is viewed from the 
eit 

The War Deparuacut has ruled that 
during war the American flag may 
float all night, if intended for patriotic 
and not advertising purposes. 

When the flag is worn as an emblem 
on the coat or other garment, no other 
token should ever be worn above it.

“This tribute was all the more re- 
markable inasmuch as Mr. Daniels, 
the Secretary of the Navy, had 
during the early years of his» ad- 
ministration been the target of: per- 
sistent abuse and ridicule on the 
part of Conservatives, who resented 
the zeal wherewith he introduced 
temperance and other social reforms 
into the Navy, and who did not 
secruple to declare him. an incom- 
petent faddist.”

ARCANIAN MAKES SUPREME 
SACRIFICE 


BROTHER GUSTAV KOLAR 


The Royal Arcanum is pre-eminently 
a patriotic institution. Its members 
have and are zealously and loyally 
supporting the Government in all its 
varied war activities. Thousands are 
serving on land and sea and in air to 
uphold the precious principles of self- 
government and to preserve the free 
institutions which have been inherited 
from our heroic ancestors. Many of 
these men are already on the firing 
line and among the first to give “the 
last full measure of devotion’ was 
Brother Gustav Kolar, a member of 
Champlain Council, whose picture ap- 
pears above. Brother Kolar was 
killed in action “somewhere in 
France” in July, 1918. He was one of 
the first to enlist when our President 
called for volunteers and served his 
country with fidelity and courage un- 
til the day when he fell in battle. 

He joined Champlain Council in 
November, 1909, and was a faithful 
member of the Fraternity. He is sur- 
vived by two brothers who are mem- 
bers of Champlain Council, namely: 
Past Regent James Kolar and Brother 
William J. Kolar. 

Champlain Council at its first meet- 
ing in September adopted suitable 
resolutions commending the unselfish 
life and the heroic death of our de- 
ceased brother. 

Brother Kolar is survived by a 
mother and several brothers and sis- 
ters who have the sincere sympathy 
of every member of our Fraternity, 
in Illinois in their hour of bereave- 
ment. 


HESPERIA COUNCIL 


Hesperia Council held its second 
meeting in August on Thursday even- 
ing, August 22nd, at Arcanum Hall, 
29 West Monroe Street. The evening 
was extremely sultry, and on this ac- 
count the attendance was rather small 
and the ordinary council business was 
promptly disposed of.

One 
of the pleasing diversions was fur- 
nished by the Orator when he ex- 
hibited a German helmet, gas mask 
and other trophies which had been 
sent to Past Regent H. W. Schmidt 
by his brother who is in the tank 
service on the fighting line in France. 

Brother Julius Barnard American- 
ized the helmet when he drew a beau- 
tiful American flag out of it, and in 
passing it may be said that nothing 
nearly so beautiful. or valuable ever 
occupied the same place before, al- 
though this helmet once adorned the 
haughty head of a German lieutenant. 
In explanation of this incident atten- 
tion is called to the fact that Hesperia 
Council has a drawing at every meet- 
ing, the prize in every case being an 
American flag, and the tickets were 
all placed in the German helmet and 
Brother Julius Barnard drew the for- 
tunate number. 

Among the trophies there was also 
some colored glass from the shattered 
ruins of the cathedral at Rheims, 
which edifice is more than eight hun- 
dred years old. Also the point of a 
fourteen-inch shell which was found 
under the altar of this cathedral. This 
altar is still intact although the re- 
mainder of the beautiful edifice has 
been seriously damaged by shell fire. 
The collection also contained a Ger- 
man hand grenade, bullets, time-caps 
and the insignias of the various ficht- 
ing forces. It is a most interesting 
and valuable collection and the thanks 
of Hesperia Cotncil were due and are 
hereby tendered to Past Regent 
Schmidt and his loyal brother who is 
serving his country so faithfully at

Either we must go without the 
comforts, luxuries, and the extrava- 
gances, and avoid ‘the waste we were 
accustomed to in times of peace, or 


~our soldiers and our allies must go 


without those things necessary to 
them to carry on the war. There is 
not enough material and labor in this 
country to supply the gigantic war 
demands and also to supply every- 
thing we have been accustomed to in 
times of peace. 

One or both of these demands must 
be reduced, and war demands cannot 
be cut down. Such a reduction is in- 
conceivable. The needs of the nation 
and of humanity come first. Any- 
thing that interferes with the win- 
ning of the war must step aside. That 
is the reason wé, as a people, must 
sacrifice, save, and serve. France 
and Europe have already drained the 
cup of sacrifice to its bitter dregs, 
but as yet we live in comfort and 
ease. It is time we practice some- 
thing of the spirit of economy which 
characterizes France if the call to 
patriotism, humanity, and disty is to 
be nobly answered. 

The Germans, since the catty days 
of the war, have sacrificed everything 
they owned and every comfort they 
lived for, in the interest of their 
Fatherland, and that is the reason 
why Germany, up to.the present time, 
has stood undefeated before most of 
the civilized world. 

Englishmen and Frenchmen, early 
in the war, started in to “do their 
bit,’ and it was not until they came 
to a realization that it was necessary 
for every individual to “Do His or 
Her All” that any appreciable pro- 
fress was made in showing their 
superiority to the German war ma- 
chine. Democracy and determined 
sacrifice are invincible, but only so 
when a supreme effort is made and 
the democratic spirit moves as one. 

We have a problem of terrifying 
magnitude, but the answer to the dis- 
ciplined German autocracy must and 
will be a free, voluntary, and loyal 
response on the part of every Amer- 
ican citizen. A united and wholly 
self-sacrificing America must be 
Democracy’s answer to Autocracy. 
We have got to realize the responsi- 
bilities resting upon us and we must 
with intelligence take up the problem 
of supplying the needs of our Navy, 
our Army, and our Allies, and see 
to it that the Government has all the 
money necessary to carry on the fight 
and to win. 

Halfway measures will get us no- 
where. The great strain now upon 


- stated. 


this country is not to produce fight- 
ing men, 
volunteer or selected.- The strain is, 
with our man power already depleted 
by those men in training and in 
France, to supply both them and our 
Allies with food, clothes, unlimited 
‘ships, munitions, guns, and supplies 
of all kinds. 


When we save a toneof coal we 
release it or its equivalent for war 
purposes. When we deny ourselves 
a pound of beef, sugar, or pork, or 
any other commodity which the sol- 
diers need, and for which we have 
substitutes, we help to energize the 
men in training or at the front. Every 
time we refrain from purchasing 
something we do not need we start 
economic forces working, which will 
sooner or later release the man power 
employed in their manufacture and 
make that man power available for 
the production of war material. Every 
nickel, dime, or quarter we save by 
not purchasing useless or unnecessary 
things is an equivalent amount added 
to Uncle Sam’s fighting strength.— 
Western Review.

THE OPEN DOOR NIGHT 


HE four ROYAL ARCA ANU M Coun- 
cils in St. Paul, Minn., have 
arranged for a series of union meet- 
ings for the first of each month at 
each of which one Council will be 
host and the others will be guests. 
Each Council is to entertain once in 
four months or twice during the 
period from September to April in- 
clusive. 

The plan is very simple. © The 
receiving Council in each instance 
is to serve a supper at 6.30 P. M. 
“sharp.” After forty-five minutes 
of eating and cigars, the hour from 
7.15 to 8.15 is to be devoted to dis- 
cussion of ways and means of mak- 
ing the Council meetings attractive, 
building up attendance, securing 
new members, etc. To prevent the 
discussion from scattering over too 
much territory, each evening is to 
be limited to only one definite 
phase of some one of these general 
subjects, and no speaker is to take 
more than four minutes. 

The excellently written prospectus 


of the plan outlines an “or- 
ganization” which seems fairly 
certain to insure success. In the 


first place, each of the four Councils 
have eleven officers. That ought to 
insure a “ fighting force” of forty- 
four men each meeting. In the 
second place it is planned to enlist 
each member present at the first 
meeting to use his best efforts to 
bring live wire members to the sue- 
ceeding “Open Door Night” meet- 
ings. Still further, it is expected 
to make the meetings so pleasant 
that everyone who does attend will 
look forward to the monthly sup- 
pers as a decided treat which will 
develop the co-operation of all the 
working members and lead to a 
healthy. growth throughout the 
Order. In the fourth place, each 
one of the visitors is expected to re- 
main to the regular session of the 
entertaining Council. A further 
effort will be made in each instance 
to make these sessions extra good, 
so that additional pleasure and 
profit will result from the evening. 

The BULLETIN extends its con- 
gratulations to the St. Paul brethren 
upon this plan and will be greatly 
interested to see how it works. If 
it is followed up with the perseve- 
rance and skill which séems reason- 
ably certain, the results cannot help 
being good.

IFE insurance is different from everything else in 

the world in one respect. Other things you can 

get when you want them. Life insurance must be got 
when you dowt want it, or not at all. 

You can buy your rubbers when it begins to rain. 
You can buy your overcoat when it begins to get cold in 

_the fall. You can step into the restaurant when you 
are hungry, but you can’t get life insurance when you 
are sick.

He 
wakes you up on the subject, and keeps at you until you” 
do something about it. Unfortunately, he is looking out 
for himself in the trade, and the fact that he has to be 
paid a good commission to cover the time that he spends 
in converting you adds a substantial amount. to the cost 
of his wares. : 

One of the chief merits of the fraternal system is 
that it saves the cost of this solicitation, but Nota Bene! 
it does not save it by leaving out the exhortation and 
following up. Men have simply got to be solicited and 
solicited hard to pay good money for something that 
neither they nor their family is going to need until some 
indefinitely far-off time in the future. 

.On the contrary, the successful fraternal Order must 
do this soliciting even more vigorously than its commer- 
cial competitors. The difference is that instead of the 
importunity of the highly paid agent, it depends upon 
the brotherly interest of a friend who is seeking to 
benefit the party insured instead of trying to get a com- 
mission out of him. 

Therefore, the good fraternalist must eet applica- 
tions. That isa part of hisjob. If the Order is to have 
the benefit of your friend’s co-operation, or if he is to 
have the benefit of the protection which his family needs, 
you must make the trade between them. You are the 
agent of both parties: the welfare of both depends upon 
the vigor and persistency of your efforts. 

And you are a poor apology for a man if you will 
not work as hard for the benefit of your friend and. the: 
welfare of your Order as a life insurance agent will for 
the sake of his commission !

Brothers:—The Fall Campaign was started on September ist. The 
Supreme Regent had perfected arrangements with nearly every Grand Re- 
gent for thorough organization, united and persistent work by Grand and 
Subordinate Council Officers and active members, and real assistance by 
the Supreme Council, made possible by the unanimous vote of that body 
and the patriotic and fraternal, approval and response of our entire mem- 
bership. © ; 

Field Manager, Edward Becker, suggested that Grand and Subordinate 
Council organizations be perfected and trained during September, that a 
hard drive for applications be made during October, and that November 
should be made a memorable month in the history of our Order, by the 
initiation of One Thousand new members. 

The Supreme Regent, Field Manager, and other Supreme Council 
Officers attended conferences of leaders in many places. Letters urging 
action, suggesting plans, and calling for reports were sent out in large 

‘numbers each day by the Supreme Regent and Field Manager to Grand and 
Subordinate Council Officers from Maine to California and from Ontario to 
Georgia. The wires sagged and the mails groaned with the messages and 

letters calling our fraternal comrades to action. Responses were prompt, 
fraternal and encouraging. Each day interest. and activity increased until 
in October the reports of candidates initiated and applicants secured in 
many Jurisdictions, indicated that we would certainly reach our objective in 
November. 


EPIDEMIC ABATES ACTIVITY 


Then the Spanish Influenza appeared. It spread so rapidly and 
claimed so many victims throughout the land that the authorities in nearly 
every State and large city were compelled for public safety to forbid public 
meetings of all kinds, The inability of Councils to hold regular meetings 
prevented initiations and this to some extent discouraged the work of se- 
curing applications. Many active Arcanians, ‘and members of their families, 
were victims of the scourge, which was no respecter of places or persons; 
eo that we in the second line of defense thoroughly appreciated the trials 
of fhe men,in the front line trenches. ; 

Massachusetts was the first State to forbid the holding of public meet- 
ings and.it lifted the ban about October 25th, as it then had the epidemic 
under control, Other States,have followed slowly and by the time this 
communication reaches you the “Spanish Flu ” probably will have become 
a matter of history, not soon to be forgotten.

SOME MINNESOTA FRATERNITY 


N November 9, 1891, Llewellyn 

R. Metz became a member of 

St. Paul Council, 656. A year 
later he married, and another year 
later, became the possessor of a 


‘son, 


Brother Metz proved a faithful 
working member of the Council, at- 
tended the meetings regularly and 
held various offices, up to 1898, 
when he became afflicted with eye 
trouble to such an extent that he 
had to retire from all active busi- 
ness. With “the assistance of the 
Council and*some resources of his 
own he managed to return to his old 
home in the East, where he lived for 
almost twenty years, dying July 30, 
1918. 

At the time Brother Metz left 
St. Paul he was totally blind and 
the Council assumed the payment 
of all his dues and assessments, 
which they continued faithfully for 
almost twenty years, thus relieving 
him and his devoted wife from all 
care or worry on that score. To 
accomplish this, the Council has 
paid from its own funds approxi- 
mately eight hundred dollars. 

This illustrates one of the ways 
in which a fraternal organization is 
different from an old line insurance 
company. It is only one instance 


. out. of .a vePy large.number in our 


history; indeed the records of this 
single Council of St. Paul show other 
illustrations of the same kind. 

This particular illustration shows 
still further over what a reach of 
country the care of the Order may 
extend.

SOME NATIONAL 
- FRATERNALISM 


HE good fraternalist probably 

realizes that he is living in the 

most wonderful time that ever hap- 

pened. Unless he looks closely, 

however, he may fail to notice: that 

to'a great extent this new time is 
peculiarly his own possession. 


If he listens carefully, he will 
hear’ a ‘wonderful amount of 
familiar language — co-operation, 


mutual -helpfulness, community ser- 
vice, combined effort for the com- 
mon ‘good, self-denial, democracy, 
brotherhood. <All these words which 
a little time ago seemed to be limited 
to the Council Chamber are now on 
the front: pages of the newspaper 
and in everyone’s speech. 

Still further, if the good fra- 
ternalist looks about him, he will 
see that the principles which he has 
tried to apply to insurance are be- 
ing put in force everywhere else. 
The war risk insurance of the U. §. 
Government in many respects the 
hugest: single undertaking in history, 
is very much more like the fraternal 
system than the old line. On every 
side profit is being eliminated. 
Goods are sold at cost on a scale 
never before heard of. All over the 
world the great processes essential 
to life are being carried on by 
methods which only a few months 
ago were practically unknown out- 
side of fraternal beneficiary cor- 
porations,. 

The good fraternalist has had 
troubles of his own in perfacting 
the details of his system. Not- 
withstanding the difficulties, his ex- 
perience has satisfied him that it is 
sound and efficient. Just now he 
is entitled to a little private self- ~ 
satisfaction as he notices how all’ 
the democratic people’ of the world 
are turning toward what is essen- 
tially the fraternal method of soly- 
ing their most difficult problems.

A VERY OLD STORY 


OHN SWIFT owned a prosperous 
automobile agency considerably 
less than a thousand miles from 
Albany, N. Y. He did not really be- 
lieve in fraternal orders, but a good 
friend who did, almost forced him 
to join the RovaAL ARCANUM, Once 
in, he never attended a meeting, 
but, out of habit, paid his assess- 
ments, altho he said once or twice 
it was a foolish waste of money for 
a young, healthy man like himself. 
Early in August, John Swift's 
automobile company announced that 
it had gone into the munition busi- 
ness for the remainder of the war. 


- A little later, a jobbing concern took 


over their entire supply of machines 
on hand. John Swift's prosperous 
agency was snuffed out like a candle 
by a gust of wifid. 

Two weeks ago while trying to 
sub-lease his store to a prospective 
tennant,"John Swift slipped near an 
open hatch way, fell into the cellar, 
and died in less than an hour. His 
friends asked to have his benefit paid 
quickly, because that once despised 
$3,000 is all that his wife and little 
boy will have to live on.

Benefit Certificate in the Royau AR- 
CANUM may not mean much to its 
prosperous and thoughtless owner, 
but in the twinkling of an eye, it 
may become the veritable support of 
life to some poor woman and little 
children, 


THE OTHER SIDE_OF 
THE SERVICE FLAG 


“Live the ordered life of a self- 
imposed ration, because your boys 
mine are leading that life. 
They are eating what they are told 
to eat. They are doing what they 
are told to do, without .oppor— 
tunity to recalcitrate or kick, and we 
are told that it is no less important 
that you and I should do the 
same thing.” Thus writes George 
Wharton Pepper, perhaps one of 
the biggest lawyers in the State of 
Pennsylvania. 

“T want to protest,” continues Mr. 
Pepper, “against the spirit which 
leads a father to think of his son 
in the service as his personal con- 
tribution to the eause. When the 
young men in my household first 
responded to the call I had some- 
thing of that feeling myself. I 
nearly bought a service flag and 
began to think myself a patriot. 

“Then suddenly it came over me 
that the man who takes his patri- 
otism in the right of his children is 
like the man who records his re- 
ligion in the name of his wife. I 
made a resolution that if I was to 
be a patriot it should be by virtue 
of something which I had done my- 
self, and not something which had 
been done by my three young men, 
and I recorded a solemn resolution 
with myself not to hang out a 
service flag until I should have 
given to my children the. right to 
display some similar emblem. to 
show that the old man himself was 
making some contribution toward 
the winning of the war.

HESPERIA COUNCIL 


The patriotism which prevails. in 
Hesperia Council was truly exempli- 
fied at the meeting of October 2, 1918, 
which had been arranged for the par- 
ticular purpose of helping out the 
Fourth Liberty Loan drive. 

Bro. H. E./Herrick, a member_of 
one of the strongest banks in Chi- 
cago, gave a very instructive talk 
about the loan, particularly from the 
bankers’ side, which gave us an idea 
of how our money reaches Uncle 


Sam’s treasury and the necessity- of. 


this bond issue going “‘over the top.” 


The best argument in favor of the 
loan was given us by Private Archi- 
bald Monroe of the British-Canadian 
forces. He was one of the first ,to 
answer his country’s call to the col- 
ors. Private Monroe was also one 
of the first prisoners taken by the 
Germans. When Lord Kitchener 
called for volunteers in 1915 he bid 
adieu to his family and bravely re- 
sponded. He was.in France five 
weeks after enlisting and says that 
men were so scarce that you couldn’t 
touch your nearest comrade with arm 
outstretched, and ammunition was so 
scarce that they would often have to 
look around for something to shoot 
at the enemy. Such’ was the unpre- 
paredness of England and France in 
1914, but they managed to hold the 
Germans. It was here around Ypres 
that Private Monroe was severely 
wounded and gassed and taken pris- 
oner. He related some very interest- 
ing experiences. He stated that when 
the prisoners were brought back 
through Belgium the civilians clam- 
ored to get close to the British pris- 
oners so they could talk to them, but 
the big Prussian guard was there to 
beat them back. Talking to the civil- 
ians was considered a severe offense 
and very frequently hundreds were 


punished for the trifling offense of. 


one. 


They were several days in getting to 
Germany, after being packed in cattle 
cars where they had to either stand 
up or die. They were paraded through 
the ‘streets of Berlin to gratify the 
curiosity of the home folks and sub- 
pected to every possible insult and 
indignity. Of course, resentment fol- 
lowed, and this brought out the firing 
squad, and to see their comrades, 
some of them their life-long friends, 
shot before their very eyes for trifling 
offenses, certainly made them vow 
vengeance upon their brutal Teutonic 
taskmasters. After being humiliated 
in this manner they were finally as- 
signed to working camps. 


The big guard would come through 
about 5 a, m. and would shout “Rous 
fur die Arbeit,’ meaning “Out for 
work.” Their breakfast consisted of 
a bowl of black coffee, which was 
made from herbs and previously ex- 
tracted coffee, and very black bread. 
The black bread they were served was 
made from pulp material which had 
very little food value. You couldn’t 
cut it with a hack-saw, and if you 
dropped it on your foot it resulted in 
your being obliged to hobble around 
with a cane for a day or two. After 
breakfast they were sent to work at 
the mines, where very often they 
would work for days at a time without 
seeing daylight. Monroe not being 
a miner complained of the work being 
too hard on him, and as punishment 
for daring to complain he was put in 
confinement and live steam turned into 
his room. This would kill nine out 
of ten men, but he was one of the 
lucky ones to escape with his life. 
After two years, by reason of good 
behavior, he was exchanged as a tu- 
berculosis case and the doctors ad- 
vised that he be sent to Switzerland. 
When he was taken prisoner he 
weighed 190 pounds and when he was 
exchanged he weighed 95 pounds. 

Hesperia hopes that all its mem- 
bers have responded to the Fourth 
Liberty Loan and that more of them 
will attend future meetings, which 
will have new attractions.

PETER COLLINS JR. 


HE readers of the BuLLETIN do 
not need any introduction to 
Peter Collins, Grand Guide of the 
State of New York, or his four sons, 
all members of Golden Rod Council, 
No. 1316, of Mt. Vernon, N..Y. Three 
of these sons, Joseph, William and 
Peter, Jr., joined Company D of the 
old 7th Regiment of New York, and 
all ranked as Corporals when they 
left for France. 
On September 29th Peter Collins, 
Jr., was killed in battle. The fol- 


lowing account is taken from a letter 


to Brother Peter Collins, Sr., written 
by Corp. William Collins under 


. date of October 2nd :— 
“We lined up for the big attack at. 


5 a.m., and at'5.40 just as dawn was 
breaking, the artillery started a 


most terrific barrage on Fritz’s front | 


line. As soon as it lifted, we went 
over. Joe was in the first wave 
with the Moppers Up. Pete and his 


squad came ten yards behind,-and I 
Some-"}, 


was directly behind Pete. 
what contrary to expectations, Fritz 
showed no desire to give up, and 


‘put up a most stubborn resistance, 
from which it would seem that he 


had wind of the attack and was well 
prepared. 

“Just as we reached the first Ger- 
man trench, and before swooping 
down on the beasts, Pete went down, 
the first man to fall. The bullet 
struck his left cheek and came out 
behind his right ear. Death was 
almost instantaneous, in facet the 
only movement he made was to 
raise himself on one arm, and cry 
out his last words: ‘Tell Lalonde 
to take the squad and go ahead.’ 
He did not suffer more than a minute 
before he passed into the hands of 
God Almighty, and they went ahead 
and accounted for the Demon who 
got Pete, as well as some eighteen 
or twenty more who were holding 
this part of the line. The fight was 
a tough one, but we succeeded in 


our task, and delivered one of the 


most telling blows of the war to Mr. 
Hun. We lost a number of good 
men, but thank God we did our job. 

“T am unable to say much more 
about the fight, in fact, what we 
saw and went through is too horrible 
to describe. : 

“Toward evening we were fairly 
well established in our new posi- 
tions, and although the shelling was 
quite heavy, we ventured back to 
the spot where Pete had fallen, we 
thought the least we could do, was to 
give him some sort of burial.
